KANSAS  CITY,  MO  (August  4,  1987)  --  Southwestern  Bell  Foundation  has  agreed  to  a  major  five-year  financial  commitment  to 
the  National  Federation's  TARGET  program  as  the  primary  national  sponsor  of  TARGET'S  toll-free  telephone  number  and 
resource  center.

We  believe  this  is  a  program 
that  IS  ready  and  equipped  to  deal  with  the  problem." 

Beginning  September  1 ,  individuals  can  contact  the  TARGET  Resource  Center  by  dialing  (toll  free)  1  -800-366-6667  and  obtain 
up-to-date  information  in  the  field  of  alcohol  and  other  drug  education  and  prevention.  The  toll-free  number  will  not  be  activated 
until  September  1 

Kathy  Perry  has  been  named  coordinator  of  the  TARGET  Resource  Center.  She  will  be  able  to  answer  questions,  provide 
educational  and  professional  materials  and  suggest  ways  that  students,  kindergarten  through  1 2th  grade,  can  deal  with  alcohol 
and  other  drug  problems.  The  TARGET  Resource  Center  will  house  a  computerized  reference  bank  of  information  on  chemical 
abuse  and  prevention. 

"We  are  thrilled  that  Southwestern  Bell  Foundation  has  made  the  toll-free  number  and  resource  center  a  reality, "  said  Brice 
Durbin,  executive  director  of  the  National  Federation.  "The  National  Federation  and  TARGET  comprise  the  central  resource  center 
for  high  schools,  so  people  are  already  used  to  coming  to  us  for  information.  They  know  that  if  they  need  to  find  the  nearest  alcohol 
and  drug  treatment  center  or  want  to  find  the  latest  information  on  abuse  of  drugs  in  sports,  they  can  come  to  us  and  trust  us  ' 

Other  phases  of  the  TARGET  program  already  in  place  are  leadership  training  at  Hazelden-Cork  Sports  Education  facility  in 
Center  City.  Minnesota,  publication  of  the  pamphlet  "On  TARGET"  which  is  mailed  monthly  (biweekly  in  January)  to  every  high 
school  in  the  nation,  and  the  TARGET  alcohol /drug  rehabilitation  insurance  plan  for  high  school,  junior  high /middle  schools  and 
elementary  school  students

The  largest  nationa I  anti -drug  abuse  education  campaign  in  history  was  announced  February  12  by  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America, 
which  called  the  current  drug  and  substance  abuse  crisis  "the  most  serious  threat  to  the  well-being  of  our  children  and  to  their 
future." 

Acting  on  what  it  said  was  a  request  from  President  Reagan,  the  youth  organization  unveiled  a  multi-faceted  educational 
program  designed  to  reach  youth,  parents,  teachers  and  Scout  leaders  throughout  the  nation. 

"We  are  seeing  kids  —  only  9, 10,  or  1 1  years  old  —  playing  a  deadly  game  of  Russian  roulette  with  their  hearts,  their  livers  and 
their  brains."  observed  Chief  Scout  Executive  Ben  H  Love.  In  its  program  called  "Drugs;  A  Deadly  Game,"  the  Boy  Scouts  said  they 
will  challenge  everyone,  not  only  the  organization's  5.2  million  members,  to  "say  no"  to  drugs. 

Core  of  the  program  will  be  three  brochures  now  being  published. 

One  will  be  sent  to  the  nations  tour  million  CubScounts,  Boy  Scouts  and  Explorers:  another  will  be  available  to  1.2  million  Scout 
leaders  and  to  parents,  and  a  thrid,  a  Teacher's  Guide,  will  be  published  as  a  resource  for  teachers  and  other  youth  leaders. 

There  will  also  be  guidelines  for  anti-drug  rallies  and  an  educational  videotape.  A  public-service  television  announcement 
featuring  basketball  star  Julius  Erving  will  also  be  made  available. 

Available  without  charge  to  BSA  members,  the  brochures  and  other  materials  may  be  purchased  in  bulk  by  non-BSA  agencies 
and  the  general  public 

Extensive  promotion  of  the  pro|ect  will  be  featured  through  the  BSA's  three  magazines,  BOYS'  LIFE,  SCOUTING  and 
EXPLORING 

BOYS'  LIFE  AND  SCOUTING  magazines  will  provide  their  estimated  10  million  readers  a  copy  of  the  brochure  DRUGS:  A 
DEADLY  GAME  as  part  of  their  March/Aprill  issues.  In  recent  years  the  publications  have  brought  their  audiences  a  variety  of 
articles  on  the  dangers  of  alcohol  and  substance  abuse.

Association  met  at  Barkley  Lodge,  Cadiz.  Kentucky,  on 
Friday,  July  24,  1987,  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:30 
a.m,  by  President  Chester  Turner,  Present  were  all  Board 
Members,  Commissioner  Tom  Mills.  Executive  Assistant  Billy 
V,  Wise,  Assistant  Commissioners  Brigid  DeVries  and  Louis 
Stout  Also  present  were  Julian  Tackett,  Sports  Information 
Director.  Lloyd  Redman  representing  the  State  Department  of 
Education  and  Mrs.  Beverly  Schneider,  a  member  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education.  The  Invocation  was  given  by  Sam 
Chandler, 

Tom  Buchanan  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  Sam 
Chandler,  that  the  minutes  of  the  April  16  Board  meeting  be 
approved  The  motion  passed  unanimously.

A  discussion  ensued  regarding  the  1987-88  Working 
Budget.  Charlie  Wilson  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Tony 
Olinger,  that  the  Board  accept  the  Close  Estimate  Working 
Budget  as  presented.  The  motion  carried  unanimously 

Principal  Bob  Rogers,  Ballard  Memorial  High  School,  along 
with  a  delegation  from  the  West  Kentucky  Principals' 
Association  had  requested  a  hearing  before  the  board  to 
discuss  a  proposal  regarding  the  classification  of  basketball 
The  committee  requested  that  a  survey  be  sent  to  all  member 
schools  requesting  their  approval  or  disapproval  of  the 
proposal.  Following  a  lengthy  discussion  thereof.  President 
Welch  referred  the  proposal  to  the  Basketball  Committee  for 
study  and  informed  Mr.  Rogers  that  a  decision  on  the  matter 
will  be  made  at  the  October  meeting. 

President  Welch  then  called  on  Mr.  Doug  Hippe  who  had 
requested  a  hearing  on  behalf  of  his  son.  Gordon,  a  student  at 
Frankfort  High  School  The  Commissioner  had  ruled  Gordon 
ineligible  to  participate  in  athletics  for  36  school  weeks  under 
By-Law  5,  Transfer  Rule.  Tony  Olinger  made  a  motion, 
seconded  by  Tom  Buchanan,  that  the  Board  go  into  Executive 
Session  to  discuss  the  appeal  with  Mr  Hippe  The  motion 
carried  unanimously.  Grant  Talbott  moved  that  the  Board 
come  out  of  Executive  Session.  Tom  Buchanan  seconded  the 
motion  which  carried  unanimously.  Following  a  discussion  of 
the  appeal.  Grant  Talbott  made  a  motion  that  By-Law  5, 
Transfer  Rule  be  waived  in  this  case,  Tom  Buchanan 
seconded  the  motion  which  carried  unanimously 

Then  came  Mr.  William  Berry  with  his  attorney,  John 
Damron,  on  behalf  of  his  son,  Jeff  Berry,  a  student  at  Daviess 
County  High  School.  The  Commissioner  had  ruled  Jeff 
ineligible  to  participate  in  athletics  due  to  the  fact  that  he  had 
been  enrolled  in  grades  9-12  for  eight  semesters.  Following 
Mr  Berry's  presentation  and  questions  to  him  by  the  Board 
members.  Bill  Case  made  a  motion  that  the  Commissioner's 
ruling  be  upheld  in  this  case  Charlie  Miller  seconded  the 
motion  which  passed  unanimously. 

Commissioner  Mills  presented  the  following  recom- 
mendation from  the  West  Eligibility  Committee  regarding  a 
violation  of  By-Law  9,  Recruitment,  by  University  Heights 
Academy 

The  West  Eligibility  Committee,  after  full  consideration  of 
evidence  presented,  finds  respresentatives  of  University 
Heights  Academy  guilty  of  violating  By-Law  9,  Recruitment 
and  hereby  recommends  that  the  University  Heights 
Academy  Basketball  program  be  suspended  until  January  1 , 
1 988,  effective  as  of  this  date.  During  the  period  of  suspension 
the  school  may  not  play  or  scrimmage  against  teams  or 
individuals  who  are  not  members  of  the  regular  school  team 
(grades  9-12).  In  addition,  University  Heights  Academy  shall 
be  on  probation  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  this  date.  If 
during  the  period  of  probation,  representatives  of  the  school 
are  found  guilty  upon  competent  evidence  of  violating  By- 
Law  9,  or  any  other  rule  or  regulation  of  this  Association,  the 
school  shall  be  suspeneded  immediately  for  a  period  of  time 
to  oe  determined  by  the  Board  of  Control. 

Also,  during  the  period  of  probation,  all  students  expres- 
sing a  desire  to  represent  the  school  in  mterscholastic 
athletics  and  who  were  not  enrolled  in  the  school  the 
previous  school  year  shall  be  ruled  upon  by  the  Commls- 
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sioner  as  to  their  eligibility  The  Commissioner  shall  investi- 
gate each  Foreign  Exchange  Student  to  determine  if  they  are, 
in  fact,  a  bona  fide  foreign  exchange  student  as  opposed  to  a 
foreign  student  entering  the  school  for  athletic  purposes 
Only  applications  received  on  those  foreign  students 
entering  the  school  through  an  approved  Foreign  Exchange 
Program  may  be  considered 

Ken  Tippett  moved,  seconded  by  Charlie  Wilson  that  the 
recommendation  of  the  West  Eligibility  Committee  be  ap- 
proved The  motion  passed  unanimously. 

Commissioner  Mills  presented  the  Findings  of  Fact  and 
Conclusions  of  Law  as  tendered  by  K.H.S.A.A.  Hearing  Officer 
in  the  Case  of  Mr.  Jerry  Sparks  v.  the  Kentuckiana  Football 
Officials  Association.  Inc  FollovKing  the  presentation.  Grant 
Talbott  moved,  seconded  by  Sam  Chandler  that  the  Board  of 
Control  affirm  the  action  taken  by  the  Kentuckiana  Football 
Officials  Association.  Inc  in  this  case.  The  motion  passed 
unanimously 

Commissioner  Mills  advised  the  Board  members  of  the 
status  of  the  Hall  of  Fame  program  to  be  initiated  at  the  Boys' 
Basketball  Tournament  in  Louisville  in  March  of  1988.  Sam 
Chandler  made  a  motion  that  all  Board  members  receive  a 
copy  of  the  list  of  Hall  of  Fame  nominees  for  their  consid- 
eration. Ken  Tippett  seconded  the  motion,  which  passed 
unanimously.  President  Welch  appointed  the  following  Board 
members  to  serve  on  the  Hall  of  Fame  Committee;  Sam 
Chandler.  Chairman;  Tony  dinger  and  Bill  Case  Tom  Mills 
and  Earl  Cox  were  also  appointed  to  serve  on  the  committee 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Control  is  scheduled  to  be 
held  at  the  K  H  S  A  A  Office  Building,  560  East  Cooper  Drive 
on  Saturday.  October  10.  1987,  at  900  a.m.  Any  appeals 
hearings  will  be  held  on  Friday,  October  9,  at  200  p.m. 

Assistant  Commissioner  Stout  recommended  that  the 
following  sites  be  approved  for  1987-88  State  Tournaments; 
Cross  Country,  Kentucky  Horse  Park  -  Lexington,  Soccer, 


Lafayette  High  School,  Host  -  Lexington;  Softball,  Lyndon 
Recreation  Center  -  Louisville;  Baseball,  Elizabethtown  High 
School  -  Elizabethtown.  Charlie  Wilson  made  a  motion  that 
Mr.  Stout's  recommendations  be  accepted.  Tony  dinger 
seconded  the  motion.  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Stout  also  recommended  the  following  change  in  the 
State  Wrestling  format;  eliminate  the  sectional  wrestling 
tournaments  and  return  to  the  previous  format  whereby  the 
top  four  finishers  in  each  weight  class  advance  to  the  State 
Meet.  The  State  Meet  will  be  moved  from  February  27, 1 988  as 
approved  on  the  Memorandum  Calendar  to  February  1 9-20, 
1988.  It  was  also  recommended  that  the  State  Wrestling 
Tournament  be  held  in  Louisville.  Charlie  Wilson  made  a 
motion  that  Mr.  Stout's  recommendation  be  accepted.  Charlie 
Miller  seconded  the  motion  which  carried  by  a  vote  of  8-1. 

Sam  Chandler  moved,  seconded  by  Tony  dinger,  that  all 
bills  of  the  Association  for  the  period  beginning  April  1,  1987 
and  ending  June  30,  1987,  be  allowed.  The  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

There  being  no  further  business,  Charlie  Wilson  made  a 
motion  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned.  Tony  Olinger 
seconded  the  motion,  which  carried  unanimously.

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MINUTES  - 

1987  FOOTBALL  ASSIGNING 

SECRETARIES  MEETING 

Mays,  1987 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Football  Assigning  Secretaries 
of  the  Kentucky  High  School  Athletic  Association  was  held  at 
the  office  of  the  K.H.S.A.A.  at  10:00  AM,  Ivlonday,  May  18, 
1987.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Billy  V.  Wise, 
Executive  Assistant.  Attending  the  meeting  were:  Joe  Russell, 
Western  Kentucky:  Harold  Mischel,  Big  Eight:  Jack 
Goodman,  Mid  Kentucky:  Don  Metzger,  Kentuckiana:  Stan 
Steidel,  Northern  Kentucky:  Kurt  Duff  (representing  Shirley 
Watts),  Central  Kentucky:  Paul  Pietrowski  (representing  Ray 
Canady)  13th  Region:  Layne  Tackett,  15th  Region,  Frank 
Firestine,  16th  Region:  DeLane  Simpson,  representative  of 
Western  Kentucky  Conference:  George  Mercker  and  Julian 
Tackett,  Sports  Information  Director,  K.H.S.A.A. 

The  meeting  opened  with  a  discussion  concerning  assign- 
ment of  officials  to  regular  season  games  and  pre-season 
bowl  games.  The  secretaries  reported  that  no  serious 
problems  existed  in  their  area,  except  that  there  is  a  shortage 
of  officials.  There  was  some  discussion  concerning  tfie 
recruitment  of  new  officials  and  improving  the  quality  of 
officiating  from  the  officials  we  now  have.  Bill  Wise  an- 
nounced that  the  Multiple  State  Reciprocal  Registration 
Agreement  between  Indiana,  Kentucky,  Michigan,  Ohio  and 
West  Virginia  had  been  tabled  for  this  year  with  the  possibility 
that  the  plan  might  be  implemented  at  a  future  date  when 
some  of  the  problems  have  been  worked  out. 

Joe  Russell,  Jack  Goodman  and  Don  Metzger,  a  committee 
formed  at  the  1986  Football  Assigning  Secretaries'  meeting 
made  recommendations  concerning  the  possible  implemen- 
tation of  a  new  method  for  assigning  state  play-off  final 
games,  gave  the  following  report  and  recommendations: 

1.  Each  conference  should,  in  its  turn,  be  requested  to 
submit  one  crew  of  officials  to  work  a  state  championship 
game. 

2.  Each  of  the  following  conferences  should  be  used  once 
every  two  years  in  alternating  years:  Big  Eight,  Central 
Kentucky,  Kentuckiana,  Mid-Kentucky,  Northern  Kentucky, 
Western  Kentucky. 

3.  Each  of  the  following  conferences  should  be  used  every 
four  years  on  a  rotating  basis:  1 3th  Region,  1 4th  Region,  1 5th 
Region.  16th  Region. 

4  The  Assigning  Secretary  of  each  conference  should 
submit  the  names  of  the  officials  he  feels  should  represent  his 
conference.  Once  accepted  by  the  Commissioner  or  his 
appointed  representative,  such  assignment  should  be  final. 

5.  The  following  rotation  schedule  was  recommended: 
Year  1  -  Western  Kentucky  -  Kentuckiana  -  Central  Kentucky 
-13th  Region 

Year  2  -  Big  Eight  -  Mid-Kentucky  -  Northern  Kentucky  -16th 
Region 

Year  3  -  Western  Kentucky  -  Kentuckiana  -  Central  Kentucky 
-  15th  Region 

Year  4  -  Big  Eight  -  Mid-Kentucky  -  Northern  Kentucky  -14th 
Region 

NOTE:  This  rotation,  if  adopted,  could  be  altered  to  eliminate 
any  inequities  it  might  cause  because  of  time  since  the  last 
assignment,  or  to  remedy  other  existing  inequities. 

The  committee  also  addressed  several  potential  problems 
and  recommended  solutions: 

Problem  1:  During  a  conference's  turn  in  the  rotation,  the 
conference  places  a  team  in  each  of  the  four  play-off  games. 

Solution  1:  The  Commissioner  or  his  appointed  represen- 
tative should  notify  the  assigning  secretary  of  the  situation 
and  withdraw  the  assignment.  The  Commissioner  or  his 
appointed  representative  should  then  contact  another  con- 
ference whose  turn  falls  the  following  year  to  arrange  a 
switch.  The  conference  originally  scheduled  to  work  the 


contest  should  not  be  penalized  for  their  team's  successes, 
but  should  be  rewarded  the  following  year 

Problem  2:  After  consultation  with  the  Commissioner,  an 
assigning  secretary  determines  that  he  does  not  have 
sufficient  personnel  to  staff  a  play-off  game  in  his  turn. 

Solution  2:  The  Commissioner  could  contact  another 
conference  as  referenced  above  The  Commissioner  should, 
however,  use  his  discretion  in  deciding  whether  a  trade  shall 
be  made,  or  whether  the  conference  should  simply  forfeit  its 
turn. 

Problem  3:  A  particular  crew  of  officials  in  a  certain 
conference  seem  to  "have  a  corner  on  the  market"  and  have 
received  the  state  play-off  assignment  during  that  con- 
ference's previous  two  turns.  It  is  now  the  time  for  the 
assigning  secretary  to  make  this  year's  assignment. 

Solution  3:  This  decision  has  always  been--and  should 
always  be--the  decision  of  the  assigning  secretary  with 
consultation  and  /or  approval  of  the  state  office.  The  intent  of 
the  system  is  to  insure  that  quality  officials  are  present  to 
officiate  these  Important  games.  If  a  crew  has  been  previously 
assigned  to  a  state  final,  and  another  crew  with  similar 
qualifications  and  ratings  is  available,  it  is  recommended  that 
the  assignment  be  given  to  the  second  crew  It  is  reiterated, 
however,  that  this  should  remain  the  decision  of  the  assigning 
secretary  who  can  best  evaluate  all  of  the  variables. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Jack  Goodman  to  implement  the 
recommendations  of  this  report  on  a  1  or  2  year  trial  basis.  A 
second  was  made  by  Joe  Russell.  The  vote  was  4  in  favor,  4 
against  and  1  abstention.  The  motion  failed.  Another  motion 
made  by  Harold  Mischel,  seconded  by  Kurt  Duff,  that  the 
assigning  of  officials  for  the  play-offs  remain  the  same  as  it  is 
now.  During  discussion  of  this  motion,  Layne  Tackett  made 
an  amendment  to  the  motion,  seconded  by  Don  Metzger  that 
the  previous  motion  be  accepted  with  some  changes.  Both 
motions  were  withdrawn  without  a  vote.  The  assignments  will 
be  made  as  before. 

Following  a  lengthy  disucssion  of  the  numerical  rating 
system,  the  following  changes  were  recommended.  It  was 
recommended  that  if  an  official  takes  the  Part  II  National 
Federation  Test  and  makes  a  score  of  75  or  above,  that 
he/she  be  given  5  points  on  their  evaluation.  The  10  points 
taken  from  the  present  rating  system  be  given  to  the  assigning 
secretaries  (5  points)  and  the  coaches  (5  points).  Clinic 
attendance  was  recommended  to  be  valued  at  5  points  with 
the  5  difference  being  transferred  to  the  coaches.  This  will 
give  the  assigning  secretaries  50  points,  the  coaches  40 
points,  clinic  attendance  5  points  (no  points  for  make-up 
clinic)  and  5  points  for  taking  Part  II  exam  and  making  a  score 
of  75  or  better.  A  motion  to  adopt  the  recommendations  was 
made  by  Frank  Firestine,  seconded  by  Harold  Mischel.  The 
vote  was  unanimous. 

A  committee  was  named  to  implement  an  evaluation  plan 
for  football  officials  similar  to  the  computer  plan  the  associ- 
ation IS  now  using  for  basketball  The  plan  used  for  basketball 
IS  each  school  is  sent  a  list  of  all  basketball  officials  and  the 
coaches  are  asked  to  rate  only  those  officials  they  have  used 
during  the  year  The  coaches  have  cards  in  which  to 
document  the  rating  after  using  the  official.  These  cards  are 
kept  on  file  for  a  period  of  time  in  the  case  verification  of 
someone's  rating  is  requested.  The  Committee  is  Julian 
Tackett,  Stan  Steidel,  Jack  Goodman,  Don  Stacy  and  Billy 
Wise.  A  report  will  be  given  at  a  later  date. 

George  Mercker  discussed  more  recent  developments  in 
litigation  as  it  effects  the  assigning  secretaries  in  their  training 
of  officials  and  their  assignments.  He  also  had  some  recom- 
mendations that  they  could  carry  back  to  their  local  associ- 
ations and  local  boards. 

After  a  period  of  general  discussion,  Don  Metzger  moved 
and  a  second  was  made  by  Kurt  Duff  that  the  meeting  be 
adjourned.

IMPORTANT  CHANGE  IN  INSURANCE  COVERAGE  RELATIVE  TO  CHEERLEADERS 

Thus  far,  the  Kentucky  High  School  Athletic  Association  has  been  able  to 
maintain  liability  and  catastrophic  insurance  coverage  for  cheerleaders 
through  the  existing  policy  at  no  additional  charge  to  the  Association  or  the 
schools.  In  an  effort  to  hold  down  the  costs  of  insurance,  the  K.H.S.A.A. 
Board  of  Control  recently  adopted  the  following  guidelines  for  limitations  on 
cheerleader  stunts  which  have  been  determined  to  be  high  risk  --  1)  No  mini 
trampolines  or  other  height  increasing  apparatus  allowed;  2)  No  flip  dismounts 
from  mounts  (pyramids);  3)  No  knee  drops;  4)  No  toe  or  thigh  pitches;  5)  No 
mount  may  be  more  than  two  people  high,  interpreted  as  follows:  (a)  Any  person 
in  a  mount  must  have  principle  weight  supported  by  a  person  whose  principle 
weight  support  is  the  floor,  (b)  Additional  persons  used  in  the  mount  for 
support  may  not  extend  above  the  mount  itself;  6)  All  maneuvers  of  the  "swan 
dive"  variety  are  not  allowed. 

Cheerleaders  are  subject  to  the  general  eligibility  requirements  of  the 
Association  to  participate.  This  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  parental 
permission,  enrollment  and  academic  requirements,  and  a  signed  physician's 
statement  to  the  effect  he/she  is  physically  fit  to  take  severe  exercise 
without  undue  risk. 


These  stunt  limitations  are  only  recommendations,  however,  cheerleaders  from 
schools  not  adhering  to  these  guidelines  will  not  be  covered  by  the  blanket 
insurance  plan  and  may  have  to  seek  additional  coverage  elsewhere.

SANCTIONS  FOR  CONTESTS  INVOLVING  OUT  OF  STATE  TEAMS 


Many  questions  arise  when  a  member  school  attempts  to  schedule  a  game  against 
a  team  from  another  state.  Remember  that  the  contest  must  go  through  the 
proper  administrative  channels  to  be  considered  a  legal  contest.  The 
following  can  serve   as  a  simple  guide  to  athletic  directors  and  principals  -- 

If  a  game  involves  only  one  Kentucky  school  and  one  out  of  state  school, 
and  the  other  state  adjoins  Kentucky,  no  state  Association  or  National 
Federation  sanction  is  necessary; 

If  a  meet  or  tournament  involves  one  or  more  teams  from  outside  the  host 
state,  and  the  invited  teams  are  from  adjoining  state(s),  National 
Federation  sanction  is  not  necessary.  However  the  event  must  be 
sanctioned  by  the  state  Associations  involved.  It  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  principal  of  the  host  school  to  initiate  the  sanction  procedure; 

In  all  other  cases,  both  state  Association  and  National  Federation 
sanction  is  required.  If  you  are  the  host  school,  contact  Anne  Wesley 
Mays  at  the  Kentucky  High  School  Athletic  Association  to  obtain  the 
sanction  forms  and  begin  the  sanction  process.  The  sanction  process  must 
be  completed  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  event.

STICKLE  JOINS  TARGET  TaRGeT 


The  National  Federation's  TARGET  program  Is  now  at  full  strength  in  Its  effort  to  help  students  cope  with  problems  related  to 
alcohol  and  other  drugs. 

Richard  A.  Stickle,  the  former  executive  director  of  the  Idaho  High  School  Activities  Association,  is  the  new  director  of  the 
TARGET  program 

Stickle  has  developed  TARGET  Idaho,  a  chemical  health  education  program  organized  in  conjunction  with  the  national 
TARGET  program,  and  he  has  great  concern  for  the  youth  of  this  nation. 

Prior  to  his  13  years  in  the  Idaho  association.  Stickle  has  been  invovled  with  high  school  students  as  an  assistant  principal, 
athletic  director,  coach  and  teacher.  He  has  coached  football,  basketball,  wrestling  and  track  and  was  a  math  teacher  for  1 5  years. 
"The  TARGET  program  is  growing  rapidly,  and  we  are  fortunate  to  have  a  person  of  Dick's  ability  to  lead  us  in  this  important 
endeavor, "  said  Brice  Durbin,  executive  director  of  the  National  Federation. 

The  TARGET  program  has  four  major  components  —  a  national  resource  center  and  toll-free  telephone  number,  an  on-going 
training  program  for  adult  and  student  volunteers  ,anational  insurance  program  for  alcohol/drug  rehabilitation  and  printed 
materials  such  as  this  publication. 

Individuals  now  can  obtain  the  location  of  the  nearest  alcohol/drug  treatment  center  and  the  latest  information  on  abuse  of 
drugs  in  sports  by  calling  1  -800-366-6667.  Kathy  Perry  is  the  coordinator  of  the  TARGET  Resource  Center. 

In  addition,  the  student  insurance  plan  is  now  available,  which  will  provide  alcohol  and  drug  rehabilitation  insurance  at  a  group 
purchase  price  of  $1  per  student.  Enrollment  of  all  students  in  a  school  is  necessary  to  participate,  and  a  minimum  participation 
level  of  one  million  students  is  required  before  the  policy  goes  into  effect. 

When  the  insurance  program  is  activated,  the  program  will  pay  up  to  $25,000  a  student  for  the  first  six  months  of  approved, 
professional  treatment.  It  also  will  cover  an  additional  $1 2,500  in  expenses  for  the  first  year  for  a  total  coverage  of  $37,500.  To  enroll 
your  students  in  the  program,  contact  TARGET  Insurance,  1 420  S.W.  Arrowhead  Road,  P.O.  Box  21 59,  Topeka,  Kansas  66601 . 

This  is  the  second  issue  of  the  On  TARGET  publication,  which  is  sent  (four  copies)  to  every  high  school  in  the  United  States.  The 
youth  of  this  nation  are  our  most  precious  commodity,  and  TARGET  is  seeking  to  help  our  young  people  lead  healthy,  socially 
responsible  lives  and  make  alcohol  and  drug  use  and  abuse  out  of  style. 


LEADER  TRAINING  BEGINS 

The  first  TARGET  leadership  training  session  for  state-level  leaders  of  coaches,  athletic  directors  and  advisors  was  held  fvlay 
11-15  at  Hazelden  in  Center  City,  Minnesota.  Twenty-one  individuals  from  New  York  and  West  Virginia  were  involved  in  the  first 
session. 

Since  then,  two  additional  training  sessions  have  been  held.  Thirty  individuals  from  five  states  (Georgia,  South  Dakota, 
Wisconsin,  Nebraska,  Kansas)  were  trained  July  20-24  and  30  others  from  four  states  (Massachusetts,  Utah.  Arkansas.  Idaho) 
received  training  at  Hazelden  August  17-21. 

Designed  to  help  schools  and  communities  address  concerns  about  alcohol  and  other  drug  use,  the  TARGET  training  program 
IS  an  intensive,  week-long  session.  The  workshop  provides  a  foundation  of  knowledge  and  skills  for  individuals,  who  are  selected 
by  the  state  association,  to  take  back  and  implement  in  their  schools,  where  they  can  present  what  they've  learned  to  others. 

The  format  is  not  prescriptive,  however.  It  does  not  give  people  a  magic  formula  lor  solving  complex  problems. 

"The  problems  that  students,  schools  and  communities  face  are  often  intertwined  and  often  unique,"  said  Roger  Svendsen, 
program  development  manager  for  the  Hazelden-Cork  Sports  Education  program  ""It  is  not  our  goal  to  provide  canned  solutions 
for  each  situation  that  arises.  Rather,  we  believe  there  are  some  overall  approaches  that  seem  to  be  successful,  and  which  can  be 
easily  replicated  These  basic  "systems'  can  form  the  framework  on  which  tailor-made  policies  and  programs  can  be  built  and 
implemented." 

Through  a  series  of  discussions,  movies,  videotapes,  group  activities  and  written  materials,  the  participants  in  the  first  three 
sessions  learned  a  great  deal  about  effective  ways  to  help  students  cope  with  alcohol  and  other  drug  issues  Following  are  the 
comments  from  some  of  the  first  participants: 

""I  came  to  this  workshop  with  a  lot  of  bits  and  pieces  of  what  drug  education  meant,  now  I  see  how  things  fit  together  into  a 
package  that  our  local  community  and  school  can  really  use, '" 

""The  workshop  was  the  single  greatest  educational  experience  in  my  18  years  as  a  teacher  and  coach." 

"'The  experience  of  the  workshop  was  fantastic  I  am  looking  forward  to  sharing  my  knowledge  and  skills  as  a  trainer  with  the 
member  schools  of  my  section  and  implementing  TARGET  in  New  York  state  "" 

""The  program  was  outstanding  in  every  way.  It  was  the  best  training  session  in  my  29  years  in  education" 

The  next  TARGET  leadership  training  session  is  scheduled  for  September  21-25,  with  23  individuals  from  five  states  set  to 
participate  —  Oregon.  New  Jersey.  New  Mexico,  Michigan  and  Wyoming.  Twenty-three  additional  persons  from  Pennsylvania, 
Minnesota  and  Illinois  will  be  involved  in  the  October  19-23  session,  and  Idaho  and  Alaska  are  scheduled  for  the  November  2-6 
training

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VOLLEYBALL  COMMITTEE 
MINUTES 


The  Volleyball  Committee  met  at  the  Kentucky  High  School 
Athletic  Association  Office  in  Lexington,  Kentucky,  on 
Monday,  August  1 7, 1 987  The  meeting  v^ias  called  to  order  at 
10:00  am  by  Brigid  L  DeVries.  Assistant  Commissioner. 
Committee  members  present  included  Nancy  Barre,  Mike 
McDaniel.  Margi  McKenna,  Sally  Meng,  Mike  Whitehouse 
and  Steve  Williams. 

The  first  item  on  the  agenda  was  a  discussion  of  regional 
tournaments  and  sites.  Ms.  DeVries  advised  the  Committee  of 
a  few  changes  in  the  teams  in  each  region  The  regional  sites 
were  discussed  and  some  changes  were  made  in  last  year's 
sites  Regional  tournaments  will  be  double  elimination. 

Nancy  Barre  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Mike  White- 
house,  that  the  teams  not  change  benches  for  the  1987 
season  including  regional  and  state  tournament  play.  The 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

The  Committee  then  discussed  the  items  on  the  Regional 
Information  Sheet  and  made  some  corrections  for  the  coming 
year. 

A  discussion  followed  regarding  the  site  for  the  1 987  State 
Volleyball  Tournament  to  be  held  October  30-31.  Mike 
Whitehouse  made  a  recommendation  that  the  State  Tourna- 
ment be  held  at  Fairdale  High  School  in  Louisville.  After  a 
review  of  the  proposal  submitted  from  Fairdale.  the  Com- 
mittee approved  Fairdale  as  the  site  for  the  1 987  Tournament 

The  State  Tournament  format  was  the  next  topic  of  discus- 
sion. The  winner  and  runner-up  will  advance  from  the 
Regional  Tournaments.  Expenses  will  be  paid  for  the  winning 
team  only. 

The  State  Tournament  Draw  was  conducted.  Winners  and 
runners-up  from  the  same  region  were  placed  in  opposite 


brackets.  Only  Regional  winners  were  eligible  for  byes. 
Following  a  discussion  of  the  State  Tournament  time 
schedule,  it  was  decided  to  move  the  Friday  matches  a  little 
earlier.  Steve  Williams  made  a  motion  to  leave  the  Semi-final 
schedule  on  Saturday  as  is.  The  motion  carried. 

The  next  item  on  the  agenda  was  the  officials  fees.  There 
will  be  no  change  in  fees  for  the  1987-88  school  year. 
Umpires  and  referees  will  receive  $18.00  per  match  for 
regular  season  varsity  play.  Regional  tournament  fees  are 
$20.00  and  State  Tournament  fees  are  $25.00  per  match  plus 
a  travel  expense. 

Ms.  DeVries  announced  the  times  and  sites  for-the  Clinics. 
A  brief  discussion  followed  regarding  the  1987-88  National 
Federation  Volleyball  rules.  The  most  significant  change  was 
in  rule  3-5-PEN  which  specifies  that  when  the  host  school 
does  not  pad  the  standards,  floor/wall  cables  and  referee's 
platform  according  to  rule  3-1-3,  the  match  shall  not  be 
played,  and  the  state  association  shall  be  notified.  Ms. 
DeVries  advised  the  Committee  that  Kentucky  did  not  adopt 
Rule  12,  which  allows  officials  to  use  the  red  and  yellow  card 
procedure  for  penalizing  unsportsmanlike  conduct. 

Following  a  discussion  regarding  the  Limitation  of 
Seasons,  Margi  McKenna  made  a  motion  that  the  Volleyball 
Committee  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Control  that  the 
volleyball  season  be  the  same  number  of  weeks  as  cross 
country  and  soccer.  Steve  Williams  seconded  the  motion 
which  carried  unanimously. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  ad- 
lourned-

Unnecessary  delay  and  the  second  player  cannot  enter  the 
game  until  the  number  has  been  changed  to  a  legal  number  If 
the  scorebook  has  to  be  changed,  point  or  side-out  is 
awarded  the  opponents. 

Page  59  —  4-2-1  C  —  Five  minutes  before  the  match,  the 
umpire  notices  that  one  team  has  two  players  listed  with  the 
same  number.  The  actual  uniforms  do  not  have  the  same 
number  on  them.  RULING:  Neither  player  may  enter  the  game 
until  the  scorebook  is  corrected  and  point  or  side-out  is 
awarded  the  opponents  for  the  incorrect  roster.

If  the  team  places  legal  numbers  on  the 
uniforms  and  submits  an  accurate  roster  lineup  10  minutes 
prior  to  the  start  of  the  game,  there  is  no  penalty.  All  applicable 
penalites  are  assessed  if  necessary.

IMPORTANT  CHANGE  IN  INSURANCE  COVERAGE  RELATIVE  TO  CHEERLEADERS 

Thus  far,  the  Kentucky  High  School  Athletic  Association  has  been  able  to 
maintain  liability  and  catastrophic  insurance  coverage  for  cheerleaders 
through  the  existing  policy  at  no  additional  charge  to  the  Association  or  the 
schools  In  an  effort  to  hold  down  the  costs  of  insurance,  the  K.H.S.A.A. 
Board  of  Control  recently  adopted  the  following  guidelines  for  limitations  on 
cheerleader  stunts  which  have  been  determined  to  be  high  risk  --  1)  No  mini 
trampolines  or  other  height  increasing  apparatus  allowed;  2)  No  fl ip  dismounts 
from  mounts  (pyramids);  3)  No  knee  drops;  4)  No  toe  or  thigh  pitches;  5)  No 
mount  may  be  more  than  two  people  high,  interpreted  as  follows:  (a)  Any  person 
in  a  mount  must  have  principle  weight  supported  by  a  person  whose  principle 
weight  support  is  the  floor,  (b)  Additional  persons  used  in  the  mount  for 
support  may  not  extend  above  the  mount  itself;  6)  All  maneuvers  of  the  swan 
dive"  variety  are  not  allowed. 

Cheerleaders  are  subject  to  the  general  eligibility  requirements  of  the 
Association  to  participate.  This  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  parental 
permission,  enrollment  and  academic  requirements,  and  a  signed  physician  s 
statement  to  the  effect  he/she  is  physically  fit  to  take  severe  exercise 
without  undue  risk. 

These  stunt  limitations  are  only  recommendations,  however,  cheerleaders  from 
schools  not  adhering  to  these  guidelines  will  not  be  covered  by  the  blanket 
insurance  plan  and  may  have  to  seek  additional  coverage  elsewhere.

SANCTIONS  FOR  CONTESTS  INVOLVING  OUT  OF  STATE  TEAMS 

Many  questions  arise  when  a  member  school  attempts  to  schedule  a  game  against 
a  team  from  another  state.  Remember  that  the  contest  must  go  through  the 
proper  administrative  channels  to  be  considered  a  legal  contest.  The 
following  can  serve  as  a  simple  guide  to  athletic  directors  and  principals  -- 

If  a  game  involves  only  one  Kentucky  school  and  one  out  of  state  school, 
and  the  other  state  adjoins  Kentucky,  no  state  Association  or  National 
Federation  sanction  is  necessary; 

If  a  meet  or  tournament  involves  one  or  more  teams  from  outside  the  host 
state,  and  the  invited  teams  are  from  adjoining  state(s).  National 
Federation  sanction  is  not  necessary.  However  the  event  must  be 
sanctioned  by  the  state  Associations  involved.  It  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  principal  of  the  host  school  to  initiate  the  sanction  procedure; 

In  all  other  cases,  both  state  Association  and  National  Federation 
sanction  is  required.  If  you  are  the  host  school,  contact  the  Kentucky 
High  School  Athletic  Association  to  obtain  the  sanction  forms  and  begin 
the  sanction  process.  The  sanction  process  must  be  completed  thirty  (30) 
days  prior  to  the  event.

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Educational  Benefits  Of  Activities  Stressed 
During  National  High  School  Activities  Week 


Merlin  Olsen  and  his  mother,  Mrs.  Merle  Olsen,  will  join  the  National  Federation  of  State  High  School  Associations 
in  its  effort  to  promote  the  educational  benefits  of  high  school  activity  programs  during  the  October  18-25 
celebration  of  National  High  School  Activities  Week. 

The  Olsens  will  serve  as  honorary  co-chairpersons  of  Activities  Week,  which  was  started  in  1980.  In  1983,  the 
United  States  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  passed  a  joint  resolution  to  establish  the  third  week  in  October 
as  Activities  Week,  and  President  Reagan  later  signed  the  resolution  into  public  law. 

Since  the  beginning  of  Activities  Week  eight  years  ago,  more  and  more  documentation  supports  what  educators 
have  known  for  a  long  time:  Activity  programs  are  not  merely  a  diversion  but  rather  an  extension  of  a  good 
educational  program. 

Many  case  studies  indicate  that  students  who  participate  in  activity  programs,  which  include  athletics  as  well  as 
non-athletic  activities  such  as  speech,  music,  debate  and  drama,  tend  to  have  higher  grade-point  averages,  better 
attendance  records,  lower  dropout  rates  and  fewer  discipline  problems  than  students  generally. 

In  addition  to  supporting  the  academic  mission  of  schools,  activities  are  inherently  educational  and  foster 
success  in  later  life. 

A  recent  survey  of  top-level  executives  at  Fortune  500  companies  indicates  that  activity  programs  paved  the  way 
for  successful  professional  careers.  The  survey,  published  in  USA  Today,  revealed  that  95  percent  of  the  executives 
participated  in  high  school  sports,  54  percent  in  student  government,  43  percent  in  the  National  Honor  Society,  37 
percent  in  music,  35  percent  in  scouting  and  18  percent  in  journalism. 

The  high  school  experience  shared  by  the  Olsens  epitomizes  the  ideals  that  Activities  Week  promotes--the 
student's  participation  in  many  different  activity  programs  and  steadfast  encouragement  by  the  parents. 

During  his  days  at  Logan  High  School  in  Utah,  Merlin  participated  in  five  sports--football,  basketball,  swimming, 
track  and  rifle.  He  also  sang  with  the  school's  choral  group,  was  on  the  debate  team  and  served  as  a  student  body 
officer,  and  received  honors  for  academics,  citizenship  and  athletics. 

Mrs.  Olsen  and  her  late  husband,  Lynn,  raised  five  daughters  and  four  sons,  and  they  encouraged  all  their  children 
to  participate  in  activity  programs.  Not  only  did  all  four  sons  play  high  school  football,  three  (Merlin,  Phil  and  Orrin) 
played  professionally. 

Five  special  days  will  be  set  aside  during  Activities  Week  to  draw  attention  to  individuals  and  programs. 

National  Officials  Day  on  October  1 9  will  recognize  the  approximately  500,000  individuals  who  officiate  and  judge 
high  school  athletic  contests  every  year,  and  National  Coaches  Day  on  October  23  will  salute  another  one-half 
million  persons  whose  lives  are  devoted  to  coaching  and  teaching  high  school  students. 

Other  special  days  are  National  Speech  and  Music  Day  on  October  20,  National  Chemical  Health  Awareness  Day 
on  October  21  and  National  Fund  Raising  Day  on  October  24.

A  completely  manned  and  stocked  hospitality  room  was  Crovided  for  all  the  superintendents,  principals,  coaches,  athletic 
directors  and  news  media  for  both  days  of  the  championship's*  The  Hickman -Camp  room  in  Freedom  Hall  adjacent  to  the  football 
field  was  provided  free  of  charge  by  the  Unviersity  of  Louisville. 

Financial  and  promotional  support  were  also  given  to  the  State  Swimming  Championships  and  the  State  Wrestling 
Championships  that  were  hosted  in  Louisville  in  1985. 

The  organization  built  on  its  success  in  1986  by  again  promoting  the  State  Football  Championships  and  the  State  Wrestling 
Championships  held  in  Louisville 

In  addition  to  that  done  in  the  previous  year  for  the  Football  Championships,  a  $1,000. 00  scholarship  donated  by  Coca-Cola  was 
given  to  one  player  of  each  of  the  eight  teams  playing  in  the  four  championship  games.  An  awards  banquet  was  attended  by  450 
people  to  give  proper  honor  to  the  recipients  of  the  scholarships. 

A  civic  or  sports  leader  presented  each  student  athlete  his  plaque  and  scholarship  letter.  An  enlarged  photograph  taken  at  the 
banquet  of  each  student  receiving  his  award  was  framed,  matted  and  later  presented  to  each  student 

The  hospitality  suite  for  the  State  Wrestling  Championship  was  sponsored  by  the  Friends  A  professional  photographer  was 
hired  to  make  photos  of  the  two  finalists  prior  to  the  referee  raising  the  hand  of  the  winner.  These  photographs  were  also  enlarged, 
matted  and  framed  and  later  presented  to  each  of  the  finalists  of  the  1 2  weight  classes,  24  total. 

After  finding  out  that  Senior's  Commencement  Day  for  both  Christian  County  and  Hopkinsville  would  be  over  before  the  pictures 
could  be  delivered  by  regular  shipment,  two  members  of  the  Friends'  organization  left  at  5:00  am.  the  next  morning  and  drove  to 
those  two  schools  to  hand  deliver  the  pictures.  They  arrived  at  the  gym  at  Hopkinsville  just  as  the  commencement  was  concluded 
However  Principal  Wood  quickly  reconvened  the  assembly  and  made  the  presentation  to  Roger  Holloway  and  John  Poindexter, 
as  the  student  body  gave  a  standing  ovation. 

With  the  support  of  Mayor  Jerry  Abramson  and  many  corporate  citizens,  the  Friends  of  Kentucky  High  School  Athletics  was 
successful  in  bidding  for  the  Sweet  16  to  be  held  in  Louisville  in  1988  Although  this  is  a  tremendous  responsibility  for  their 
organization,  the  Friends  are  committed  to  continue  their  support  of  the  other  championships  played  in  Louisville.  They  have 
already  received  the  financial  commitment  for  the  football  players'  scholarships  for  next  years  football  championships  and  plan  to 
have  these  events  to  be  even  more  successful  in  the  coming  years.

Student  Shares  Experience  With  Treatment,  Peer  Pressure 

Editor's  Note:  Following  is  a  real-life  experience  of  a  liigli  scliool  student  ttiat  was  sl^ared  with 
TARGET.  It  is  ttie  policy  of  TARGET  to  withold  ttie  names  of  students  involved  in  treatment  programs. 

I  am  here  to  talk  about  alcoholism  treatment  and  the  peer  pressure  that  goes  with  it,  because  I  was  through  all  of  It.  I  was  there  In 
the  middle  of  it. 

When  I  first  started  dealing  with  peer  pressure,  which  sent  me  Into  my  drug  use,  I  was  in  elementary  school.  I  was  the  one  person 
who  the  whole  school  decided  to  single  out  and  picl<  on.  I  was  the  one  who  everyone  made  fun  of.  I  couldn't  play  sports.  I  came  to 
school  with  a  real  low  self-worth,  and  then  when  it  came  time  to  play  kickball,  and  kids  were  picking  sides,  I  was  always  the  last 
person  picked.  Not  only  was  I  the  last  picked,  but  they  would  throw  me  back  and  forth  between  the  teams,  "No,  I  don't  want  him,  you 
take  him."  No,  you  take  him."  By  the  time  I  would  get  up  to  play,  I  was  feeling  so  low,  I  was  believing  what  they  said.  Of  course  I 
tripped,  of  course  I  got  out.  I  was  following  through  with  peer  expectations  —  just  doing  what  they  said  I  would  do. 

I  discovered  there  was  one  way  I  could  get  accepted  by  these  people.  That  was.  If  I  started  mouthing  off,  if  I  started  causing 
problems.  I  became  the  tough  guy,  I  became  the  bully.  All  of  a  sudden,  people  weren't  picking  on  me  anymore.  They  were 
respecting  me,  and  that  was  what  I  wanted.  I  got  into  a  group  of  people  who  were  doing  the  same  thing.  This  same  group  went  on  to 
junior  high,  we  started  into  drug  use.  It  was  done  for  the  same  reasons,  the  "tough  guy"  image.  I  wanted  to  be  accepted.  I  have 
finally  found  this  group  of  friends  after  looking  for  them  for  so  long.  I  finally  had  people  looking  up  to  me.  I  didn't  want  to  lose  it,  so  I 
went  right  down  the  tubes  with  them,  because  I  wanted  their  acceptance. 

When  I  started  to  see  how  much  I  wanted  their  acceptance  and  where  it  was  leading  me,  I  knew  that  I  wanted  help,  t  asked  for 
help  out  loud  and  some  people  took  me  to  treatment.  When  I  was  there,  I  kept  saying,  "I  don't  need  anyone."  And,  I  really  thought  I 
don't  need  anyone  here;  I  don't  need  anyone,  I  thought  I  could  take  care  of  myself. 

Two  weeks  back  in  school,  though,  I  was  doing  the  opposite.  I  wanted  everyone,  I  wanted  friends  more  than  anything  else  and  I 
began  to  do  everything  again  to  have  friends.  I  saw  that.  I  got  transferred  to  another  place  and  there  I  decided  that  maybe  I  needed 
some  friends,  maybe  I  need  to  talk  with  some  people.  I  began  to  talk  to  others.  Their  love  started  to  come  through  and  I  began 
thinking  that  maybe  I  was  worth  more.  One  guy  told  me  that  I  was  a  worthwhile  person  and  that  he  cared  about  me.  That  was  the  first 
time  that  I  had  ever  really  felt  that  way.  I  started  saying,  "Maybe  I  do  want  to  shape  up." 

When  I  came  out  of  treatment,  I  knew  that  I  couldn't  stick  around  my  old  friends  who  are  still  using  because  I  would  fall  Into  the 
same  downward  spiral  I  decided  that  it  was  O.K.  to  be  alone.  I  was  going  to  have  to  be  alone  if  I  wanted  to  stay  straight.  And,  that  is 
exactly  what  I  said.  "If  I'm  straight,  I'm  alone.  It's  just  something  I  have  to  take.  I'd  rather  be  alone  and  alive  than  dead  and  drunk." 

I  began  to  stand  up  to  other  people.  When  someone  was  getting  picked  on  like  I  used  to  get  picked  on.  I  would  say,  "Hey!  Mellow 
out'  Just  leave  him  alone."  I  expected  to  be  rejected  even  more. 

What  I  found  was  that  people  started  to  look  up  to  me  for  it.  Slowly,  I  started  finding  the  quiet  people.  The  people  who,  on 
Mondays,  weren't  talking  about  the  party  on  Friday.  I  found  out  that  they  weren't  goody  two-shoes,  they  were  |ust  quieter  people.  I 
began  to  fall  in  with  them. 

During  this  time,  I  had  some  friends  in  school  who  I  didn't  receive  a  lot  of  support  from  for  staying  straight.  I  had  to  find  my  support 
from  outside  of  school  from  support  groups  and  stuff.  It  made  school  real  hard  to  get  through.  I  didn't  like  going  to  school.  I  wasn't 
picked  on  anymore,  bull  just  didn't  like  being  there.  It  was  kind  of  a  pain.  That  was  about  a  year  and  a  half  after  I  had  been  sober.  I 
have  been  sober  for  three  years. 

About  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  Hazelden-Cork  came  into  our  school.  They  started  telling  people  that  It  was  O.K.  to  be  straight.  And 
these  straight  people  who  had  always  been  quiet  on  Monday  started  to  stand  up  and  say,  "We're  not  better  than  you  guys  who  are 
drinking,  but  we're  now  just  as  good  It's  O.K.  for  us  to  admit  we  weren't  at  the  party  Friday.  We  weren't  drinking  and  we  feel  good 
about  It.  All  of  a  sudden,  a  lot  of  people  started  following  —  both  people  who  had  been  drinkers  and  people  who  were  straight.  I  had 
a  real  close  friend  who  had  been  drinking  heavily.  Within  the  last  six  weeks,  due  to  Cork's  involvement  and  some  of  the  things  we 
were  doing  around  the  school,  he  started  hanging  out  around  me  and  some  other  people.  Now,  he's  straight.  He's  been  straight  the 
whole  football  season  and  longer.  He's  had  plenty  of  opportunities  not  to  be.  He's  straight  because  the  people  around  him  are 
straight.  He  wants  to  be  in  the  "in"  crowd,  and  the  "In"  crowd  is  now  straight. 

This  whole  change  has  happened  in  our  school  and  It  hasjust  been  real  wild.  All  of  a  sudden,  the  people  who  were  picking  on  me 
in  elementary  school,  the  people  who  had  made  me  an  outcast,  were  now  saying  I  was  O.K.  I  was  voted  student  council  president 
and  classpresidentthislastyear.  They  have  said,  "Hey,  we  look  up  to  you."  Everyone  is  beg  inning  to  look  up  to  the  straight  people. 

There  are  always  some  people  who  are  going  to  choose  to  drink.  That's  the  kind  of  person  I  was.  If  TARGET  would  have  been 
there,  though,  with  something  like  an  Operation  Charlie,  teaching  self-worth  in  the  elementary  school,  I  believe  I  would  have 
chosen  not  to  drink.  I  was  sitting  in  my  chair  before  the  meeting  and  I  started  crying  when  I  realized  how  important  this  was  to  me 
and  other  people  in  my  school.  I'm  one  person  talking  to  you.  You  can  write  to  anyone  in  my  whole  school  and  ask  them  what  kind 
of  impact  It  has  had.  In  some  of  the  Cork  workshops  we  will  say,  "Do  you  feel  support  for  staying  straight?"  Then  we  all  stand. 
There's  five.  You  Agree  and  One,  You  Disagree.  You  go  along  the  wall  and  you  all  stand  on  where  you  feel.  Almost  everyone,  at 
first,  IS  at  disagree;  now  you  will  see  almost  everyone  at  agree. 

I've  gone  to  a  lot  of  parties.  Sometimes  I'll  be  with  some  friends  who  will  say,  "We're  going  to  a  party."  It  used  to  always  mean 
drinking.  The  last  five  parties  where  my  friends  have  |ust  said,  "Hey'  Come  On!  Let's  go  to  a  party!"  have  been  straight.  I  didn't  even 
know  this,  but  I  walk  in  and  everyone  in  there  with  their  Mountain  Dew.  It  works! 

You  can  even  see  it  working  back  through  to  the  parents.  These  kids  are  saying,  "Hey!  You  know,  mom  and  dad,  that's  not 
acceptable  to  me  if  you  are  drinking."  The  parents  are  starting  to  have  to  look  at  it.  I  really  believe  this  is  the  way  to  bring  about 
change. 
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BOARD  MEETING 

October  10,  1987 


The  Board  of  Control  of  tfie  Kentucky  Highi  Sctiool  Athletic 
Association  met  at  the  K.H.S. A. A.  Office  Building  in  Lexington, 
Kentucky  on  Saturday,  October  10,  1987.  The  meeting  was 
called  to  order  by  President  Frank  Welch  at  9:00  a.m.  with  the 
following  Board  members  present:  Tom  Buchanan,  Vice 
President;  William  Case,  Sam  Chandler,  Huston  DeHaven, 
Tony  dinger.  Grant  Talbott,  Ken  Tippett,  Charlie  Wilson. 
Commissioner  Tom  Mills,  Executive  Assistant  Billy  V.  Wise, 
Assistant  Commissioners  Brigid  L.  DeVries  and  Louis  Stout 
and  Sports  Information  Director  Julian  Tackett  were  also 
present.  Mr.  Mills  advised  the  Board  that  the  State  Board  of 
Education  Representative  Lloyd  Redman  was  absent  due  to 
recent  surgery.  The  Invocation  was  given  by  Mr  Sam 
Chandler. 

Tom  Buchanan  moved,  seconded  by  Sam  Chandler,  that 
the  minutes  of  the  July  24, 1987,  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
be  approved.  He  also  made  a  motion  that  the  minutes  of  the 
following  called  meetings  be  approved:  West  Eligibility 
Committee  -  August  31;  East  Eligibility  Committee  - 
September  9;  East  Eligibility  Committee  -  September  24.  The 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

Sam  Chandler  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Charlie  Wilson, 
that  all  bills  of  the  Association  for  the  period  beginning  July  1 , 
1987,  and  ending  September  30,  1987,  be  approved.  The 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

President  Welch  called  on  Charlie  Wilson,  Chairman  of  the 
Basketball  Committee  to  present  his  committee's  report. 
Chairman  Wilson  presented  the  following  report  and  made  a 
motion  that  it  be  accepted  by  the  full  Board: 

1)  In  regard  to  classification  of  basketball,  the  committee 
recommends  that  the  Commissioner  survey  member  schools 
to  determine  if  the  schools  are  in  favor  of  a  classification 
system  in  basketball. 

2)  In  regard  to  the  elimination  of  three-team  districts,  it  is 
suggested  that  this  recommendation  be  delayed  until  the 
results  of  the  classification  survey  are  available. 

3)  It  IS  recommended  that  teams  who  qualify  for  district 
tournament  play  but  do  not  participate  will  be  under  a  four- 
year  suspension. 

Ken  Tippett  seconded  the  motion. 

Following  a  discussion  of  the  recommendation  regarding 
basketball  classification,  1)  Tom  Buchanan  moved  that  the 
recommendation  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  The 
committee  recommends  that  the  Commissioner  survey 
member  schools  to  determine  if  the  schools  are  in  favor  of  a 
classification  system  in  basketball  with  a  plan  that  guarantees 
a  16-team  tournament  format.  Sam  Chandler  seconded  the 
amended  motion.  The  motion  then  carried  unanimously  to 
accept  the  Basketball  Committee's  report  as  amended.

Mr.  Wise  then  reported  on  the  National  Federation  Rule 
Changes  effective  next  season,  which  were  passed  at  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  National  Federation  Basketball  Rules 
Committee.  The  rules  changes  are  as  follows;

Players  are  allowed  to 

occupy  only  marked  lane  spaces  or  are  required  to  be 

behind   the  three   point  arc  and   the  free  throw   line 

extended. 

Amend    9-11-1,    2.    Deleted    combination    holding/ 

dribbling  closely  guarded  count  in  midcourt.  and  deleted 

new  dribbling   count  when   advancing   from   midcourt 

tc  forecourt. 

Amend  10-1,  2,  3  Pen.  All  technical  fouls  will  carry  a 

penalty    of   two   free   throws   and    possession    of   the 

basketball. 

Amend  10-3-6.  The  technical  foul  is  also  charged  to  the 

head  coach  for  squad  members  dunking  and /or  grasping 

the  rims  during  the  pre-game  or  intermission.

Mr,  Wise  also  pointed  out  that  two  items  will  be  points  of 
emphasis  for  next  year  which  have  been  problems  in 
Kentucky  and  many  other  states; 

Time  outs 

are  supposed  to  be  45  seconds  in  length,  with  1 5  seconds 

to  become  ready  for  play. 

Substitution  procedures.  Substitutes  are  not  reporting 

correctly,  are  running  onto  the  floor  prior  to  beckoning. 

are  not  leaving  the  floor  promptly  when  they  are  being 

substituted  for.  and  other  violations 
Each  of  these  items  will  be  presented  in  detail  at  the  Rules 
Clinics  in  the  fall,  as  well  as  information  to  be  printed  in  the 
"Athlete"  magazine 
Following  the  presentations,  the  meeting  ad|Ourned. 

Business  Meeting 
Monday,  April  27,  1987 

The  business  meeting  of  the  Kentucky  High  School  Athletic 
Basketball  Assigning  Secretaries  was  called  to  order  at  8:30 
a.m  by  Billy  Wise.  Executive  Assistant,  at  the  KHSAA  office. 

Minutes  of  the  1986  meeting  were  reviewed,  Paul  Dotson 
made  a  motion  that  the  minutes  be  approved.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Bobby  Crager.  The  motion  was  approved  by  a 
unanimous  vote 

Since  this  is  the  first  year  the  meeting  had  a  two  day  format, 
there  was  a  discussion  on  the  pros  and  cons  of  the  new 
format.  It  was  the  general  opinion  that  this  new  format  had 
been  a  success  and  felt  that  this  format  should  be  continued 
for  following  meetings  A  suggestion  was  made  that  perhaps 
the  mechanics  portion  of  the  meeting  would  even  be  more 
effective  if  it  was  held  in  a  gymnasium  where  the  presenter 
could  actually  demonstrate  the  proper  mechanics.  This  will 
be  considered  for  the  1988  meeting.  It  was  also  indicated  that 
the  assigning  secretaries  desired  the  Association  to  produce 
either  videotapes,  or  overhead  slides  to  help  illustrate  many  of 
the  points  which  had  been  inconsistent  statewide.  Mr.  Wise 
informed  them  that  this  will  be  done  in  some  manner. 

Mr.  Wise  informed  the  Assigning  Secretaries  that  the 
KHSAA  Board  of  Control  was  dissatisfied  with  officials 
working  within  the  regions  for  post  season  tournaments.  In 
the  future,  the  Board  would  like  for  all  basketball  officials  to  be 
assigned  post  season  games  out  of  their  districts  and  regions. 

RATINGS  SYSTEM  AND  SELECTION 
OF  POST-SEASON  OFFICIALS 

Mr.  Wise  then  gave  the  following  review  of  the  ratings 
system  and  the  selection  of  post  season  officials; 

The  calendar  published  in  the  minutes  of  the  1986  meeting 
was  followed  for  administering  the  ratings  this  year  for 
basketball  officials.  Each  assigning  secretary  turned  in  a  list 
of  their  local  association  members  to  the  office,  and  this 
information  was  entered  into  the  officials  data  base  on  the 
KHSAA.  computer.  The  Federation  Part  II  exam  was 
administered  and  scores  were  reported  by  the  assigning 
secretaries  to  the  office  and  this  information  entered  into  the 
computer  for  crediting  of  the  earned  ratings  points  (0-15). 

Seventeen  Rules  Interpretation  clinics  were  conducted  by 
Mr.  Wise,  and  the  attendance  was  entered  on  a  register  which 
traveled  statewide  with  Mr  Wise.  Following  the  clinics,  the 
attendance  was  entered  into  the  computer  for  crediting  the 
ten  (10)  points.  The  register  was  then  mailed  out  to  the 
assigning  secretaries  to  allow  them  to  give  credit  to  any 
official  who  attended  but  was  not  listed  on  the  register.

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Basketball  Assigning  Secretaries  Meeting  Continued  from  Page  Five 

The  Assigning  Secretaries  were  mailed  a  list  of  the 
members  in  their  Associations,  and  asked  to  evaluate  each  on 
a  scale  of  0-15.  with  the  ability  to  use  a  number  with  one  digit 
to  the  right  of  the  decimal,  i.e.  14.9,  11.1.  These  ratings  were 
returned  to  the  K.H.S.A.A.  office.  Separate  ratings  were 
entered  for  boys  and  girls  competition  in  order  to  credit  the 
possible  fifteen  points. 

The  schools  were  mailed  a  list  of  every  official  in  the  state 
who  was  listed  as  a  local  association  member  by  the 
Assigning  Secretaries,  with  the  list  broken  down  by  Associ- 
ation. Separate  ratings  lists  were  mailed  to  the  boys  and  girls 
coaches.  It  was  important  to  include  all  officials  on  the  list  so 
that  the  coaches  could  rate  the  officials  that  had  worked  their 
cross-region  games.  The  ratings  were  mailed  to  the 
K  H.S.A.A  office,  due  in  by  January  30.  Eighty-five  percent  of 
the  basketball  schools  turned  in  ratings  by  the  deadline  date. 
This  was  a  tremendous  percentage  especially  in  light  of  the 
fact  that  this  was  the  first  year  of  the  new  procedure.  There 
was  a  problem  however,  in  that  several  schools  rated  very  few 
officials.  This  problem  may  be  solved  for  the  coming  year  with 
the  inclusion  of  February  1  through  the  last  regular  season 
game  s  ratings  on  the  following  year's  summary.  There  was  a 
problem  also,  of  coaches  rating  officials  who  had  not  worked 
for  them,  as  mentioned  earlier.  The  schools  ratings  were  then 
entered,  with  any  entry  below  5  being  declared  invalid.  This 
accounted  for  sixty  (60)  percent  of  the  overall  rating. 

The  ratings  were  then  compiled,  and  the  boys  and  girls 
ratings  lists  mailed  to  the  assigning  secretaries  for  use  in 
assigning  the  post  season  games  at  the  district  and  region 
level  Each  assigning  secretary  mailed  to  Mr  Wise  rec- 
ommendations for  who  should  work  the  district  and  regional 
games  which  they  were  to  assign.  These  recommendations 
were  essential  due  to  the  need  to  verify  the  40  percent 
minimum  required  for  post  season.  Mr.  Wise  then  assigned 
the  officials  for  the  district  and  regional  tournaments,  and 
mailed  confirmation  to  each  district  and  region  manager 

For  the  state  tournament,  it  was  decided  to  have  twelve 
officials  selected,  rather  than  ten  which  had  been  the  case  for 
the  past  several  years.  This  allowed  for  each  official  to  work 
two  games  during  the  first  and  second  rounds,  then 
evaluations  to  be  made,  and  the  top  six  officials  selected  to 
work  the  semi-finals  and  finals.  With  this  being  an  odd 
numbered  year,  the  top  eligible  official  in  each  of  the  odd 
numbered  regions  was  selected  to  work  in  the  Boys'  State 
tournament  in  Lexington  Those  officials  were  Mike  Carter, 
Barry  Barnes,  Loy  Brashear,  Rip  Hatfield,  Dan  Sullivan, 
Burney  Jenkins,  Jack  Cupp  and  Ancie  Casey  In  addition,  the 
top  two  rated  black  officials  statewide  who  were  eligible  to  call 
in  boys'  post  season  tournaments  were  selected  to  call  in  the 
boys'  state  tournament.  Those  officials  were  Dennis  Jackson 
and  Randall  Curry.  Also,  the  two  top  rated  officials  statewide 
who  were  eligible  to  call  in  boys  post  season  tournaments 
were  selected  to  call  in  the  boys'  state  tournament  Those 
officials  were  Ernie  Liggett  and  Marvin  Moore 

With  this  being  an  odd  numbered  year,  the  top  eligible 
official  in  each  of  the  even  numbered  regions  was  selected  to 
work  in  the  Girls'  State  tournament  in  Bowling  Green.  Those 
officials  were  Jay  Davis,  Mark  Curry,  James  "Pete"  Hayes, 
James  Stethen,  Keith  Walker,  Dale  Taylor,  Yvon  Allen  and 
Bobby  Kouns.  In  addition  the  top  two  rated  black  officials 
statwide  who  were  eligible  to  call  in  girls'  post  season 
tournaments  were  selected  to  call  in  the  girls'  state  tourna- 
ment. Those  officials  were  Danny  Percell  and  John  Short. 
Also,  the  two  top  rated  female  officials  statewide  who  were 
eligible  to  call  in  girls'  post  season  tournaments  were 
selected  to  call  in  the  girls'  state  tournament.  Those  officials 
were  Jan  Baker  and  Lois  Holmes. 

At  the  state  tournament,  each  official  was  evaluated  for 
each  game  in  which  they  worked,  and  had  the  opportunity  to 
discuss  their  evaluation  with  Mr.  Wise.  Most  chose  to  do  so. 
The  procedure  for  selecting  the  officials  was  apparently 
successful,  and  will  probably  be  repeated  next  season.  The 


assigning  secretaries  then  unanimously  approved  the  pro- 
cedure and  recommended  continuing  the  procedure  in  the 
future. 

The  next  portion  of  the  meeting  concerned  a  review  of  the 
rating  system  that  was  implemented  during  the  current 
basketball  season.  Many  of  the  problems  encountered  with 
the  rating  system  were  simply  because  of  the  change  in 
system.  The  new  system  involves  a  good  deal  more  time 
consuming  paperwork  year  round  for  both  the  Association 
and  the  Assigning  Secretaries.  Listed  below  are  some  of  the 
problems  encountered,  suggested  solutions  and  action  taken 
to  aid  in  solving  the  problems: 

Number  1.  There  were  a  numberof  officials  who  were  not 
given  credit  for  the  clinic  until  the  initial  ratings  were 
mailed  out  m  February,  and  yet  the  assigning  secretaries 
were  mailed  a  list  of  the  clinic  attendance  registers 
immediately  following  the  last  clinic.  SOLUTION  - 
Assigning  Secretary  must  carefully  review  all  corre- 
spondence from  the  K.H.S.A.A.  Particularly,  they  should 
check  their  membership  list  against  the  list  of  those 
members  not  attending  a  clinic  to  insure  proper  credit. 

Number  2.  Coaches  rating  officials  they  did  not  have. 
This  could  be  a  tough  problem  to  solve.  SOLUTION  -  The 
ratings  are  due  into  the  Association  on  January  31.  By  the 
second  week  in  February,  the  list  of  officials  rated  by 
schools  will  be  mailed  to  each  Assigning  Secretary.  The 
Assigning  Secretary  must  then  check  this  list  against 
his/her  records  and  contact  the  Association  office 
immediately  with  any  changes.  There  will  only  be  a  seven 
day  waiting  period  for  these  changes,  so  efficiency  on  the 
part  of  the  Assigning  Secretary  is  a  must. 
Secretary  is  a  must. 

Number  3.  Coaches  rating  officials  they  had  scratched. 
This  problem  was  two  fold.  The  assigning  secretaries 
were  lax  in  mailing  in  the  scratch  lists,  and  the  computer 
programs  did  not  have  a  way  to  disregard  an  invalid 
rating.  SOLUTION  -  The  scratch  lists  are  to  be  mailed  to 
the  Association  at  the  same  time  as  the  membership  lists, 
on  forms  provided  by  the  office.  The  computer  program 
will  check  for  the  scratch  lists  when  calculating  the 
ratings. 

This  also  was  compounded  by  another  problem. 
Some  officials  were  assigned  to  work  in  tournaments 
during  the  regular  season  involving  teams  which  had 
scratched  them.  This  should  be  avoided  so  as  not 
to  cause  this  problem  in  the  future.  (A  motion  was  made  by 
Paul  Dotson,  seconded  by  Don  Stacy  that  in  extreme 
cases  where  a  coach  abused  his  rating  and  scratch 
privileges,  the  right  to  scratch  and  rate  be  taken  from  him. 
The  motion  passed  by  a  unanimous  vote). 
Number  4.  Officials  with  an  insufficient  number  of  ratings 
for  post  season  We  at  the  Association  are  going  to  make 
an  effort  to  help  publicize  the  need  to  rate  each  and  every 
official  that  a  school  has  in  a  regular  season  game. 
However,  it  is  important  for  an  official  to  be  in  as  many 
places  as  possible  throughout  the  year  to  insure  getting 
the  proper  number  of  ratings.  SOLUTION  -  Avoid  sending 
the  same  official  to  the  same  school  over  and  over  again. 
No  matter  how  many  times  an  official  works  for  a 
particular  school,  he/she  can  still  receive  only  one  rating 
from  that  school.  So  it  is  imperative  that  the  officials  be 
assigned  to  a  variety  of  different  schools.  Also,  the 
coaches  are  to  rate  all  officials  in  regular  season  games 
played  after  February  1  on  the  following  season's 
summary.  This  solves  the  problem  of  only  two  months  of 
ratings,  and  affords  each  official  the  opportunity  for  a  full 
season  worth  of  ratings.

K.H.S.A.A.  COACHING  BOX  (Experimental  for  the  1987-88  Basketball  Season) 

The  basketball  committee  has  approved  the  following  amendment  to  the  National 
Federation  Rules  for  all  games  played  in  Kentucky.  The  change  is  effective 
immediately.  All  schools,  coaches,  superintendents  and  officials  are  being 
notified  as  well  as  being  sent  a  sample  of  play  interpretations. 

PART  I  -  Definition.  This  would  become  Section  14  of  Basketball  Rule  1,  under 
definitions.  Section  13  would  be  amended  to  change  "...  recommended  that  the 
..."  to  "...  required  that  the  ...". 

SECTION  14  The  "coaching  box"  shall  be  defined  as  an  area  outside  the  playing 
court  on  the  side  of  the  court  which  the  scorers/timers  table  and  team  benches 
are  located.  This  area  shall  be  bounded  by  the  mid-court  line  (28'  line)  and  the 
corresponding  end-line  for  length  boundaries,  and  the  sideline  and  the  team  bench 
for  the  width  boundary.  The  optimum  width  shall  be  three  feet  (3'),  but  in  cases 
of  limited  space,  may  be  reduced  to  the  distance  from  the  sideline  to  the  team 
bench. 

All  bench  areas  must  be  located  on  the  side  of  the  court,  and  may  not  extend 
past  the  mid-court  line  (28'  line). 

Each  box  shall  be  clearly  marked  with  two-inch  wide  lines,  one  extending  from 
the  mid-court  (28')  line,  and  the  other  from  the  end-line.  The  line  may  be 
painted,  or  may  be  marked  with  tape,  but  must  be  clearly  visible.  If  painted, 
the  line  shall  be  of  contrasting  color  to  the  side  and  end  lines. 

For  permissible  actions  within  the  confines  of  the  "coaching  box",  see  Rule  10, 
Section  5,  as  amended  for  use  by  the  Kentucky  High  School  Athletic  Association 
for  the  1987-88  season. 

PART  II  -  Delete  existing  basketball  playing  Rule  10,  Section  5. 
Replace  Rule  10-5  with  the  following  -- 

SECTION  5  The  Head  Coach  may  stand  to  give  instructions  to  his/her  players  but 
must  remain  within  the  confines  of  the  coaching  box  at  all  times  while  the  clock 
is  running  or  is  stopped  except  to: 

ART  1  ...  confer  with  personnel  at  the  scorer's  table  to  request  a  time-out  for 
a  correctable  error,  as  in  2-10,  or  to  prevent  or  rectify  a  timing  or  scoring 
mistake  or  an  alternating  possession  mistake; 

ART  2  ...  attend  an  injured  player,  when  beckoned  onto  the  court  by  an 
official ; 

ART  3  The  Head  Coach,  when  standing,  or  kneeling  in  the  designated  coaching 
box,  shall  not  have  dialogue  with  the  official (s); 

ART  4  All  other  non-player  bench  personnel  shall  remain  seated  on  the  bench 
except  during  a  time-out  or  to  spontaneously  react  to  an  outstanding  play  by  a 
member  of  the  team. 

ART  5  The  Head  Coach  shall  replace  a  disqualified  or  injured  player  within  30 
seconds  when  a  substitute  is  available. 

PENALTY:  (All  articles)  Technical  Foul,  2  free  throws  and  possession  of  the 
basketball.  In  articles  1-4,  the  foul  is  charged  to  the  offender  and  to  the 
head  coach.  In  Article  5,  the  foul  is  charged  to  the  head  coach.  If  flagrant, 
the  offender  shall  go  to  the  team's  locker  room,  or  leave  the  building. 

NOTE:  The  third  technical  foul  on  any  coach  is  considered  flagrant. a

REMINDER  TO  MEMBER  SCHOOLS  CONCERNING  OPEN  DATES 

Now  that  the  school  year  has  begun,  it  is  important  to  start  over  with  our 
open  dates  listing.  Beginning  with  the  next  few  issues  of  the  Athlete,  we 
will  publish  open  dates  for  the  1988  season.  Please  feel  free  to  alert  the 
office  as  to  any  and  all  open  football  and  basketball  playing  dates.  However, 
you  should  remember  that  only  football  games  scheduled  before  August  1  and 
played  before  the  first  weekend  in  November  shall  be  used  in  determing  a 
district  winner  or  runner-up. 


SANCTIONS  FOR  CONTESTS  INVOLVING  OUT  OF  STATE  TEAMS 

Many  questions  arise  when  a  member  school  attempts  to  schedule  a  game  against 
a  team  from  another  state.  Remember  that  the  contest  must  go  through  the 
proper  administrative  channels  to  be  considered  a  legal  contest.  The 
following  can  serve  as  a  simple  guide  to  athletic  directors  and  principals  -- 

If  a  game  involves  only  one  Kentucky  school  and  one  out  of  state  school, 
and  the  other  state  adjoins  Kentucky,  no  state  Association  or  National 
Federation  sanction  is  necessary; 

If  a  meet  or  tournament  involves  one  or  more  teams  from  outside  the  host 
state,  and  the  invited  teams  are  from  adjoining  state(s),  National 
Federation  sanction  is  not  necessary.  However  the  event  must  be 
sanctioned  by  the  state  Associations  involved.  It  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  principal  of  the  host  school  to  initiate  the  sanction  procedure; 

In  all  other  cases,  both  state  Association  and  National  Federation 
sanction  is  required.  If  you  are  the  host  school,  contact  the  Kentucky 
High  School  Athletic  Association  to  obtain  the  sanction  forms  and  begin 
the  sanction  process.  The  sanction  process  must  be  completed  thirty  (30) 
days  prior  to  the  event.

NEW  TRAINERS  MANUAL  A  VALUABLE  AID  FOR  SCHOOLS 

The  Institute  for  Public  and  Private  Sector  Initiatives  had  produced  a  special 
booklet  to  aid  high  schools,  called  the  "High  School  Sports  Injury  Manual". 
This  manual  is  very  informative,  and  according  to  several  experienced 
trainers,  it  is  easy  to  understand,  with  simple,  easy  to  follow, 
instructions.  This  manual  is  very  thorough,  and  could  help  each  school  system 
in  Kentucky.  The  manual  sells  for  $4.95  per  copy,  and  is  available  by  writing 
directly  to  the  publisher  at  PPSI,  6991  East  Camelback,  #C-240,  Scottsdale, 
Arizona,  85251.  If  a  school  or  system  orders  in  a  large  quantity,  a  discount 
is  available. 
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Number  5.  Junior  Varsity  Officials'  Ratings.  In  an  effort  to 
insure  that  tfie  junior  varsity  officials  had  an  equal 
opportunity  for  advancement,  separate  rating  sheets  were 
mailed  to  the  junior  varsity  and  varsity  coaches  at 
each  school.  Despite  the  overwhelming  response,  nearly 
sixty  percent  of  the  JV  coaches  rated,  it  creates  some 
ratings  data  that  may  or  may  not  be  valid.  For  example,  a 
JV  official  who  obtains  a  55  from  a  JV  coach,  is 
more  than  likely  not  a  55  official  at  the  varsity  level,  but  in  a 
purely  mathematical  sense,  that  official  would  be  placed 
higher  than  an  official  who  received  a  50  from  a 
varsity  coach.  SOLUTION  -  Though  separate  cards 
will  still  have  to  be  maintained  for  evaluating  junior  varsity 
and  varsity  officials,  only  the  varsity  ratings  will  be 
compiled  by  the  K.H.S.A.A.  The  junior  varsity  officials 
rating  summaries  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Assigning 
Secretary  for  compilation  and  movement  to  the  varsity 
level  would  be  dictated  by  the  local  association  Policy 
Board  and  the  Assignment  Secretary.  In  this  manner,  the 
officials  can  be  ranl<ed  on  a  comparative  scale,  and  more 
equity  can  exist  in  the  system.  (A  motion  was  made  by  Noel 
Hargis.  seconded  by  Howard  Gardner  that  the  JV  ratings 
be  done  as  they  were  this  year,  but  instead  of  the 
Association  computing  them,  they  will  be  sent  to  the 
Assigning  Secretaries  so  that  they  can  use  these  ratings 
to  move  the  officials  up  to  varsity  roster.  The  motion  also 
called  for  approval  of  the  solutions  to  problems  1 
through  4  as  previously  listed.  The  vote  was  unanimous). 
Number  6.  Coaches  inability  to  rate  on  a  60  scale.  Despite 
the  overwhelming  response  from  the  schools,  nearly  85 
percent  of  the  schools  turned  in  ratings,  many  of 
the  schools  differed  in  their  evaluation  standard.  To  one 
coach,  the  best  official  he  or  she  had  in  a  game 
might  have  been  a  60,  but  to  another,  the  best  official  might 
have  only  been  a  45.  Part  of  this  problem  appears  to  have 
been  the  sixty  point  scale.  SOLUTION  -  Though  the 
problem  may  never  be  able  to  be  totally  alleviated,  one 
possible  alternative  would  be  to  modify  the  scale  to  be 
used.  Next  season,  the  ratings  from  the  coaches  will  be  on 
a  100  point  scale,  with  the  computer  reducing  the 
total  to  the  sixty  percent.  In  this  manner,  the  schools  and 
their  coaches  will  be  able  to  evaluate  officials  on 
the  same  grading  scale  that  they  use  every  day  in  class, 
and  hopefully,  be  more  objective  and  fair  to  the  officials. 
The  same  will  also  be  done  to  the  assigning  secretary 
evaluations,  for  basically  the  same  reasons.  Also,  this 
allows  for  the  assigning  secretary  to  differentiate  between 
two  officials  who  may  be  very  close  in  ability.  (A 
motion  was  made  by  Bill  Burton,  seconded  by  Paul  Dotson 
that  the  previous  suggested  solution  be  approved. 
The  motion  carried  unanimously). 

Number  7.  Coaches  giving  low  ratings  to  all  officials.  This 
problem  will  never  be  solved  completely  due  simply  to  the 
competitive  nature  of  most  coaches  and  their  disdain 
towards  many  officials.  However,  we  can  take  a  step  in  the 
rightdirection.  SOLUTION  -  Any  rating  of  an  official  below 
50  percent  (on  a  100  scale)  will  have  to  be  substantiated  in 
writing  by  the  coach,  or  it  will  be  disregarded.  In 
this  manner,  coaches  may  still  honestly  critique  officials 
that  they  feel  are  inferior,  but  will  not  be  able  to 
blanket  rate  every  official  down  because  of  a  bad  season, 
or  whatever  reason.  These  explanations  of  low  ratings  will 
be  forwarded  to  the  assigning  secretary  for  use  in 
constructive  evaluation  of  the  official.  The  assigning 
secretaries  suggested  that  Mr.  Wise  stress  during  his  state 
clinics  that  if  coaches  abused  their  rating  privileges  a 
change  in  the  current  policy  of  60  percent  of  the 
rating  coming  from  the  coaches  might  have  to  be 
considered.  (A  motion  was  made  by  Noel  Hargis. 
seconded  by  Jerry  Kimmel,  that  the  above  suggested 
solution  be  adopted,  including  the  references  to  the  clinic. 
The  vote  was  unanimous  in  favor  of  the  motion). 


Number  8.  Cheating  on  the  exam.  To  deny  the  knowledge 
of  cheating  on  the  Part  II  exam  would  be  a  great  display  of 
naivete.  However,  it  is  grossly  unfair  to  have  a  fifteen  point 
spread  on  an  exam  in  which  so  much  benefit  could  be 
derived  from  cheating.  Regardless  of  how  the  test 
is  being  obtained,  it  is  being  obtained  prematurely, 
and  is  being  used.  SOLUTION  -  The  Part  II  exam 
will  count  only  five  percent  towards  the  evaluation 
score  instead  of  the  fifteen  percent  it  currently  counts.  Any 
person  taking  the  supervised  exam  and  making  a 
score  of  75  percent  or  better,  will  receive  the  5  points.  This 
does  not  however,  affect  the  requirements  for  particular 
exam  scores  to  advance  to  the  approved  and  certified 
ratings  within  the  Association.  (A  motion  by  Don  Stacy  and 
seconded  by  Noel  Hargis  to  adopt  the  suggested  solution 
was  passed  by  a  unanimous  vote). 
Number  9.  Assigning  Secretary  needed  more  than  fifteen 
points.  The  change  to  fifteen  points  was  a  major  one,  and 
left  many  of  the  assigning  secretaries  with  a  problem  in 
evaluating  officials,  that  being  differentiating  between 
many  officials  with  only  a  small  point  spread.  SOLUTION  - 
As  discussed  earlier,  the  evaluation  will  be  on  a  1 00  points 
system  by  the  assigning  secretary.  This  will  help  part  of  the 
problem.  Also,  the  ten  points  lost  from  the  test  re-structure 
will  go  to  the  assigning  secretary  percentage,  as  will  five 
more  points  when  the  state  clinic  (no  make  up)  is  changed 
to  count  for  five  points  rather  than  ten.  (A  motion 
was  made  by  Roy  Winchester,  seconded  by  Bob  Miller 
that  the  above  suggested  solution  be  adopted.  The  motion 
passed  unanimously). 

Number  10.  Combined  ratings  caused  trouble  and 
confusion.  SOLUTION  -  Simple.  Combined  ratings  will  not 
be  published.  The  only  ratings  that  will  be  available  to  the 
assigning  secretaries  prior  to  the  State  Tournament 
are  those  varsity  officials  eligible  to  call  post  season 
tournaments.  The  complete  list  including  those  not 
eligible  for  post  season  will  not  be  available  after 
the  State  Tournaments  to  allow  time  for  corrections  by  the 
assigning  secretaries  to  the  information  as  compiled. 
(Paul  Dotson  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Bill  Burton  that 
the  combined  ratings  be  eliminated  and  that  the  ratings 
not  be  given  to  the  officials  until  after  all  regular 
season  games  have  been  played.  The  motion  was 
passed  by  unanimous  vote.  To  further  clarify  the  matter,  a 
motion  was  made  by  Bobby  Crager.  seconded  by  Mike 
Cobb,  that  no  ratings  be  released  by  the  Assigning 
Secretaries  until  the  last  day  of  February.  The  motion 
passed  unanimously). 

Number  11.  Sixty/Forty.  A  major  scheduling  problem. 
Substitutions,  last  minute  games,  all  wrecked  havoc  with 
the  percentages  that  had  already  been  drawn  up. 
During  discussion,  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  forty  (40) 
percent  requirement  left  most  officials  with  between  9  and 
12  games  in  that  gender.  SOLUTION  -  The  60/40 
requirement  is  to  be  amended,  allowing  for  Associations 
to  adopt  a  fixed  number  of  games  requirement  in 
order  to  be  eligible  for  post  season.  To  accomplish  this,  a 
fixed  number  of  games  will  have  to  be  worked  in  girls 
competition  to  be  eligible  for  girls  post  season,  and  a  fixed 
number  of  games  will  have  to  be  worked  in  boys 
competition  to  be  eligible  for  boys  post  season.  (A  motion 
was  made  by  Jerry  Pickrell,  seconded  by  Noel  Hargis  that 
60/40  requirement  be  maintained,  but  the  Assigning 
Secretary  may  at  his/her  discretion,  substitute  a  ten  (10) 
game  requirement  in  lieu  of  the  forty  (40)  percent 
requirement.  Assigning  Secretaries  choosing  this  option 
shall  utilize  the  same  method  (40  percent  or  10  games)  for 
their  entire  Association,  and  will  report  to  the  K.H.S.A.A.  as 
to  which  method  is  being  used  at  the  time  they  submit 
local  association  rosters.  The  motion  passed  by  unan- 
imous vote). 
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Number  12.  The  dropping  of  high  and  low  ratings.  It 
appeared  thatdropping  the  high  and  low  ratingsdid  more 
harm  than  good.  Some  officials  were  denied  the  oppor- 
tunity for  post  season  tournament  because,  after  drop- 
ping the  high  and  low,  they  did  not  have  enough 
ratings.  Also,  spot  checking  showed  that  by  re-figurIng 
with  the  high  and  low  not  dropped,  very  little  change 
occurred  in  the  ratings.  SOLUTION  -  No  longer  drop  the 
high  and  low.  (A  motion  was  made  by  Howard  Gardner, 
seconded  by  Roy  Winchester  that  all  ratings  be  used 
instead  of  dropping  the  high  and  low.  The  motion 
carried  by  unanimous  vote). 
Following  this  portion  of  the  meeting  several  items  were  on 

the  agenda  for  discussion. 
No  action  was  taken  on  the  question  of  whether  or  not  to 

give  five  points  of  the  assigning  secretaries'  portion  of  the 

rating  to  attendance  of  a  designated  number  of  association 

meetings. 

After  a  discussion  on  requirements  for  officials  getting  post 
season  games,  a  motion  was  made  by  Larry  Boucher  that  a 
smaller  number  of  ratings  be  required  for  getting  a  district 
game  than  for  the  regional  and  state  tournament  games.  The 
motion  died  for  lack  of  a  second,  A  motion  made  by  Bob 
Miller,  seconded  by  Bobby  Crager  that  officials  must  have  10 
ratings  from  girls' coaches  and  10  ratings  from  boys  coaches 
in  order  to  officiate  games  in  that  particular  gender's  post 
season  tournaments.  The  vote  was  7  in  favor,  7  against  and  2 
abstaining.  The  motion  failed.  A  motion  made  by  Bobby 
Crager,  seconded  by  Paul  Dotson,  that  in  order  to  officiate 
post  season,  an  official  must  have  8  ratings  (either  girls  or 
boys,  depending  on  tournament)  to  be  eligible  for  games.  The 
motion  carried  with  a  vote  of  15-1 

In  other  items  of  business:  Jim  Henley  made  a  motion, 
seconded  by  Bobby  Crager  that  the  deadline  for  registering 
new  officials  m  basketball  and  re-registration  for  basketball 
officials  paying  the  late  registration  fine  (since  deadline  for 
re-registration  is  June  30  for  all  officials)  be  changed  to 
December  1,  replacing  the  old  deadline  of  January  1.  The 
motion  passed  by  unanimous  vote. 

There  was  then  a  discussion  regarding  coaches  who  failed 
to  submit  ratings.  Suggestion  included  suspending  the 
coach,  denying  state  tournament  ticket  privileges,  denying 
participation  in  the  district  tournament,  and/or  a  momentary 
fine.  After  a  lengthy  discussion,  there  was  a  motion  made  by 
Jerry  Kimmel,  seconded  by  Bob  Miller,  that  it  be  rec- 
ommended to  the  Board  of  Control  that  a  coach  be 
suspended  for  a  2  week  period  if  they  do  not  send  in  their 
ratings.  This  suspension  would  be  for  the  last  two  weeks  in 
February  The  motion  passed  with  a  vote  of  15-1, 

It  was  then  moved  by  Jerry  Kimmel,  seconded  by  Jim 
Henley  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Control  that 
officials  only  wear  one  patch  (the  KHSAA  patch)  on  their  shirt 
when  officiating  games  for  member  schools.  The  motion 
passed  without  dissension. 

It  was  then  moved  by  Jim  Henley,  seconded  by  Bill  Burton, 
that  the  Board  of  Control  mandate  that  schools  and/or  host 
site  representatives  pay  officials  immediately  following  the 
conclusion  of  the  district  tournaments  for  their  work  in  the 
district  tournament,  and  immediately  following  the  con- 
clusion of  the  regional  tournament  for  their  work  in  the 
regional  tournament.  It  was  brought  out  that  some  officials  are 
not  getting  paid  for  several  weeks  following  close  of  these 
tournaments.  This  motion  passed  unanimously. 

there  was  then  a  discussion  concerning  transfer  officials 
and  their  placement  on  the  varsity  roster  and  subsequent 
game  assignments.  This  problem  comes  up  every  year  in 
some  region  or  another,  and  a  proposal  was  devised  to  try 
and  solve  the  problem.  The  proposed  transfer  policy  is  as 
such: 


I,  This  policy  effects  both  infra-region  transfers  within 
the  state  of  Kentucky,  and  transfer  from  out  of  state. 

II,  Any  official  transferring  into  a  local  association 
in  the  state  of  Kentucky  with  10  or  more  years 
officiating  experience  at  the  high  school  level  or 
greater;  who  notifies  the  local  Assigning  Secretary 
prior  to  September  1  of  the  fall  preceding  the  basket- 
ball season  of  their  intent  to  join  that  local  Association; 
who  IS  current  on  all  registration  requirements  to  the 
local  Association  and  the  Kentucky  High  School 
Athletic  Association;  and  who  left  his/her  previous 
state  or  region  as  a  member  in  good  standing 
and  on  the  varsity  level;  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
following; 

a.   Shall  be  automatically  placed  on  the  local  Associ- 
ation varsity  roster; 
b-    Shall  be  assigned  a  minimum  of  seven  contests. 
This   will    allow   the   official   the   opportunity  to 
receive  the  minimum  number  of  coaches  eval- 
uations required  for  a  state  rating; 
c.    The    local    Assigning    Secretary    shall    be    en- 
couraged to  evaluate  this  official  at  the  earliest 
possible  opportunity  for  possible  future  assign- 
ment. 
These  officials  shall  however,  be  required  to  fulfill  all 
other  requirements  as  stated  in  either  the  Kentucky 
High  School  Athletic  Association  Constitution  and 
By-Laws,  or  by  the  local  association  by-laws  provided 
the  member  is  informed  of  these  requirements  prior  to 
joining. 

III.  Any  official  transferring  into  a  local  association  in  the 
state  of  Kentucky  with  10  or  more  years  officiating 
experience  at  the  high  school  level  or  greater  who 
notifies  the  local  Assigning  Secretary  on  or  after 
September  1  of  the  fall  preceding  the  basketball 
season  of  their  intent  to  join  that  local  Association;  who 
IS  current  on  all  registration  requirements  to  the  local 
Association  and  the  Kentucky  High  School  Athletic 
Association;  and  who  left  his/her  previous  state  or 
region  as  a  member  in  good  standing  and  on  the 
varsity  level;  shall  be  entitled  to  the  following; 

a.  Should  be  considered  for  placement  on  the  local 
Association  varsity  roster; 

b.  Should  be  assigned  a  minimum  of  seven  varsity 
contests.  This  will  allow  the  ofticial  the  opportunity 
to  receive  the  minimum  number  of  coaches 
evaluations  required  for  a  state  rating.  If  the  varsity 
schedule  has  already  been  completed,  assigning 
secretaries  are  encouraged  to  use  these  officials 
as  either  substitutes  in  varsity  contests  or  in  junior 
varsity  contests  where  a  fair  evaluation  of 
ability  can  be  obtained; 

c.  The  local  Assigning  Secretary  shall  be  en- 
couraged to  evaluate  this  official  at  the  earliest 
possible  opportunity  for  possible  future  assign- 
ment. 

These  officials  shall  however,  be  required  to  fulfill  all 
other  requirements  as  stated  in  either  the  Kentucky 
High  School  Athletic  Association  Constitution  and 
By-Laws,  or  by  the  local  association  by-laws  provided 
the  member  is  informed  of  these  requirements  prior  to 
joining, 

IV.  Any  official  transferring  in  who  does  not  meet  the 
requirements  of  Parts  II  or  III,  should  be  utilized  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Assigning  Secretary,  with  en- 
couragement to  be  evaluated  at  the  earliest  op- 
portunity for  the  purpose  of  future  assignments. 

V.  Membership  in  good  standing  should  be  verified  by  the 
previous  Assigning  Secretary,  Association  President, 
or  the  equivalent.  Good  standing  with  the  state 
Association  can  be  verified  through  the  K,H,S,A,A, 
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After  much  discussion,  it  was  moved  by  Howard  Gardner, 
seconded  by  Bill  Burton,  that  ttiis  policy  not  be  adopted.  It  was 
felt  that  the  local  policy  committee  and  Assignmg  Secretary 
needed  to  be  able  to  observe  and  evaluate  each  official  and 
determine  their  ability  to  officiate.  The  motion  was  passed  by 
a  vote  of  8-6  with  two  abstentions. 

Several  assigning  secretaries  mentioned  they  had  had 
some  complaints  from  officials  that  cheerleaders  were 
impeding  proper  officiating  under  the  baskets  by  standing  in 
the  official's  way.  Mr.  Wise  stated  that  while  the  Association 
had  no  direct  jurisdiction  over  the  cheerleaders  and  nothing 
can  be  done  to  discipline  that  particular  group,  if  it  infringes 
on  the  playing  of  the  contest,  the  Association  could  exercise 
some  authority.  He  told  the  assigning  secretaries  that  he  will 
be  sending  a  letter  to  the  principals  and  athletic  directors 
appraising  them  of  the  problem,  and  will  mention  the  problem 
at  the  summer  principals'  meeting  and  at  his  state  clinics.  No 
other  action  was  taken  on  this  problem. 

There  was  some  discussion  on  recruiting  and  retaining 
good  officials.  A  couple  of  suggestions  were:  (1)  sending 
name  of  tournament  officials  to  their  local  paper  and  being 
sure  they  get  some  publicity  in  the  Athlete  (2)  would  like  to  see 
the  State  issue  some  sort  of  certificate  once  an  official  had 
reached  a  certain  number  of  years  of  service.  Since  several 
districts  rotate  officials  nightly  during  their  tournaments,  the 
feasibility  of  item  (1)  was  questioned.  The  names  are  made 
available,  when  available,  to  all  inquiring  press  repre- 
sentatives. On  point  (2)  it  will  be  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Control. 

The  assigning  secretaries  would  like  to  go  on  record  as 
stating  there  are  too  many  whistles  blown  during  a  ball  game 
which  may  not  necessarily  be  essential  to  officiating  the 
contests,  particularly  with  the  Federation  requirement  for 
blowing  the  whistle  prior  to  putting  the  ball  in  play  on  all 
possessions.  As  a  voting  member  of  the  National  Federation 
Basketball  Rules  Committee,  Mr.  Wise  will  bring  the  point 
before  the  committee  at  the  next  possible  date 

Mr.  Wise  then  reported  that  he  and  Julian  had  attended  a 
meeting  in  Dayton  with  representatives  of  Indiana,  Michigan, 
Ohio  and  West  Virginia  regarding  the  Multiple  State  Re- 
ciprocal Registration  agreement  for  registering  as  an  official 
in  all  states  with  just  one  registration  fee.  The  problems 
encountered  in  the  agreement  this  year  were  particularly 
important  with  regards  to  the  new  ratings  system  as  some 
information  was  particularly  hard  to  obtain  from  certain 
states,  and  even  unavailable  from  one  state.  For  this  and 
many  other  reasons,  Mr.  Wise  informed  the  Assigning 
Secretaries  that  the  agreement  has  been  suspended  for  at 
least  one  year,  and  the  states  would  be  meeting  in  the  next 
few  months  to  try  and  work  out  some  of  the  problems.  He 
informed  the  secretaries  that  it  is  important  to  communicate 
this  information  to  the  officials  so  that  they  will  be  able  to 
register  on  time.

Now  in  its  third  month  of  operation,  the 
TARGET  Resource  Center  is  helping 
more  and  more  schools  and  admini- 
strators deal  with  problems  related  to 
use  and  abuse  of  alcohol  and  other 
drugs  by  students  in  the  nation's  high 
schools. 

Thanks  to  funding  from  Southwestern 
Bell  Foundation,  the  TARGET  toll-free 
telephone  number  (1-800-366-6667) 
went  into  effect  September  1  to  help 
schools  and  individuals  obtain  in- 
formation on  educational  and  pro- 
fessional materials  available  in  the  field 
of  alcohol  and  other  drug  education  and 
prevention. 

Kathy  Perry,  coordinator  of  the 
TARGET  Resource  Center,  has  been 
receiving  between  10  and  25  calls  daily 
on  the  toll-free  number,  with  the  majority 
of  calls  coming  from  health  education 
teachers  at  high  schools  who  are 
seeking  to  help  students  in  their  re- 
spective schools. 

"In  addition  to  health  education  teach- 
ers, we  have  received  calls  from  athletic 
directors  and  chemical-health  co- 
ordinators," Perry  said.  "We  have  had  a 
number  of  responses  to  the  parent- 
communication  network  program.  Some 
schools  have  had  this  program  and  are 
seeking  to  expand  it;  others  have  expressed 
interest  in  starting  a  new  program  in  their 
school." 

Perry  said  that  the  TARGET  Resource 
Center  is  a  national  clearinghouse  for 
education  and  prevention  materials  re- 
lated to  alcohol  and  other  drugs.  It  was 
designed  through  the  National  Fed- 
eration TARGET  program  so  that  the 
nation's  high  schools,  which  already  are 
used  to  working  with  the  National  Fed- 
eration, could  obtain  all  necessary  in- 
formation on  alcohol  and  other  drug 
education  and  prevention  by  contacting 
one  organization. 

Printed  materials  such  as  brochures, 
posters,  booklets  and  articles  are 
available  through  the  TARGET  Resource 
Center,  as  well  as  information  about  the 
latest  films  and  videotapes  on  alcohol 
and  other  drugs.  These  materials  deal 
with  alcohol,  marijuana,  cocaine, 
steroids,  smokeless  tobacco,  ampheta- 
mines, barbiturates  and  many  others. 

"At  this  point,  we  are  not  in  the 
business  of  rating  outside  alcohol  and 
drug  programs,"  Perry  said.  "Our  goal  is  ■ 
to  provide  information  that  we  believe 
will  help  schools  and  students  cope  with 
alcohol  and  other  drugs.  We  do  not  have 
a  drug-abuse  counselor  on  hand;  how- 
ever, we  are  equipped  to  suggest  toll- 
free  numbers  that  individuals  can  call  in 
crisis  situations." 


In  addition  to  providing  education  and 
prevention  materials,  the  TARGET 
Resource  Center  maintains  a  speakers 
bureau,  a  list  of  alcohol/drug  organi- 
zations and  a  list  of  individuals  trained  by 
TARGET  who  can  lead  workshops  and 
seminars  in  high  schools. 

These  speakers  bureau  is  a  collection 
of  registered  local,  state  and  national 
speakers  on  alcohol  and  other  drugs. 
Names  of  these  individuals,  as  well  as  a 
directory  of  national  and  state  alcohol/ 
drug  organizations,  can  be  supplied  by 
contacting  the  TARGET  Resource 
Center. 

Since  May,  TARGET  has  been  pro- 
viding leadership  training  for  individuals 
at  the  Hazelden-Cork  Sports  Education 
facility  in  f\/linnesota.  The  purpose  of  the 
five-day  workshops  is  to  train  parti- 
cipants to  assist  local  schools  in  plan- 
ning and  implementing  chemical-health 
programs  through  activities. 

As  of  the  September  training  session, 
more  than  100  individuals  have  received 
training  and  are  available  to  lead  work- 
shops. Names  and  locations  of  these 
individuals  are  available  through  the 
TARGET  Resource  Center. 

Other  information  available  through 
the  TARGET  Resource  Center  includes  a 
file  of  adolescent/youth  treatment  facil- 
ities across  the  nation,  a  listing  of  high 
schools  and  junior  highs  involved  in 
drug  testing,  a  listing  of  chemical-health 
programs  initiated  or  affiliated  with  state 
athletic/activity  associations,  and  a  col- 
lection of  alcohol/drug  education  pro- 
grams in  kindergarten  through  12th 
grade. 

"We  are  still  trying  to  improve  the 
Resource  Center  in  order  to  meet  the 
needs  of  as  many  people  as  possible," 
Perry  said.  "If  anyone  is  aware  of  a  good 
alcohol/drug  program  or  film,  we  en- 
courage people  to  share  that  information 
with  us  so  that  we  can  share  it  with 
others." 

One  of  the  more  popular  resources 
available  through  the  TARGET  program 
is  the  "No  t\/1atter  How  You  Say  It . . .  Say 
No"  videotape. 

Thus  far,  more  than  4,000  requests 
have  been  received  for  this  11 -minute 
videotape  that  was  produced  by  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  in  conjunction  with  the  National 
Basketball  Association. 


The  video  focuses  on  Detroit  Pistons' 
all-star  guard  Isiah  Thomas  visiting  with 
a  small  group  of  students  and  telling 
them  how  he  has  dealt  with  the  pres- 
sures to  use  alcohol  and  drugs.  Not  only 
does  the  video  discuss  saying  "No"  to 
alcohol  and  other  durgs,  Thomas  related 
ways  that  young  people  can  say  "No"  to 
alcohol  and  other  drugs  and  still  be 
accepted  by  peers. 

The  half-inch  videotape  is  available 
through  the  National  Federation's 
TARGET  program  at  a  special  rate  of 
$12,  which  includes  shipping  and 
handling. 

Another  resource  available  soon 
through  TARGET  will  be  the  pamphlet,  A 
Pre-Season  Meeting.  This  publication 
focuses  on  the  benefits  and  value  of 
conducting  a  meeting  of  parents, 
students  and  coaches  prior  to  the 
season  in  hopes  of  avoiding  problems 
related' to  alcohol  and  other  drugs.  Steps 
for  conducting  the  pre-season  meeting 
are  outlined  in  the  publication. 

The  TARGET  Resource  Center  and 
leadership  training  are  two  of  the  four 
components  of  the  National  Federation 
TARGET  program. 

TARGET  also  offers  a  complete  al- 
cohol and  drug  rehabilitation  treatment 
insurance  program,  which  is  available  to 
all  schools  at  a  group  purchase  price  of 
$1  per  student.  In  addition,  every  high 
school  is  receiving  four  copies  of  the 
monthly  publication,  "On  TARGET," 
which  contains  the  latest  information  in 
the  field  of  alcohol  and  other  drug 
education  and  prevention.

Frank  Welch,  Principal  of  Belfry  High  School  in 
Belfry  and  Tom  Buchanan,  Superintendent  of  the  Lyon 
County  Schools  have  been  elected  by  their  fellow 
K.H.S.A.A.  Board  of  Control  members  to  serve  as 
President  and  Vice-President,  respectively,  of  the 
Association  for  the  1987-88  school  year.  The  two 
were  elected  at  the  annual  summer  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Control  at  Lake  Barkley  State  Park  in  July. 

Frank  Welch  has  been  associated  with  Belfry  High 
School  "just  about  as  long  as  I  can  remember,"  he 
says.  He  began  his  career  at  Belfry  29  years  ago  as 
a     classroom     teacher.  After     eight     years     as     a 

teacher,  he  was  named  Assistant  Principal,  a 
position  he  held  for  the  next  four  years.  The 
following  year  he  was  named  Principal  of  the  Pike 
County  school,  a  position  he  has  held  for  the  last 
seventeen  years.  "I  consider  it  a  great  honor  to 
serve  on  the  Board  of  Control,  and  an  even  higher 
honor  to  be  chosen  by  my  comrades  on  the  Board  as 
their  President  for  the  next  year." 

Welch  is  in  his  fourth  year  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Control  representing  Regions  15  and  16  and 
has  seen  much  change  during  his  tenure.  "One  of  our 
more  positive  moves  has  been  to  petition  to  include 
women  on  the  Board  of  Control,  "  he  commented.

It  is  one  of  our  most 
significant  accomplishments  in  the  history  of  the 
Association,  and  I  am  also  very  pleased  that  the 
fine  people  of  the  Dawaheire  family  who  have  given  so 
much  to  the  young  people,  and  to  all  people  In 
Kentucky,    have    agreed    to    help    financially    with    this 


ambitious  project, "  he  commented. 

An  active  observer  and  advocate  of  improved 
officiating  in  all  sports,  Welch  said  he  is 
particulariy  pleased  with  recent  progress  in  that 
area.  "In  my  years  on  the  Board,  my  fellow  Board 
members  and  the  Association  staff  have  taken  great 
strides  to  improve  the  officiating  program,  both  in 
quantity  and  quality,  and  the  new  breed  of  official 
we  are  getting  into  the  program  now  are  superior  in 
so  many  ways,  "  he  said.  "1  think  this  can  be 
directly  attributed  to  our  increased  emphasis  on 
recruiting  and  the  training  of  new  officials  in  all 
sports." 

Welch  cdso  commented  on  one  other  subject.  "I 
think  the  school  administrators,  athletes,  and  the 
people  of  Kentucky  sometimes  fail  to  realize  the 
bargain  that  they  get  in  terms  of  the  work  of  the 
K.H.S.A.A.  staff,  "  he  said.  'They  are  an  efficient 
team  of  workers  who  accomplish  more  work  with  fewer 
people  than  any  organization  of  which  1  am  aware, 
and  1  know  1  appreciate  that  work  and  think  everyone 
involved  in  the  high  school  program  should 
appreciate  that  contribution." 

Welch,  who  received  his  B.A.  from  Pikeville 
College,  his  M.A.  from  Morehead,  and  his  Rank  I  from 
Eastern  Kentucky,  is  probably  most  proud  however, 
when  it  comes  to  his  family.  "I  have  a  lovely  wife 
Geraldine  who  has  stayed  beside  me  for  all  these 
years,  and  two  very  fine  daughters,  (VIelody,  a  recent 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Kentucky  and  currently 
an  Assistant  Librarian  at  Crawford  Junior  High  in 
Lexington,  and  Claudine,  a  senior  here  at  Belfry." 

Tom  Buchanan,  now  in  his  third  year  on  the  Board 
of  Control,  is  no  stranger  the  athletics  or  to 
administration.  A  graduate  of  Lone  Oak  High  School, 
he  began  his  career  in  Texas  as  a  teacher  and  coach 
in  basketball,  football,  baseball  and  track 
following  his  graduation  and  receipt  of  his  B.A.  and 
IVI.A.  from  Eastern  New  Mexico  University.  He  moved 
on  to  a  high  school  principalship  in  Illinois  before 
returning  to  Kentucky  as  a  teacher  and  coach  in 
Cariisle  and  Ballard  counties.  He  then  returned  to 
administration  as  a  middle  school  principal  in  1976 
in  Ballard  county  before  taking  the  Lyon  County 
superintendent  position  in  1980.  Along  the  way, 
Buchanan  received  his  Rank  1  certification  in  1977 
from  Mun-ay  State. 

Buchanan  says  that  being  on  the  Board  of  Control 
is  not  always  an  easy  job.  "Sometimes  you  get 
terribly  torn  between  the  things  you  would  like  to 
see  done  for  your  home  area,  and  the  things  you  know 
are  the  best  for  the  state  as  a  whole,  "  he 
commented. 

"One  of  my  goals,  "  Buchanan  continued,  "would 
be  to  see  the  Board  of  Control  and  the  staff  become 
an  organization  which  anticipates  the  needs  of  our 
affiliates  and  makes  changes  accordingly,  without 
meiking  all  of  our  changes  as  a  result  of  reacting  to 
the  complaints  and  problems  of  our  various 
constituencies." 

Buchanan  is  married  to  the  fonner  Ruth  Ann 
Copeland  and  they  have  one  son,  Todd,  and  a 
daughter,  Mindy.

COMMITTEE 

MEETING 


The  K.H.S.A.A.  Track  and  Field  Committee  met  at  the 
Association  office  in  Lexington  on  November  5,  1987.  The 
meeting  vi^as  called  to  order  by  Brigid  L.  DeVries,  Assistant 
Commissioner  at  1 :30  p.m. 

Members  present  were:  Bro.  Borgia,  Charlie  Ruter,  Lyman 
Brown,  Ralph  McKinney,  Jack  Keller,  Karen  Vanover,  Jean 
Wright  and  Bill  Patton.  Members  absent  were  John  Gettler, 
Joe  Mahan  and  Ken  Tnvette. 

Charlie  Ruter  distributed  a  Newsletter  and  reported  on  the 
Mason  Dixon  Games  to  be  held  on  January  29  &  30  in 
Louisville  at  Broadbent  Arena  which  is  adjacent  to  Freedom 
Hall.  The  Mason  Dixon  Committee  is  coordinating  efforts  with 
the  KICCCA  to  help  secure  more  officials  for  the  high  school 
division, 

Ms.  DeVries  then  called  on  Jean  Wright  to  report  on  the 
Blue  Grass  State  Games  held  in  August.  Mr.  Ruter  and  Mrs. 
Wright  both  advised  committee  members  that  officials  were 
needed  for  both  the  Mason  Dixon  and  Blue  Grass  State 
Games.  Also,  Mrs.  Wright  said  that  any  suggestions  or  format 
changes  for  the  Blue  Grass  Games  would  be  welcome. 

The  first  item  on  the  Agenda  was  a  discussion  of  the 
Regional  and  Sectional  Track  Meets  and  sites.  It  was  noted 
that  the  wording  on  the  Regional  and  Sectional  Track  Meet 
Information  IV.  should  be  changed  to  coincide  with  the 
Constitution  &  By-Laws  as  it  relates  to  Contestant's  injuries 
Bill  Patton  suggested  that  in  championship  meets  with  less 
than  SIX  teams  participating,  that  the  scoring  10-8-6-4-2-1 


still  be  used.  This  procedure  was  approved  but  will  not  go  into 
effect  until  the  1989  track  season. 

A  discussion  ensued  with  regard  to  the  importance  of  the 
officials  checking  the  weight  specifications  of  each  discus 
and  shot  put  used  in  the  regional  and  sectional  meets.  It  was 
suggested  that  a  regulation  discus  and  shot  put  be  provided 
by  the  meet  managers  in  order  to  insure  their  proper  weight 

Dates  for  the  1 988  meets  are  as  follows: 

Regional  Meets:  May  14, 1988 

Sectional  Meets:  May  21,  1988 

State  Meet:  May  28, 1988 

The  next  item  for  discussion  was  the  State  Track  Meet.  It 
was  decided  that  the  three-turn  stagger  be  used  in  the  1 600m 
relay  and  hopefully  will  eliminate  bumping  and  pushing.  Ms. 
DeVries  asked  Mr.  Ruter  to  draw  a  diagram  of  the  exchange 
zones  and  include  a  description  of  the  exchange  procedures. 
This  new  procedure  will  go  into  effect  this  year  at  the  State 
Meet. 

Ms.  DeVries  then  discussed  an  expanded  track  clinic 
format  being  considered  to  get  more  officials  registered  as 
well  as  improve  coaches'  attendance.  Three  suggestions  will 
be  recommended  to  the  All-Sports  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Control  for  consideration:  1 )  the  clinics  be  expanded  to  six  to 
cover  a  larger  area  of  the  state  beginning  with  the  1988-89 
school  year;  2)  the  clinics  be  mandatory  for  coaches  and 
officials;  3)  area  representatives  of  KICCCA  provide  ad- 
ditional instruction  and  makeup  clinics  in  the  regions  they 
represent. 

The  committee  reviewed  the  State  Meet  time  schedule. 
Following  a  lengthy  discussion  regarding  the  placement  of 
the  3200m  run  it  was  decided  to  leave  the  order  of  events  as  it 
is.  The  only  change  would  be  a  rotation  of  boys  and  girls  in  the 
field  events. 

Two  proposals  were  discussed  at  length  regarding  the 
alignment  of  schools  into  regions  and  sections  effective  this 
year.  Some  suggestions  and  revisions  were  made  and  both 
proposals  will  be  submitted  to  the  All -Sports  Committee  at  the 
November  Board  of  Control  meeting. 

The  1988  clinic  dates  and  tentative  sites  are  as  follows:

The  committee  reimphasized  that  the  following  hurdle 
heights  will  be  in  effect  this  year.  The  girls  100m  hurdles  will 
be  at  33  inches.  The  boys  hurdle  height  for  the  300m  hurdles 
will  be  36  inches. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was 
adjourned.

Ralph  Carlisle  -  Led  Kavanaugh  to  two  straight  state 
tournament  appearances  in  basketball.  As  Lafayette's 
coach  for  16  years,  he  guided  the  Generals  to  three  state 
championships,  in  1950,  1953,  and  1957,  as  well  as  the 
runner-up  slot  in  1949.  He  was  All  State  pre-tourney  in 
1932  and  All  State  Tournament  in  1933.  At  Lafayette  he 
was  a  two-time  Coach  of  the  Year  and  was  Coach  of  the 
Decade  for  1950-1959. 


L.J.  "Butch"  Charmoll  -  He  coached  football  and  track  at 
duPont  Manual  High  School,  winning  state  track 
championships  in  i960  and  1962.  He  served  three 
Commissioners  as  manager  of  the  Boys'  State  Basketball 
Tournament,  was  instrumental  in  forming  the  Kentucky 
High  School  Coaches  Association,  and  was  the  first  games 
manager  for  the  East-West  football  and  basketball  All-Star 
games. 


Blanton  L.  Collier  -  Played  football  and  basketball  for  Paris 
High  School  and  later  coached  those  sports  plus  baseball 
and  track  at  Paris  from  1928-1943.  He  was  perhaps 
Kentucky's  pre-eminent  dual  coach  of  football  and 
basketball,  but  in  later  years  was  not  for  his  innovative 
thinking  and  scholarly  approach  to  football.  His  basketball 
teams  won  four  regional  championships. 


Morton  Combs  -  A  winner  as  a  player  and  a  coach.  He  made 
the  winning  basket  for  Hazard  against  Male  High  in  the 
1932  state  championship  game.  He  also  played  football 
and  baseball  for  Hazard.  As  a  coach,  his  Carr  Creek  team 
won  the  1956  state  basketball  championship.  He  coached 
the  Kentucky  All  Stars  against  Indiana  in  1964.  Served  the 
K.H.S.A.A.  for  eight  years  as  a  Board  of  Control  member, 
and  served  as  President  for  the  1967-68  school  year.  His 
philosophy,  "No  life  ever  grows  great  until  it  is  focused, 
dedicated  and  disciplined." 


Ralph  Dorsey  -  High  school  athletics  was  a  major  and  vital  part 
of  his  life.  An  all-state  tournament  basketball  player  at 
Horse  Cave  where  his  1933  and  1934  teams  were 
unbeaten  during  the  regular  season.    His  '33  team  lost  in 


Cliff  Haqan  -  One  of  Kentucky's  all-time  great  basketball 
players,  Hagan  led  Owensboro  to  the  1949  state  basketball 
championship.  The  Red  Devils  defeated  Lafayette  65-47 
in  the  final  with  Hagan  breaking  the  single  game  scoring 
record  by  pouring  in  41  points.  His  play  in  that  game  is  still 
regarded  by  many  as  the  finest  all  around  performance  in 
the  history  of  the  tournament.  He  broke  all  scoring  records 
at  Owensboro,  averaging  27.5  points  his  last  semester. 
Hagan  was  a  three  time  first-team  all  state  performer. 


Clem  Smith  Raskins-  Starred  in  basketball  for  Campbellsville 
Durham  High  School  and  Taylor  County  High.  The  quick, 
high-jumping  sharp-shooter  was  named  All-State  and  Ail- 
American  and  was  named  to  represent  Kentucky  against 
the  Indiana  All  Stars.  He  also  played  in  the  East  West  All 
Star  game.  Motto:  'To  achieve  is  to  believe.  Faith, 
confidence,  and  desire  will  allow  you  to  achieve  great 
things  if  you  continue  to  believe  in  yourself. 


Bearnard  L.  "Peck"  Hickman  -  An  all  state  tournament 
basketball  player  for  Central  City  High  School.  As  a  coach 
at  Valley  High  in  Jefferson  County,  his  Vikings  dominated 
the  region  and  his  work  at  Valley  catapulted  him  to  the 
head  coaching  position  at  the  University  of  Louisville. 


Stephanie  Hlqhtower  -  This  world  class  track  star  performed 
her  feats  for  Stuart  High  School  in  Jefferson  County. 
Twelve  years  after  she  graduated,  she  still  holds  three 
State  Track  Meet  records,  with  her  10.8  time  in  the  100 
yard  dash,  her  8.0  time  in  the  60  yard  hurdles,  and  her 
14.3  time  in  the  110  yard  hurdles. 


Paul  Hornunq  -  Truly  a  star  in  high  school,  Hornung  was  all 
state  in  football  and  basketball  before  pursuing  his 
collegiate  career  at  Notre  Dame.  Paul  is  generally 
regarded  as  one  of,  if  not  the,  finest  football  players 
Kentucky  has  ever  produced.  He  excelled  as  a  runner, 
passer,  punter  and  kicker  for  Coach  Paulie  Miller's  Flaget 
Braves. 


Wallace  "Wah  Wah"  Jones  -  An  All-State  performer  in  football, 
baseball,  and  basketball,  he  also  was  a  stellar  performer  in 
track  and  field.  He  led  Coach  Joe  Gilly's  Harlan  Green 
Dragons  to  the  1944  State  Basketball  championship,  and  is 
generally  known  as  one  of  the  Commonwealth's  all  time 
great  all-around  athletes. 


William  Lee  Kean  -  As  a  high  school  player,  he  excelled  In 
basketball,  football,  tennis  and  track.  At  Louisville  Central 
High  School  he  coached  football  for  33  years,  winning  225 
games,  losing  but  45,  and  tying  12.  During  his  35  year 
tenure  as  head  basketball  coach,  his  Yellow  Jackets  won 
856  games  and  lost  only  83  while  winning  five  state 
basketball  championships  in  the  Kentucky  High  School 
League,  and  four  National  Championships  in  the  National 
Negro  High  School  Tournament.  He  was  a  pioneer  in  the 
desegregation  of  athletics  in  Kentucky. 


Roy  L.  KIdd  -  This  outstanding  football  coach  played  in  three 
consecutive  state  basketball  tournaments  for  Corbin  High. 
He  also  played  football  and  baseball  and  was  first  team 
All-State  in  football.  He  was  Kentucky's  Coach  of  the  Year 
in  1961  when  his  Richmond  iVIadison  High  teams  were 
ranked  No,  1  in  the  state  all  season.  His  Madison  teams 
were  54-10-1,  had  a  27-game  winning  streak  and  shut  out 
14  consecutive  opponents. 


Frank  "Dr.  Lit"  LItkenhous  -  This  gentlest  of  men  has  been 
cussed  and  discussed  more  than  perhaps  any  other 
human  in  Kentucky  because  of  his  ratings  of  high  school 
football  and  basketball  teams,  A  pioneer  in  the 
mathematical  rating  systems,  for  40  years,  LItkenhous'  work 
has  appeared  each  Tuesday  in  the  Courier  Journal.  In 
1948  he  was  vilified  and  cursed  as  he  ranked  little  Brewers 
High  Number  1  in  the  state.  That  same  little  Brewers  team 
went  undefeated  and  captured  the  state  championship. 
The  people  he  didn't  convince  with  his  Brewers  rating  were 
swayed  when  he  correctly  picked  tiny  Cuba  to  win  the  title 
in  1952. 


Garnis  Martin  -  Kentucky's  winningest  high  school  football 
coach,  Garnis  IVIartin  has  coached  teams  that  have  won 
269  games,  lost  105,  and  tied  7.  He  captained  both  the 
football  and  basketball  teams  at  Wheelwright  High  School 
and  was  named  the  school's  outstanding  athlete  in  1940. 
His  first  year  at  Wayland  produced  only  a  1-7  record 
before  taking  his  job  at  Bardstown  36  years  ago.  At 
Bardstown,  he  has  coached  two  Class  A  and  one  Class  AA 
state  football  championship  teams,  two  Class  A  state 
championship  track  teams,  and  coached  two  different 
editions  of  the  basketball  team  to  the  state  tournament. 


Mary  T.  Meagher  -  Swimming  for  Sacred  Heart  Academy  in 
Louisville,  "Madam  Butterfly"  showed  early  signs  of  her 
future  world  class  and  Olympic  swimming  greatness  as  she 
led  the  Valkyries  to  state  swimming  championships  in  each 
of  her  years  at  the  school.  Her  51.772  mark  in  the  1981 
100  yard  butterfly  still  stands  as  a  state  records. 


Letcher  Norton  -  He  played  basketball  for  Clark  County  High 
School  in  1930-31  and  followed  this  with  a  14  year  tenure 
as  basketball  coach  at  the  Winchester  school.  He  also 
coached  at  Trapp  High  School  in  Clark  County  and  at 
Charleston,  Indiana.  His  overall  record  was  603  and  140, 
He  coached  the  Clark  County  Cardinals  to  the  state 
championship  in  1951  following  a  runner-up  finish  in  the 
state  tournament  in  1950.  He  was  a  three  time  Kentucky 
basketball  coach  of  the  year,  and  his  teams  once  won  39 
consecutive  games  between  1950-51  and  1951-52.  His 
motto:  'To  have  a  winning  tradition,  I  firmly  believe  in 
discipline,  pride  and  a  love  for  the  sport." 


Joe  W.  Ohr  -  He  played  basketball  and  baseball  in  the  days 
when  coaches  sometimes  played  or  in  one  case  where  the 
barber  closed  his  shop  and  joined  in  the  game.     Ohr 


coached  basketball,  football,  baseball  and  golf  at  Irvine 
High  with  his  basketball  teams  recording  401  wins  against 
265  losses.  He  took  his  1948  basketball  team  as  well  as 
his  1948  baseball  team  to  the  state  high  school 
tournaments.  He  served  for  27  years  as  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Kentucky  High  School  Coaches 
Association  a  position  which  "gave  me  the  opportunity  to 
meet  and  work  with  the  finest  people  in  the  world." 


Homer  Rice  -  Football  was  his  coaching  game,  but  he  was  an 
outstanding  baseball  and  basketball  player  in  addition  to 
being  a  sprint  champion  in  track  in  field  and  an  All-State 
quarterback  at  Highlands  High  School  in  Fort  Thomas.  He 
first  gained  acclaim  as  a  coach  for  Highlands,  where  he 
had  seven  undefeated  seasons  and  finished  with  an  11 
year  record  of  101  wins,  9  losses,  and  7  ties  at  the  school, 
including  victories  in  his  last  50  games. 


ST.  Roach  -  For  Bate  High  in  Danville,  Roach  was  an  all 
conference  performer  in  football,  and  All-State  fonward- 
guard  in  basketball,  and  a  successful  distance  runner  in 
track.  As  head  basketball  coach  at  Bate,  he  compiled  a 
record  of  98-24  before  beginning  a  highly  successful 
career  at  Lexington  Dunbar  where  his  teams  won  512  while 
losing  only  143  from  1943  to  1965.  His  Dunbar  teams 
captured  six  regional  championship  trophies  during  his 
final  eight  years  at  the  school. 


Ted  Santord  -  A  name  synonymous  with  high  school  athletics 
in  Kentucky  for  many  years,  Ted  was  the  first 
Commissioner  of  the  K.H.S.A.A.  After  serving  the 
Association  as  its  Secretary-Treasurer  from  1937-1947,  he 
was  hired  as  the  Commissioner  and  served  in  that  post 
until  his  retirement  in  1972.  He  coached  four  sports  at 
Fulton  and  Murray  High  Schools  before  becoming  an 
administrator.  He  played  baseball  for  Fulton  High  School. 


J.W.  "Spider"  Thurman  -  One  of  Kentucky's  truly  great  all- 
around  athletes,  Thurman  was  an  all-state  tailback  for 
Benham  High  in  Harlan  County,  He  is  also  commonly 
credited  with  starting  the  basketball  tradition  at  Clay  County 
High  School,  a  tradition  which  reached  its  zenith  when  one 
of  his  players,  Bobby  Keith,  coached  the  Tigers  to  the  1987 
State  Basketball  Championship, 


John  Bill  Trivette  -  Trivette  played  basketball  and  baseball  for 
Pikeville  College  Academy  from  1932-1935  and  gained 
recognition  for  his  outstanding  work  as  basketball  coach  at 
Pikeville  High  for  16  years.  One  of  the  innovators  in  the 
game,  Trivette  is  commonly  referred  to  as  an  inventor  of 
the  full  court  zone  press,  Trivette  had  said  repeatedly  that 
his  success  is  coaching  "can  be  directly  attributed  to  the 
quality  of  the  young  people  that  I  had  the  opportunity  to 
coach,"  His  Pikeville  teams  won  427  games  and  lost  126 
between  1944  and  i960.  He  was  Kentucky's  coach  of  the 
year  in  1957  when  his  team  had  a  record  of  32-4  and 
finished  third  in  the  State  Tournament, 


Russell  Williamson  -  This  soft  spoken  man  coached  basketball 
at  fabled  Inez  High  School  from  1929-1948,  During  this 
time,  Inez  won  the  regional  title  eight  times,  including  a 
string  of  seven  titles  in  eight  years,  and  won  the  state  title  in 
1941,  In  1940,  Inez  placed  four  of  his  players  on  the  All- 
State  Tournament  team.  He  served  the  K.H.S.A.A,  as 
president  from  1955-1960  and  was  on  the  Board  of 
Control  for  eight  years.  He  said  that  "dedication,  discipline 
and  teamwork  have  enabled  small  schools  from  small 
towns  in  Kentucky  to  achieve  great  success." 


K.H.S.A.A.  COACHING  BOX  (Experimental  for  the  1987-88  Basketball  Season) 

The  basketball  committee  has  approved  the  following  amendment  to  the  National 
Federation  Rules  for  all  games  played  in  Kentucky.  The  change  is  effective 
immediately.  All  schools,  coaches,  superintendents  and  officials  are  being 
notified  as  well  as  being  sent  a  sample  of  play  interpretations. 

PART  I  -  Definition.  This  would  become  Section  14  of  Basketball  Rule  1,  under 
definitions.  Section  13  would  be  amended  to  change  "...  recommended  that  the 
..."  to  "...  required  that  the  ...". 

SECTION  14  The  "coaching  box"  shall  be  defined  as  an  area  outside  the  playing 
court  on  the  side  of  the  court  which  the  scorers/timers  table  and  team  benches 
are  located.  This  area  shall  be  bounded  by  the  mid-court  line  (28'  line)  and  the 
corresponding  end-line  for  length  boundaries,  and  the  sideline  and  the  team  bench 
for  the  width  boundary.  The  optimum  width  shall  be  three  feet  (3'),  but  in  cases 
of  limited  space,  may  be  reduced  to  the  distance  from  the  sideline  to  the  team 
bench. 

All  bench  areas  must  be  located  on  the  side  of  the  court,  and  may  not  extend 
past  the  mid-court  line  (28'  line). 

Each  box  shall  be  clearly  marked  with  two-inch  wide  lines,  one  extending  from 
the  mid-court  (28')  line,  and  the  other  from  the  end-line.  The  line  may  be 
painted,  or  may  be  marked  with  tape,  but  must  be  clearly  visible.  If  painted, 
the  line  shall  be  of  contrasting  color  to  the  side  and  end  lines. 

For  permissible  actions  within  the  confines  of  the  "coaching  box",  see  Rule  10, 
Section  5,  as  amended  for  use  by  the  Kentucky  High  School  Athletic  Association 
for  the  1987-88  season. 

PART  II  -  Delete  existing  basketball  playing  Rule  10,  Section  5. 
Replace  Rule  10-5  with  the  following  -- 

SECTION  5  The  Head  Coach  may  stand  to  give  instructions  to  his/her  players  but 
must  remain  within  the  confines  of  the  coaching  box  at  all  times  while  the  clock 
is  running  or  is  stopped  except  to: 

ART  1  ...  confer  with  personnel  at  the  scorer's  table  to  request  a  time-out  for 
a  correctable  error,  as  in  2-10,  or  to  prevent  or  rectify  a  timing  or  scoring 
mistake  or  an  alternating  possession  mistake; 

ART  2  ...  attend  an  injured  player,  when  beckoned  onto  the  court  by  an 
official ; 

ART  3  The  Head  Coach,  when  standing,  or  kneeling  in  the  designated  coaching 
box,  shall  not  have  dialogue  with  the  official (s); 

ART  4  All  other  non-player  bench  personnel  shall  remain  seated  on  the  bench 
except  during  a  time-out  or  to  spontaneously  react  to  an  outstanding  play  by  a 
member  of  the  team. 

ART  5  The  Head  Coach  shall  replace  a  disqualified  or  injured  player  within  30 
seconds  when  a  substitute  is  available. 

PENALTY:  (All  articles)  Technical  Foul,  2  free  throws  and  possession  of  the 
basketball.  In  articles  1-4,  the  foul  is  charged  to  the  offender  and  to  the 
head  coach.  In  Article  5,  the  foul  is  charged  to  the  head  coach.  If  flagrant, 
the  offender  shall  go  to  the  team's  locker  room,  or  leave  the  building. 

NOTE:  The  third  technical  foul  on  any  coach  is  considered  flagrant. a

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1987-88  NATIONAL  FEDERATION  WRESTLING 
RULE  INTERPRETATIONS  PART  I 


SITUATION  #1:  Is  it  permissible  for  a  referee  to  wear  red  and  green  armbands 

without  having  the  approval  of  the  state  association  office'' 

RULING:  Starting  with  the  1987-88  wrestling  season,  it  is  permissible  for  officials 

lo  wear  red  and  green  armbands,  Startmg  with  the'.l  988-89  season,  this  rule  will 

become  mandatory  for  all  otticials,  (3-1  -1} 

SITUATION  #2:  Is  the  growth  allowance  in  effect  for  the  1987-88  wrestling 

RULING:  The  growth  allowance  will  be  in  effect  for  the  1987-88  wrestling  season  if 

the  twelve  weight  classes  are  m  use.  If  a  state  shifts  to  the  new  1 3  weight  classes, 

the  growth  allowance  should  be  delted,  (4-4-4  &  4-4-1) 

SITUATION  #3:  For  a  regular  season  tournament,  what  is  the  length  of  the 

weigh-in  period  and  when  should  it  be  conducted'? 

RULING:  The  weigh-in  period  is  one  hour  in  length  and  it  shall  be  conducted  a 

maximum  of  two  hours  and  a  minimum  of  one  hour  prior  to  the  start  of  the  first 

session  each  day  (4-5-3) 

StTUATI0N#4:  A  school  has  a  dual  meet  on  Tuesday,  a  dual  meet  on  Wednesday 

and  a  dual  meet  on  Thursday,  what  are  the  allowable  weights  for  an  individual  at 

145  pounds  for  the  three  consecutive  days  of  competition'' 

RULING:  On  Tuesday,  you  would  need  to  weigh-m  at  scratch  weight  at  145 

pounds,  on  Wednesday  you  would  be  allowed  a  one-pound  allowance  making 

your  weight  146  pounds  and  on  Thursday  you  would  be  allowed  an  additional 

pound  which  means  you  could  weigh-m  at  147  pounds 

COMMENT:  There  is  a  one-pound  allowance  granted  for  each  consecutive  day  of 

competition  The  only  requirement  for  this  allowance  is  that  you  must  notify  your 

opponent  a  minimum  of  48  hours  tn  advance  of  the  contest.  (4-5-4) 

SITUATION  #5;  Wrestler  A  has  Wrestler  B  in  a  pmnmg  situation  and  the  referee 

has  started  his  count.  At  that  time.  Wrestler  B  indicates  that  he  is  injured  and  the 

referee  stops  the  match  How  many  points  would  be  awarded  to  Wrestler  A"? 

RULING:  If  injury  occurs  after  near  fall  criteria  has  been  met  the  offensive  wrestler

COMMENT:  It  injury  occurs  just  prior  to  meeting  near  fall  criteria  you  would  award 
a  two- point  near  fall,  if  injury  occurs  after  near  fall  criteria  is  met,  you  would  award 
a  three-point  near  fall.  You  must  only  meet  near  fall  requirements;  you  do  not  have 
to  hold  It  tor  two  seconds  to  earn  the  three-point  near  tall.  {5-2-4g) 
SITUATION  #6:  Wrestler  A  sustains  injury  to  his  shoulder  and  asks  for  time-out 
from  the  referee  The  referee  grants  time-out  and,  as  soon  as  the  contestant  goes 
to  the  corner  of  the  mat,  his  coach  begins  offering  instructions  to  his  wrestler. 
RULING:  The  injured  contestant  shall  not  receive  any  coaching  during  injury 
time-out  When  the  referee  observes  this,  he  shall  penalize  the  coach  tor 
unsportsmanlike  conduct  and  deduct  one  team  point 

COMMENT:  The  no-coaching  rule  is  in  effect  only  during  the  injury  timeout.  The 
coach  and  wrestler  can  only  discuss  the  injury  and/or  the  physical  condition  of 
the  contestant.  When  the  timeout  is  over  and  while  the  wrestler  is  returning  to  the 
center  of  the  mat  and  the  coach  is  returning  to  the  bench,  there  can  be  coaching. 
(8-2-1) 

SITUATION  #7:  At  the  conclusion  of  the  regular  match  the  score  is  tied  4-4  and  an 
overtime  is  declared.  During  the  one-minute  rest  period.  Wrestler  A  removes  his 
shoulder  straps  and  is  penalized  by  the  referee  for  unsportsmanlike  conduct.  One 
team  point  is  deducted  At  the  conclusion  of  the  overtime  match,  the  score  is  5-5. 
Who  would  be  declared  the  winner  of  the  match'' 

RULING:  If  Wrestler  B  has  not  been  penalized  for  unsportsmanlike  conduct  he 
would  be  declared  the  winner  of  the  contest  In  looking  at  criterion  #1 ,  Wrestler  B 
would  bethelosereof  the  contest  because  of  the  unsportsmanlike  calla  gainst  him 
tor  removing  shoulder  straps  that  occurred  following  the  regular  matcha  nd  prior 
to  the  conclusion  of  the  overtime.  Any  unsportsmanlike  act  that  occurs  following 
the  regular  match  and  prior  to  the  conclusion  of  wrestling  m  the  overtime  period 
shall  be  counted  under  criterion  #1  (5-4-1.  8-1-2  &  3,  10-4-4) 
SITUATION  #8:  In  tournament  competition  the  match  ends  in  a  tie  and  as  the 
wrestler  are  returning  to  the  center  ot  the  mat.  Wrestler  A  shoves  Wrestler  B  and 
Wrestler  B  slips  and  falls.  The  referee  calls  Wrestler  A  with  unsportsmanlike 
conduct.  Wrestler  B  is  injured  because  o(  the  shove  Would  he  be  allowed 
recovery  time"? 

RULING:  The  unsportsmanlike  conduct  occurs  after  the  end  of  wrestling, 
therefore,  would  not  receiveany  recovery  time.  Wrestler  B  would  have  one  minute 
between  the  regular  match  and  the  overtime  to  be  ready  to  wrestle  If  he  could  not 
wrestle  at  the  start  of  the  overtime,  he  would  lose  the  match  by  default.  (8-2-2) 
SITUATION  #9:  In  both  semi-fmal  matches  of  the  11 2-pound  weight  class  we  have 
contestants  that  are  injured  due  to  an  illegal  hold  where  the  wrestlers  are  not  able 
to  continue  their  matches  Following  the  two  semi-final  matches  both  individuals 
are  checked  by  a  doctor  and  they  are  both  told  they  cannot  wrestle  in  the  finals  of 
the  tournament.  How  would  we  figure  the  placement  ot  these  two  contestants  and 
how  many  team  points  would  these  two  individuals  earn"? 
RULING:  In  this  situation  there  would  be  no  first  place  finisher,  therefore,  neither 
team  would  receive  points  for  first  place  The  points  these  two  individuals  would 
contribute  to  their  teams  would  be  the  points  Ihey  earned  for  a  second  place  finish. 
(9-2-2) 

SITUATION  #10:  With  approximately  25  seconds  gone  int  he  period  the  offensive 
wrestler  is  warned  for  stalling  and  the  referee  does  not  stop  the  match  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  third  period  the  coach  goes  to  the  scorers  table  indicating  there 
has  been  an  error  and  asks  that  it  be  corrected.  Would  it  be  necessary  to  rewrestle 
the  last  one  minute  and  35  seconds. 

RULING:  This  owuld  be  considered  as  bad  time  becasue  wrestling  was  allowed  to 
continue  follwing  a  violation  when  the  match  should  have  been  stopped.  It  would 
be  necessary  to  rewrestle  one  minute  and  35  seconds  (6-6-1) 


SITUATION  #11:  Wrestling  ends  with  the  score  of  the  match  Wrestler  A-10  and 
Wrestler  B-4  At  that  time.  Wrestler  A  hits  Wrestler  B  and  is  charged  with  flagrant 
misconduct  This  takes  place  after  wrestling  and  prior  to  the  wrestlers  leaving  the 
mat  How  would  this  match  be  scored'? 

RULING:  If  this  occurs  in  a  dual  meet  there  would  be  no  winner  and  Wrestler  A's 
team  would  have  one  team  point  deducted  If  this  would  happen  in  a  tournament 
there  would  be  a  one  team  point  deduction  from  Team  A  and  there  would  be  no 
winner  of  the  match.  Wrestler  A  would  be  removed  from  the  tournament  and  could 
not  advance  or  place  m  the  tournament  He  would  however,  receive  the  points  he 
had  earned  prior  to  this  incident,  (8- 1  -5) 

SITUATION  #12:  Wrestler  A  is  in  the  top  position  and  Wrestler  B  sits  out.  During 
this  situation  the  official  signals  locked  hands  Wrestler  B  cannot  complete  the 
switch  and  Wrestler  A  cradles  B  and  the  official  drops  to  the  mat  and  begins  to 
count  the  near  fall  Wrestler  B's  coach  notes  the  time  as  30  seconds  remaining 
and,  as  the  period  ends,  the  official  awards  a  one-point  penalty  and  a  three-point 
near  fall  to  Wrestler  A.  During  the  time-out  that  follows.  Wrestler  B's  coach  asks  the 
official  why  Wrestler  A  received  a  three-point  near  fall  and  a  penalty  point  when  he 
had  signalled  locked  hands  The  official  said  that  he  was  not  trying  to  signal  locked 
hands  but  that  he  had  meant  to  signal  an  illegal  hold.  Would  this  be  considered  as 
bad  time  and  how  should  this  be  scored'? 

RULING:  The  official  has  obviously  made  an  error  in  the  signal  that  he  has  given 
but  this  would  have  no  effect  on  the  score  of  the  contest.  This  would  not  be 
considered  as  bad  time  and  all  points  would  stand  (6-6-3) 
SITUATION  #13:  The  referee  is  restarting  the  match  following  an  out-of-bounds 
situation  and,  as  he  is  starting  the  match.  Wrestler  A  commits  a  false  start.  The 
timer  starts  the  clock  and  two  seconds  expire  before  he  turns  the  clock  off.  The 
coach  of  Wrestler  B  goes  to  the  scorer's  table  requesting  that  two  seconds  be  put 
back  on  the  clock  because  this  would  be  bad  time 

RULING:  This  would  be  considered  as  bad  time  and  the  two  second  correction 
would  need  to  be  made  by  the  referee  (6-6-1 ) 

SITUATION  #14:  At  the  beginning  of  the  third  period  the  wrong  wrestler  is  given 
the  choice  of  position  Prior  to  this  error  being  detected  Wrestler  A  is  injured  and  it 
IS  necessary  that  he  takes  one  and  one-half  minutes  of  injury  time.  Following  his 
injury  time-out,  it  is  discovered  that  the  wrong  wrestler  was  given  the  choice  of 
position  and  the  referee  rules  that  the  entire  third  period  is  a  bad  time  How  would 
this  effect  the  injury  time  taken  by  Wrestler  A'? 

RULING:  When  the  referee  rules  that  bad  time  existed  during  the  third  pehod 
everything  would  be  deleted  relating  to  the  match  score.  This  would  also  cancel 
the  injury  time  used  by  Wrestler  A,  All  injury  time  that  he  had  used  during  the  third 
period  would  be  placed  back  at  his  disposal.  (6-6-1 ) 

SITUATION  #15:  When  a  contestant  is  called  for  unsportsmanlike  conduct  how  do 
we  determine  if  the  penalty  should  be  a  match  pomt  or  a  team  poinf? 
RULING:  If  the  unsportsmanlike  call  occurs  from  the  start  of  the  first  penod  until 
the  conclusion  of  wrestling  by  either  a  fall,  technical  tall  or  the  conclusion  of  the 
third  period,  you  would  have  a  match  point.  If  the  unsportsmanlike  conduct  call 
occurs  prior  to  the  start  of  the  match  or  after  the  conclusion  of  wrestling,  it  would 
be  a  team  point  If  it  occurs  following  wrestling  at  the  end  of  the  third  period,  and 
prior  to  the  start  of  the  overtime  match  m  tournament  competition,  it  would  be 
considered  a  team  point  If  it  occurs  between  the  first  and  second  period  of  the 
regular  match  it  would  be  considered  as  a  match  point.  (8-1-2,  8-1-3) 
SITUATION  #16:  Wrestler  A  has  been  warned,  penalized  twice  and  is  finally 
disqualified  when  he  continues  to  stall.  How  shall  the  referee  handle  this  situation? 
In  a  tournament  may  the  wrestler  continue  wrestling  if  he  is  eligible  to  compete  in 
the  consolation  brackef? 

RULING:  When  the  match  is  stopped  the  referee  checks  with  the  scorer's  table  to 
determine  that  a  disqualification  is  in  order  If  it  is  he  then  raises  the  hand  of 
Wrestler  B  who  is  declared  the  winner  For  Wrestler  A  this  would  be  the  same  as 
any  other  type  of  loss  and  he  would  be  qualified  for  the  consolation  bracket

RULE  INTERPRETATIONS  PART  I 


SITUATION  #1 :  It  is  A"s  turn  for  an  alternating  possession  throw-m  A1  is  handed 

the  ball,  but  before  the  throw-m  is  made,  A2  commits  a  violation  for  excessively 

swinging  arms  and  elbows  without  making  contact 

RULING:  Team  A  has  lost  the  ball  because  of  the  violation  and  it  is  awarded  to 

Team  B  for  a  throw-in  Team  A  has  also  lost  its  opportunity  to  make  an  alternating 

possession  throw-m    The  arrow  is  reversed  and  Team  B  will  have  the  next 

throw-m  opportunity  under  the  alternatmg  procedure.  (6-3-4,  9-10) 

SITUATION  #2:  A1  dribbles  the  ball  from  backcourt  to  fontcourl.  During  the 

dribble,  the  ball  suddenly  squirts  away  from  A1  and  bounces  20  to  25  feet  away.  No 

player  from  either  team  touches  the  ball  as  A 1  races  to  it  and  continues  the  dribble 

RULING:  Legal  action  The  dribble  did  not  end  when  the  ball  squirted  away  and  Al 

was  entitled  to  either  continue  the  dribble  or  end  it,  (4-12) 

SITUATION  #3:  Following  a  time-out  by  Team  B,  Al  is  given  the  ball  for  the  first  of  2 

free  throws  even  though  Team  Bis  still  huddling  at  the  bench  and  the  first  marked 

spaces  on  each  side  of  the  lane  are  not  occupied.  Al's  first  attempt  is  successful 

The  administering  official  then  hands  the  ball  to  Al  for  the  2nd  attempt.  Team  B  is 

still  at  the  sideline.  The  official  again  gives  the  signal  which  indicates  a  violation  by 

Team  B  rf  the  attempt  is  missed  Al  misses  the  2nd  free  throw  attempt. 

RULING:  The  violation  will  be  signalled  and  Al  will  be  given  a  substitute  attempt. 

Team  B  will  be  assessed  a  technical  foul  if  they  delay  further  by  not  occupying  the 

first  marked  spaces  on  each  side  of  the  lane  before  the  ball  becomes  alive  for  the 

substitute  throw  (2-12-5.9-1  Pen  2b) 

SITUATION  #4:  The  proper  signals  have  all  been  given  and  Al  is  ready  to  attempt 

the  2nd  of  2  free  throws  The  first  free  throw  had  been  made  prior  to  Team  B  calling 

a  time-out  Team  B  players  are  stiil  at  their  bench  when  the  signals  are  given.  Al  is 

awarded  the  ball  and  makes  the  second  attempt  also 

RULING:  The  administering  official  will  now  place  the  ball  on  the  floor  and  begin 

the  5-second  throw-m  count  on  Team  B  If  Team  B  does  not  make  the  throw-in 

within  the  specified  time,  a  violation  will  result.  (9-3-3) 

COMMENT:  Each  time-out  or  intermission  between  the  1st  and  2nd  quarters,  and 

between  the  3rd  and  4lh  quarters,  is  a  separate  situation  under  the  procedure  and 

there  is  no  carry-over  from  one  to  the  other. 

SITUATION  #5:  Following  a  charged  time-out  the  ball  is  handed  to  Al  for  a 

throw-in  even  though  Team  B  is  not  ready  to  play  Team  B  is  still  m  conference  at 

the  sideline  The  substitues  are  off  the  bench  and  the  coaches  are  huddled  around 

the  seated  players.  A 1  completes  the  throw-in  and  A2  scores  an  uncontested  goal 

Should  Team  B  be  charged  with  a  technical  foul(s)  for  substitutes  and  coaches 

being  off  the  bench"?

RULING;  A2  is  charged  with  a  technical  foul  (10-3-8b) 

SITUATION  #9:  Following  a  goat.  Al  passes  the  ball  along  the  end  line  towards  Al 

who  IS  also  out-of-bounds  Bl  reaches  through  the  plane  of  the  line  and  deflects 

the  ball  away 

RULING:  A  technical  foul  is  charged  to  Bl  (l0-3-8a) 

SITUATION  #10:  After  the  administering  official  has  handed  the  ball  to  free 

thrower  Al  (a)  A2  moves  to  a  position  mside  the  free  throw  line  extended;  or  (b)  Bl 

breaks  the  plane  of  the  3-point  line 

RULING:  In  (a)  it  is  a  violation  which  causes  an  immediate  dead  ball.  Unless  Al  has 

a  2nd  attempt,  the  ball  is  awarded  to  B  at  the  free  throw  line  extended  In  (b)  the 

delayed  violation  by  Bl  is  signalled  by  the  official  and  a  substitute  throw  is 

awarded  it  Al's  attempt  is  unsuccessful.

(4-23) 

SITUATION  #13:  A  technical  foul  is  charged  to  the  caoch  of  Team  A,  Just  prior  to 

the  ball  being  handed  to  the  free  thrower,  Al  requests  a  time-out.  Should  it  be 

granted? 

RULING:  Yes.  There  is  no  rule-based  reason  not  to,  (5-8-3) 

SITUATION  #14:  Al  is  successful  on  a  free  throw  with  only  seconds  remaining  in 

the  4th  quarter.  The  free  throw  puts  Team  A  ahead  by  one  point.  Three  substitutes 

of  Team  A  leap  to  their  feet  and  come  onto  the  court  to  congratulate  Al  just  before 


xpirf 


RULING:  The  substitutes  are  actually  violating  two  provisions  of  the  rules  by  not 

being  seated  and  for  entering  the  court.  However,  only  one  team  technical  foul  is 

assessed  and  it  is  also  charged  to  the  head  coach  When  a  multiple  infraction  like 

this  occurs,  only  one  technical  foul  is  charged  (10-4) 

SITUATION  #15:  Team  A  has  only  five  players  and  no  remaining  time-outs  when 

Al  IS  injured  late  m  the  4th  quarter.  After  45  seconds  the  coach  determines  that  Al 

could  continue  to  play,  fvlust  Al  be  removed  m  order  to  avoid  an  excess  time-out 

or  must  Al  remain  m  the  game  as  no  substitutes  are  available"? 

RULING:  It  A1  remains  in  the  game  a  technical  foul  for  an  excess  time-out  will  be 

charged.  No  penalty  is  assessed  it  Al  withdraws  and  then  reenters  at  the  first 

substitution  opportunity.  (5-8-2a,  5-9) 

SITUATION  #16:  Al  has  one  foot  touching  the  3-point  line  and  the  other  behind  it 

as  he  or  she  jumps  to  try  for  goal  Al  fades  back  during  the  try  and  lands  well  away 

from  the  line  after  releasing  the  ball  The  trail  offficial  has  primary  responsibility 

and  correctly  gives  no  signal  during  the  try  However,  the  lead  official  gives  the 

successful  3-point  signal  when  the  ball  goes  m  the  basket.  The  scorer  records  3 

points. 

RULING:  The  error  was  made  in  erroneously  counting  a  3- point  goal.  The  error  is 

correctable  under  the  provision  of  Rule  2- 10  In  this  situation  the  trail  official  or  the 

coach  of  Team  B  would  likely  be  the  one  who  would  recognize  an  error  was  made. 

If  the  coach  recognizes  it,  he  or  she  should  go  to  the  table  immediately  and  ask  for 

a  time-out  to  discuss  the  situation  with  the  officials.  The  scorer  would  signal  the 

officials  at  the  first  opportunity  The  error  is  discussed  and  correction  is  made 

within  the  limits  of  the  rule.  The  game  will  then  continue  from  the  point  of 

interrruption  The  time-out  for  Team  8  would  be  cancelled.

Commissioner  Tom  (Vlills,  Executive  Assistant  Billy  V.  Wise, 
Asst  Commissioners  Brigid  DeVries  and  Louis  Stout  and 
Sports  Information  Director  Julian  Tackett.  The  invocation 
was  given  by  Mr.  Sam  Chandler. 

President  Welch  called  on  Mr.  Steve  Underwood,  repre- 
senting Peter  Connerth,  Hopkinsville  High  School,  who  had 
requested  a  hearing  before  the  Board  to  appeal  the  decision 
of  the  Commissioner  as  it  relates  to  By-Laws  6,  Transfer  Rule 
Peter  had  transferred  from  University  Heights  Academy  to 
Hopkinsville  High  School  and  was  subject  to  the  Transfer 
Rule.  Following  Mr.  Underwood's  appeal  and  questions  to 
him  by  the  Board  members,  Huston  DeHaven  made  a  motion 
that  the  Board  uphold  the  Commissioner's  decision.  Bill 
Case  seconded  the  motion  which  passed  unanimously. 

The  next  appeal  was  requested  by  James  Steven  Stacy, 
father  of  Mark  Stacy,  a  student  at  Jackson  City  High  School. 
Mark  had  transferred  from  Breathitt  County  High  School  and 
had  been  ruled  ineligible  to  participate  in  interscholastic 
athletics  due  to  By-Law  6,  Transfer  Rule.  Following  Mr. 
Stacy's  appeal  and  a  discussion  thereof  by  the  Board 
members,  Tom  Buchanan  made  a  motion  that  the  Board 
uphold  the  Commissioner's  ruling  in  this  case.  Grant  Talbott 
seconded  the  motion  which  carried  unanimously. 

President  Welch  then  called  on  Mr.  Carlton  Anderson, 
Athletic  Director  at  Conner  High  School  who  appeared 
before  the  Board  to  appeal  the  decision  of  the  Commissioner  in 
the  case  of  Jackie  Winebrenner.  Jackie  had  transferred  from 
St.  Henry  High  School  where  she  participated  in  basketball  to 
Conner  High  School  and  was  therefore  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Transfer  Rule  and  ineligible  to  participate  in 
interscholastics  until  she  has  been  enrolled  there  for  a  period 
of  thirty-six  school  weeks.  Following  Mr.  Anderson's  appeal 
and  questions  to  him  by  the  Board  members.  Grant  Talbott 
moved  that  the  ruling  of  the  Commissioner  be  upheld  in  this 
case.  Sam  Chandler  seconded  the  motion  which  passed 
unanimously. 

There  being  no  more  appeals,  President  Welch  introduced 
Coach  Reed,  Football  Coach  at  Washington  County  High 
School  who  had  asked  to  present  a  proposal  to  extend  the 
Football  season.  The  new  proposal  calls  for  the  following 
changes:  practice  in  pads  -  August  1;  1st  game  -  August  21; 
Championship  Finals  -  December  1.  Commissioner  Mills 
advised  Coach  Reed  that  the  Football  Committee  will  meet  to 
discuss  the  proposal  and  will  report  back  to  the  full  Board  in 
January. 

There  being  no  further  business  Sam  Chandler  made  a 
motion  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned.  Tom  Buchanan 
seconded  the  motion  which  passed  unanimously.

BOARD  OF  CONTROL  MEETING  DATE  CHANGED 

The  Kentucky  High  School  Athletic  Association  Board  of  Control  meeting 
scheduled  for  January  15  and  16  in  Louisville  has  been  changed  to  the  following 
weekend,  January  22  and  23.  The  meeting  will  be  held  at  the  Executive  Inn  in 
Louisville.  The  change  is  due  to  the  movement  of  the  dates  of  the  Louisville 
Invitational  Tournament  and  the  desire  to  make  the  meeting  as  accessible  as 
possible  to  K.H.S.A.A.  constituencies. 


K.H.S.A.A.  COACHING  BOX  (Experimental  for  the  1987-88  Basketball  Season) 

The  basketball  committee  has  approved  the  following  amendment  to  the  National 
Federation  Rules  for  all  games  played  in  Kentucky.  The  change  is  effective 
immediately.  All  schools,  coaches,  superintendents  and  officials  are  being 
notified  as  well  as  being  sent  a  sample  of  play  interpretations. 

PART  I  -  Definition.  This  would  become  Section  14  of  Basketball  Rule  1,  under 
definitions.  Section  13  would  be  amended  to  change  "...  recommended  that  the 
..."  to  "...  required  that  the  ...". 

SECTION  14  The  "coaching  box"  shall  be  defined  as  an  area  outside  the  playing 
court  on  the  side  of  the  court  which  the  scorers/timers  table  and  team  benches 
are  located.  This  area  shall  be  bounded  by  the  mid-court  line  (28'  line)  and 
the  corresponding  end-line  for  length  boundaries,  and  the  sideline  and  the  team 
bench  for  the  width  boundary.  The  optimum  width  shall  be  three  feet  (3'),  but 
in  cases  of  limited  space,  may  be  reduced  to  the  distance  from  the  sideline  to 
the  team  bench. 

All  bench  areas  must  be  located  on  the  side  of  the  court,  and  may  not  extend 
past  the  mid-court  line  (28'  line). 

Each  box  shall  be  clearly  marked  with  two-inch  wide  lines,  one  extending  from 
the  mid-court  (28')  line,  and  the  other  from  the  end-line.  The  line  may  be 
painted,  or  may  be  marked  with  tape,  but  must  be  clearly  visible.  If  painted, 
the  line  shall  be  of  contrasting  color  to  the  side  and  end  lines. 

For  permissible  actions  within  the  confines  of  the  "coaching  box",  see  Rule 
10,  Section  5,  as  amended  for  use  by  the  Kentucky  High  School  Athletic 
Association  for  the  1987-88  season. 


PART  II  -  Delete  existing  basketball  playing  Rule  10,  Section  5. 
Replace  Rule  10-5  with  the  following  -- 

SECTION  5  The  Head  Coach  may  stand  to  give  instructions  to  his/her  players  but 
must  remain  within  the  confines  of  the  coaching  box  at  all  times  while  the 
clock  is  running  or  is  stopped  except  to: 

ART  1  ...  confer  with  personnel  at  the  scorer's  table  to  request  a  time-out 
for  a  correctable  error,  as  in  2-10,  or  to  prevent  or  rectify  a  timing  or 
scoring  mistake  or  an  alternating  possession  mistake; 

ART  2  ...  attend  an  injured  player,  when  beckoned  onto  the  court  by  an 
official ; 

ART  3  The  Head  Coach,  when  standing,  or  kneeling  in  the  designated  coaching 
box,  shall  not  have  dialogue  with  the  official (s); 

ART  4  All  other  non-player  bench  personnel  shall  remain  seated  on  the  bench 
except  during  a  time-out  or  to  spontaneously  react  to  an  outstanding  play  by  a 
member  of  the  team. 

ART  5  The  Head  Coach  shall  replace  a  disqualified  or  injured  player  within 
30  seconds  when  a  substitute  is  available. 

PENALTY:  (All  articles)  Technical  Foul,  2  free  throws  and  possession  of  the 
basketball.  In  articles  1-4,  the  foul  is  charged  to  the  offender  and  to  the 
head  coach.  In  Article  5,  the  foul  is  charged  to  the  head  coach.  If  flagrant, 
the  offender  shall  go  to  the  team's  locker  room,  or  leave  the  building. 

NOTE:  The  third  technical  foul  on  any  coach  is  considered  flagrant.

White  House  Conference 


KANSAS  CITY,  MO  (December  3, 1 987)  --  Brice  Durbin,  executive  director  of  the  National  Federation  of  State  High 
School  Associations,  has  been  appointed  by  President  Ronald  Reagan  as  a  member  of  the  National  White  House 
Conference  for  a  Drug  Free  America,  which  will  be  held  February  28-March  3  in  Washington,  D.C. 

The  White  House  Conference  is  a  bi-partisan  conference  that  was  mandated  by  Congress  to  be  implemented  by 
the  President  as  a  result  of  the  Drug  Free  Schools  and  Communities  Act  of  1 986.  The  purpose  of  the  conference  is  to 
determine  the  best  ways  for  the  United  States  to  use  its  resources  in  the  war  against  drugs. 

Thirty-seven  of  the  top  experts  in  the  field  of  drug  abuse  and  education,  as  well  as  individuals  who  have  dealt  with 
these  issues  through  other  areas  of  education  and  life  were  invited  by  the  President  as  members  of  the  national 
conference. 

The  Washington,  D.C,  conference  conlcudes  four  months  of  regional  conferences  in  Omaha,  Los  Angeles, 
Cincinnati,  Jacksonville,  Albuquerque  and  New  York.  Leaders  concerned  about  substance  abuse  have  been 
working  together  to  determine  possible  ways  to  solve  this  country's  problems  with  drug  use  and  abuse.

Mary  Lou  Retton  won  the  hearts  of  people  all  over  the  world  in  1984  when  she  won  the  all-around  gold  medal  in 
gymnastics  at  the  Olympics  in  Los  Angeles.  She  also  won  two  bronze  and  two  silver  medals  and  helped  the  United 
States  team  to  a  silver  medal. 

Retton  was  born  January  24, 1 968,  in  Fairmont,  West  Virginia,  and  began  competing  in  gymnastics  at  age  7.  She 
attended  Fairmont  High  School  and  then  Northland  Christian  in  Houston  after  moving  there  to  train  full-time  with 
former  coach  Bela  Karolyi.  She  eventually  graduated  from  high  school  by  correspondence  courses  through  the 
University  of  Missouri. 

Many  awards  have  been  bestowed  on  the  vivacious  Retton,  including  the  1 984  Sports  Illustrated  Sportswoman  of 
the  Year,  1 984  Gymnast  of  the  Year,  1 984  Women's  Sports  Foundation  Female  Athlete  of  the  Year,  Olympia  Award, 
Associated  Press  Amateur  Athlete  of  the  Year  1984,  American  Academy  of  Achievement  Award  and  the  Olympic 
Hall  of  Fame  (youngest  inductee).

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MINUTES 

OF  THE 

BOARD  MEETING 

November  28,  1987 


The  Board  of  Control  of  tfie  Kentucky  High  School  Athletic 
Association  met  at  the  Executive  Inn,  Louisville,  Kentucky  on 
Saturday,  November  28,  1987.  The  meeting  w/as  called  to 
order  by  President  Frank  Welch  at  9.00  a.m.  with  the  following 
Board  members  present:  Tom  Buchanan,  Bill  Case,  Sam 
Chandler,  Huston  DeHaven,  Tony  Olinger,  Grant  Talbott  and 
Ken  TIppett.  Also  present  were  Commissioner  Tom  Mills, 
Executive  Assistant  Billy  V.  Wise,  Asst.  Commissioners  Brigid 
L.  DeVries  and  Louis  Stout,  and  Sports  Information  Director 
Julian  Tackett  present.  The  Invocation  was  given  by  Mr 
Chandler. 

Grant  Talbott  moved,  seconded  by  Tony  Olinger,  that  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting  held  on  October  9-10,  1987,  be 
approved  as  submitted.  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Sam  Chandler  made  a  motion  that  all  bills  of  the  Associ- 
ation for  the  period  of  October  1,  1987  through  October  31, 
1987,  be  approved.  Tom  Buchanan  seconded  the  motion 
which  carried  unanimously. 

Commissioner  Mills  led  a  lengthy  discussion  regarding  the 
continuing  problems  with  Foreign  Exchange  Students  as 
they  relate  to  their  participation  in  interscholastic  athletics.  It 
was  suggested  that  the  Commissioner  get  an  opinion  on  the 
subject  from  the  Board's  legal  counsel  and  report  back  to  the 
Board. 

Commissioner  Mills  then  reported  on  the  results  of  the 
Coaching  Box  survey  which  would  waive  By-Law  19,  as 
follows:  Yes  votes  -  228,  No  votes  -  33.  The  Basketball 
classification  interest  survey  which  was  sent  to  all  Board 
Appointed  Representatives  resulted  In  the  following  votes:  No 
votes  -  137;  Yes  votes  -  128. 

It  was  suggested  that  a  proposal  be  submitted  to  the 
Delegate  Assembly  that  would  extend  the  Baseball  season 
three  days. 

Commissioner  Mills  advised  the  Board  that  the  court  has 
approved  the  addition  of  two  female  Board  of  Control 
members.  Tony  Olinger  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Sam 
Chandler  that  the  Board  accept  the  proposal  as  submitted 
and  that  the  Commissioner  initiate  the  election  of  two  female 
representatives  to  the  Board  of  Control.  The  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

Following  a  discussion  regarding  the  assignment  of  teams 
by  the  K.H.S.A.A.  to  specific  motels  for  the  State  Tourna- 
ments/ Playoffs,  Grant  Talbott  made  a  motion  that  any  team 
who  does  not  stay  where  rooms  are  assigned.  In  all  sports,  the 
school  must  pay  their  own  expenses.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Louis  Stout,  Chairman, 
at  10:00  a.m.  Member  in  attendance  were:  Brother  Charles 
Cully.  Jeff  Lendon,  Bob  Pugh,  Rick  Kazeeand  Wayne  Wright. 

Mr.  Stout  introduced  Mr.  Bill  Wells,  Principal  of  Murray  High 
School.  Mr.  Wells  indicated  that  he  was  attending  the 
Committee  Meeting  only  to  voice  some  concerns  that  exist  in 
the  Western  Kentucky  area  that  involve  the  schools  that  are 
participating  in  soccer.  His  concerns  were  mainly  about  the 
soccer  alignment  the  tournament  sites,  game  times  for 
tournaments  and  the  type  of  facility  that  should  be  used  for 
soccer  events,  especially  during  the  tournaments. 

Wayne  Wright,  Athletic  Director,  Daviess  County  High 
School  mentioned  that  a  survey  was  sent  to  the  schools  that 
participated  in  soccer  to  request  sites  for  the  regional 
tournaments  for  1987.  He  reported  that  only  one  school 
indicated  that  they  would  host  the  regional  soccer  tourna- 
ment. That  school  was  University  Heights. 

Mr.  Wells  also  voiced  his  concern  for  the  lack  of  repre- 
sentation on  the  Committee  and  suggested  that  Western 
Kentucky  be  represented.  The  Committee  voted  to  select  a 
representative  from  that  area  for  the  1988  soccer  season. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the  school  officials 
receive  information  prior  to  the  start  of  the  soccer  season 
pertaining  to  the  regulation  of  issuing  a  red  card.  The 
Committee  also  recommended  that  the  procedure  we  are 
now  using  for  suspension  remain  as  stated.  Each  school  is  to 
impress  upon  its  coaches  that  any  player  receiving  a  red  card 
must  be  reinstated  prior  to  the  next  scheduled  contest.  Red 
card  suspended  players  will  not  be  permitted  to  play  in  the 
next  scheduled  contest  and  shall  be  reinstated  by  the 
Kentucky  High  School  Athletic  Association.

The  Committee  suggests  that  a  state-wise  officials'  clinic 
be  set  up  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  and  standardizing  the 
rules  throughout  the  State.

UNICEF,  Child's  Wish  and  the  West  Virginia  Society  for  Flood  Recovery  Foundation. 

Because  of  her  care  for  people,  especially  the  youth  of  America  and  their  health,  Retton  has  become  involved  in 
the  fight  against  alcohol  and  other  drug  use  and  abuse.  She  is  a  member  of  the  TARGET  Board  of  Directors  and  has 
been  active  in  TARGET'S  efforts  to  help  sutdents  cope  with  alcohol  and  other  drugs.

While  I 

was  training  I  had  to  stop  high  school  and  finish  high  school  by  correspondence  courses.  I  didn't  learn  a  lot  of  the 

things  I  should  have  in  high  school,  and  education  is  very  important  to  me.  So,  I  wanted  to  go  to  college  and 

complete  my  education. 
Q.  What  has  your  life  been  like  since  winning  the  gold  medal  in  1984  in  Los  Angeles?  Did  it  change  your  life? 
A.  Yes,  it  certainly  did  I'm  recognized  out  in  public  now  and  I  had  to  get  accustomed  to  that.  The  1 984  success  kind 

of  pushed  me  into  this  position,  and  I  had  to  grow  up  real  fast.  But  the  past  three  years  have  been  positive  ones. 

I've  enjoyed  signing  autographs,  traveling  all  over  the  world  and  meeting  people.  All  in  all,  it  has  been  wonderful. 
Q.  When  did  you  start  competing  in  gymnastics? 
A.  I  started  competing  in  gymnastics  when  I  was  seven  years  old  and  was  16  when  I  won  the  gold  medal  in  Los 

Angeles.  It  took  1 1  years  of  commitment  to  reach  my  goals.

REMINDER  TO  FOOTBALL  SCHOOLS  AND  OPEN  DATES 

The  first  playing  date  for  football  in  1988  is  August  19.  At  its  regular 
meeting  in  January,  the  Board  of  Control  voted  to  set  the  playoff  championships 
games  for  football  as  the  second  Friday  and  Saturday  following  Thanksgiving 
Day,  thereby  moving  the  starting  and  all  subsequent  playing  dates  of  the 
football  season  back  one  week  in  accordance  to  the  Limitation  of  Seasons.  The 
Board  then  voted  to  waive  the  starting  date  limitation  for  three  years  allowing 
the  schools  to  begin  regular  season  play  on  the  same  dates  as  was  previously 
published  until  the  end  of  the  classification  period.  Beginning  in  1991,  the 
first  playing  date  will  again  be  eleven  weekends  prior  to  the  first  round  of 
the  playoffs.  This  means  that  the  football  playing  schools  have  twelve 
possible  playing  weeks  for  the  next  three  seasons,  but  are  still  limited  to 
eleven  contests. 

The  first  legal  date  for  practice  in  pads  is  August  1.  Pads  is  defined  as  any 
football  equipment,  including  but  not  limited  to,  the  helmet,  shoulder  pads, 
hip  pads,  girdle  pads,  knee  pads,  thigh  pads  and  padded  uniform  pants.  Please 
remember  to  inform  the  Association  office  as  to  open  dates  and  to  contact  this 
office  when  you  fill  an  open  date.

A.  CLASSES 

The  Kentucky  High  School  Athletic  Association  shall  sponsor  post-season  competition  in  football  for  boys,  provided  that 
fifteen  (15)  percent  of  the  member  schools  declare  intentions  to  participate  in  said  competition.  (Q-A  59)  IVlember  schools 
desiring  to  participate  in  K.H.S.A.A.  sponsored  post-season  competition  shall  notify  the  Association  office  prior  to 
September  1.  The  state  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  based  on  enrollment  by  the  Commissioner,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Control.  Class  AAAA  includes  the  schools  with  an  enrollment  of  926  or  more  students  in  grades  10-12,  plus 
the  football  playing  schools  in  Jefferson  County;  Class  AAA  includes  the  schools  with  enrollment  of  615  to  925  students  in 
grades  10-12;  Class  AA  includes  the  schools  with  enrollment  of  425  to  614  students  in  grades  10-12;  Class  A  includes 
schools  with  less  than  425  students  in  grades  10-12.

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ANOREXIC,  BULIMIC  CONDITIONS  BAD

(The  following  article  appeared  in  the  Minnesota  Bulletin.) 

The  athlete  today  is  expected  to  be  a  winner.  He  is 
expected  to  wrestle  as  well  as  the  ancients.  She  Is  expected 
to  perform  magic  in  floor  exercises.  In  addition,  we  want  them 
to  be  student  leaders,  to  be  role  models  for  their  peers  and  for 
younger  students,  and  to  be  scholars.  The  athlete  today 
should  be  "perfect". 

Who  is  saying  this?  We  all  are.  As  parents  we  somehow 
don't  mind  6  a.m.  swim  practice  when  the  team  Is  winning.  As 
teachers  we  overlook  tired  eyes  and  late  papers  when  the 
football  team  makes  sectionals.  As  coaches  we  overlook 
muscle  fatigue  and  short  tempers  when  the  gymnastics  teams 
make  regionals.  We  all  look  away.  These  athletes  are  winners 
after  all,  or  are  they? 

Increasingly  the  price  for  obsessive  concerns  over  weight, 
appearance,  leadership  and  scholarship  is  an  athlete  with  an 
eating  disorder.  At  epidemic  proportions  today,  eating 
disorders  were  first  described  300  years  ago.  Anorexia 
nervosa  is  a  disease  in  which  the  victim  restricts  food  to  as 
low  as  300-500  calories  per  day.  This  self-starvation  deprives 
the  body  of  essential  calories  required  to  maintain  normal 
growth  and  development.  Anorectics,  those  with  this  disease, 
often  appear  emaciated.  Nonetheless,  they  see  themselves  as 
obese.  This  distorted  body  image  fuels  the  continual  weight 
loss. 

The  effects  we  see  of  anorexia  nervosa,  besides  continued 
weight  loss,  include  hypotension,  dehydration,  lethargy,  dry 
and  flakey  skin,  electrolyte  imbalance  for  women,  loss  of 
menstruation. 

Others  react  to  these  ideals  of  body  image,  target  weight 
and  perfection  by  binge  eating.  Binges  are  episodes  of 
excessive  eating  interrupted  by  abdominal  pain,  social 
interruption,  sleep  or  purging.  Purging  is  the  elimination  of 
food  and  liquid  by  self-induced  vomiting,  laxative  abuse,  diet 
pill  abuse  and /or  diuretic  abuse.  These  are  all  characteristics 
of  another  eating  disorder,  bulimia.  Bulimics,  those  with  this 
disease,  suffer  many  of  the  same  physical  symptoms  of 
anorectics.  Bulimics  who  purge  also  rob  their  bodies  of  the 
essential  calories.  Foods  consumed  during  the  binge  are 
frequently  high  in  sugar,  starch  and  carbohydrates  and  low  in 
over  all  nutrition 

Bilimics  who  purge  using  self-induced  vomiting  bring  the 
stomach  acid  into  the  esophagus,  over  the  salivary  glands, 
tongue,  teeth  and  lips.  This  acid  bath  abuses  the  esophagus, 
swells  the  salivary  glands,  erodes  tooth  enamel,  promotes 
gum  disease  and  can  contribute  to  matibular  joint  disease 


Wrestlers  who  regularly  fast,  beocme  obsessed  with  their 
weight  and  binge  following  a  match  are  potentially  beginning 
bulimic  behaviors.  Maintaining  that  targeted  weight  is 
essential  to  competition.  Some  programs  encourage  "spitting 
down"  during  the  week  as  a  method  of  weight  control.  Others 
encourage  "cutting  weight"  to  enable  the  student  to  compete 
at  the  lower  weight  division.  Both  methods  recommend  the 
wrestler  eat  heavily  over  the  weekend  following  a  match. 
These  tricks  to  weight  control  are  the  same  fasting,  binging, 
and  purging  typically  used  by  bulimics. 

Gymnasts  who  deny  the  mature  bodies  which  are  age 
appropriate  often  do  so  by  fasting  and/or  purging.  Mature 
breasts  and  hips  may  not  be  welcome  companions  on  the 
balance  beam  or  the  uneven  bars.  Think,  young  bodies 
gliding  across  the  mats  are  the  ideal.  Fasting  and/or  purging 
retard  maturity,  potentially  lengthen  a  career  and  can 
encourage  an  eating  disorder. 

Athletes  must  choose  between  healthy  lifestyles  and 
winning  at  all  costs.  This  battle  is  fought  in  a  society  flaunting 
thin,  young,  "perfect"  models  in  its  movies,  television  and 
advertising.  We  are  provided  exaggerated  male  models  so 
muscular  and  over  developed  they  would  be  caricatures 
were  we  not  jealous  and  busy  shaping  our  own  bodies.  The 
female  we  admire  is  so  thin  as  to  be  androgeous.  These 
images  heighten  the  potential  for  an  eating  disorder. 

Overcoming  an  eating  disorder  requires  professional 
intervention  to  unravel  the  maze  of  inappropriate  responses 
which  we  see  in  fasting,  binging  and  purging.  The  eating 
disorder  itself  is  an  appropriate  response  to  stress.  For  the 
athlete  that  societal  stress  can  be  compounded  by  demands 
of  image,  perfection  and  weight.  The  5'2"  gymnast  weighing 
85  pounds  may  go  to  state.  She  may  also  be  a  serious 
anorectic.  The  5'6"  wrestler  weighing  114  pounds  may  lead 
his  team.  He  may  also  be  a  serious  bulimic. 

Eating  diorders  can  be  fatal.  These  negative  habit  patterns 
learned  in  an  effort  to  preserve  an  athletic  career  can  grow  to 
be  life-threatening.  Student  athletes  may  be  leaders,  good 
scholars  and  positive  role  models.  But  they  may  find  all  these 
goals  too  overwhelmingly  stressful.  They  may  be  winners 
who  are  anorectics  and/or  bulimics.  They  are  not  the 
champions  we  should  be  encouraging  with  our  7  am,  car 
pools,  excused  or  late  papers,  or  fatigued  and  painfully  thin 
players.  Our  athletes  need  to  be  accepted  for  who  they  are 
and  not  insensitively  molded  into  who  we  wish  they  would 
become  The  successful  acceptance  of  the  individual  can 
further  the  personal  growth  and  self-esteem  which  nurture 
true  and  healthy  champions.

RULE  INTERPRETATION  #11:  in  the  last  sentence  the  reference  is  to 
advancement  points  only 
RULE  INTERPRETATION  #12:  This  Interpretation  should  be  deleted. 

SITUATION  #1 7:  Team  A  has  no  contestant  for  the  1 45-pound  weight  class  in  dual 
meet  competition  Wrestler  B  approaches  the  mat  in  the  following  circumstances: 
a)  wearing  the  proper  uniform  with  warm-up  jacket,  carrying  his  headgear;  b) 
wearing  street  clothes:  c)  wearing  a  proper  uniform  with  a  full  warm-up  suit,  f^ay 
he  receive  a  forfeit  under  the  above  conditions? 

RULING:  In  both  (a)  and  (c)  Wrestler  B  is  ready  to  compete  as  soon  as  he  removes 
his  warm-up  jacket  or  warm-up  suit  Infb)  he  is  not  in  proper  uniform  but  would  be 
allowed  the  opportunity  to  correct  this  situation  if  he  can  do  so  in  the  allotted  two 
minutes  time.  He  cannot  receive  a  forfeit  wearing  street  clothes.  (5-3-5) 
SITUATION  #18:  In  the  second  round  of  a  tournament  Wrestler  A  is  rendered 
unconscious  as  the  result  of  a  slam  by  Wrestler  B.  Wrestler  A  feels  that  he  is  ready 
to  wrestle  after  using  up  approximately  one  and  one-halt  minutes  of  recovery  time, 
but  there  is  no  physician  present  What  is  the  correct  procedure  to  follow'^ 
RULING:  Wrestler  A  cannot  continue  until  he  has  been  checked  by  a  physician, 
therefore  Wrestler  A  would  be  declared  the  winner  of  the  contest  by  default. 
COMMENTS:  Prior  to  Wrestler  A  competing  again  in  the  tournament  it  would  be 
necessary  that  he  be  checked  by  a  physician  H  they  were  competing  m  a  multiple 
dual-type  event  the  same  ruling  would  be  m  effect   In  order  to  continue  in 
whatever  event  was  taking  place  Wrestler  A  must  be  given  the  approval  to 
continue  by  a  physician  (8-2-4) 

SITUATION  #19:  In  the  finals  of  wrestling  tournament  the  two  contestants  are  both 
disqualified  from  the  match  because  of  a  double  stalling  call.  How  would  this  effect 
the  results  of  team  scoring  for  the  tournament? 

RULING:  If  an  individual  qualifies  for  the  finals  of  a  tournament  he  will  receive  the 
placement  points  for  second  place  as  long  as  he  is  not  disqualified  from  the 
tournament.  In  this  situation  the  two  individuals  are  disqualified  from  the  match  but 
it  is  not  a  tournament  disqualification,  therefore,  they  would  both  receive  second 
place  points  for  the  tournament  If  this  happens  m  the  first  round  of  a  tournament 
there  would  be  no  advancement.  In  dual  meet  competition  if  this  same  situation 
would  occur  there  would  be  no  points  earned  by  either  contestant.  (9-2-2) 
SITUATION  #20:  During  the  third  period  with  the  score  9  to  6  with  Wrestler  A  in  the 
lead,  a  flurry  of  moves  takes  place  Wrestler  B  gets  a  two-point  takedown  and  a 
two-point  near  fall.  Wrestler  A  reverses,  and  then  at  the  buzzer,  Wrestler  B 
escapes.  The  match  appears  to  end  in  a  draw  Wrester  As  coach  questions  the 
score-  Both  the  referee  and  the  assistant  referee  agree  on  what  happened  and  the 
wrestlers  begin  the  overtime  period.  Wrestler  B  defeats  Wrestler  A  m  the  overtime 
Wrestler  As  coach  again  questions  the  scoring  for  the  regulation  match  and 
points  out  that  the  scoresheet  shows  that  Wrestler  A  had  won  during  the  regular 
match.  Both  officials,  for  the  first  time,  review  the  scoresheet  and  conclude  that  the 
scoresheet  had  been  marked  incorrectly  How  would  this  effect  the  conlcusion  of 
the  match'' 

RULING:  This  would  be  considered  as  a  correctable  error  because  the  offended 
contestant  has  not  left  the  mat  area,  therefore  Wrestler  A  would  be  declared  the 
winner  of  the  regular  match  and  the  overtime  would  be  negated  (6-6-3) 
SITUATION  #21:  A  triangular  meet  is  being  conducted  on  one  mat.  In  the  185- 
pound  match  between  Teams  A  and  B  a  three-point  near  fall  is  awarded  near  the 
end  of  the  match  to  Team  B  This  does  not  get  recorded  by  either  scorer.  Wrestler  A 
wins  the  match  by  a  score  of  1 8- 1 5  The  end-of-  match  procedure  takes  place  and 
both  wrestlers  leave  the  mat.  The  next  match  begins  involving  Teams  A  and  C.  The 
coach  of  Team  B  then  remembers  that  his  wrestler  should  have  earned  a  tie 
because  of  the  last  three-point  near  fall.  He  calls  this  to  the  attention  of  the  referee 
AHer  consultation  with  the  two  scorers,  the  referee  agrees  that  a  near  fall  was 
awarded  but  not  recorded,  however,  he  denies  correcting  the  scores  since  the 
wrestlers  have  left  the  mat.  the  next  bout  has  started,  and,  m  his  mterpretation  of 
the  rules,  there  is  no  longer  a  correctable  error  The  coach  of  Team  B  maintains 
that  although  the  next  match  has  started,  it  did  not  involve  his  team  and  the  next 
match  in  his  case  has  not  started  and  the  error  could  be  corrected, 
RULING:  The  Wrestling  Rule  Book  makes  no  reference  to  any  kind  of  multiple  dual 
event  and  has  reference  only  to  dual  meets  and  tournament  competition  The 
above  error  is  categorized  as  a  correctable  error  simply  because  it  is  an  error 
between  the  referee  and  the  scorer  Rule  6-6-3  makes  reference  to  how  a 
correctable  error  can  be  corrected  If  it  is  m  a  dual  meet,  it  must  be  corrected  prior 
to  the  start  of  a  subsequent  match,  if  it  is  in  a  tournament,  it  must  be  corrected  pnor 
to  the  offended  contestant  leaving  the  mat  In  both  the  dual  and  tournament 
situations  described,  the  intent  of  the  rule  is  that  the  correction  must  be  made  prior 
to  the  next  match  starting  In  the  triangular  meet  described,  as  soon  as  the  next 
match  starts  between  Teams  A  and  C  you  would  no  longer  be  able  to  correct  the 
error.  Just  because  something  falls  under  the  correctable  error  category,  does  not 
mean  it  can  be  corrected  at  any  time.  (6-6-3) 

SITUATION  #22:  If  a  contestant  is  injured  and  this  injury  results  in  a  nosebleed  or 
some  other  type  of  bleeding,  how  long  should  the  match  be  stopped  to  correct  this 
situation*? 

RULING:  There  is  no  set  amount  of  time  set  aside  by  rule  as  to  how  long  a  match 
should  be  delayed  because  of  a  bleeding  problem.  This  is  left  up  to  the  discretion 
of  the  referee  and  if  he  feels  that  it  is  causing  a  hardship  on  the  other  contestant 
and  considers  it  as  unnecessarily  delaying  the  contest,  he  does  have  the  option  of 
defaulting  the  match.  If  the  referee  makes  a  decision  to  default  the  match,  then  that 
weight  class  would  be  concluded  and  you  would  then  move  on  to  the  next  match 


SITUATION  #23:  The  following  sequence  of  events  takes  place.  As  the  horn 
sounds  to  end  the  third  period,  with  the  score  A-7,  B-3,  the  two  wrestlers  are  on 
their  feet  with  Wrestler  A  behind  Wrestler  B  with  his  hands  locked  around  Wrestler 
B's  waist  Wrestler  A  then  picks  Wrestler  B  up.  brings  him  back  over  his  head  and 
slams  him  to  the  mat  with  unnecessary  force.  What  is  the  correct  call  for  the 
referee  to  make? 

RULING:  This  action  clearly  occurs  after  the  horn  sounds  and  the  referee  would 
call  either  unsportsmanlike  conduct  or  flagrant  misconduct.  This  is  a  judgement 
call  by  the  referee  If  the  referee  rules  flagrant  misconduct  there  would  be  no 
winner  of  the  match  and  Wrestler  A  would  be  removed  from  the  premises, 
eliminated  from  further  competition  and  1  team  point  deducted  If  the  referee  rules 
unsportsmanlike  conduct  Wrestler  A  would  be  the  winner  of  the  match  and  there 
would  be  1  team  point  deducted  from  Team  A 

SITUATION  #24:  In  a  tournament  match  the  score  is  tied  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
third  period  Durmg  the  interval  between  the  regular  match  and  the  overtime 
match,  one  of  the  wrestlers  commits  an  unsportsmanlike  act  Would  this  be 
considered  a  match  point  or  a  team  poinf^ 

RULING:  If  an  unsportsmanlike  act  is  committed  between  the  regular  match  and 
the  overtime  match,  it  would  be  considered  as  a  team  point  and  would  only  effect 
the  results  of  the  overtime  match  if  the  criteria  was  used  Unsportsmanlike  conduct 
by  a  wrestler  prior  to  or  after  the  conclusion  of  wrestling  is  a  team  point.  If  the 
unsportsmanlike  conduct  call  occurs  during  the  match,  it  is  a  match  point.  (5-4-1 , 
8-1-2  &  3,  10-4-4) 

SITUATION  #25:  Wrestler  A  is  attempting  an  escape  when  Wrestler  B  locks  his 
hands  around  the  waist  of  Wrestler  A  and  pulls  him  back  Wrestler  A  works  to  his 
feet  to  escape  and  Wrestler  B  also  stands  keeping  his  hands  locked  around  the 
waist  for  several  seconds  as  Wrestler  A  attempts  to  break  the  lock  Wrestler  A 
drops  to  the  mat  in  an  attempt  to  escape  or  reverse  but  is  stopped  by  Wrestler  B 
who  still  has  his  hands  locked  beyond  reaction  time.  It  is  obvious  the  escape  or 
reversal  cannot  be  made  and  the  referee  stops  the  match.  What  is  the  correct 
penalty  to  assess "^ 

RULING:  In  this  situation  we  have  two  different  circumstances  where  the  hands  of 
the  wrestler  are  locked  during  an  escape  attempt  The  first  occurs  on  the  first 
sit-out  by  Wrestler  A,  and,  when  he  comes  to  his  feet,  we  no  longer  have  locked 
hands  The  second  locked  hands  occurs  when  Wrestler  A  returns  to  the  mat  in 
another  attempt  to  escape  from  Wrestler  B,  who  did  not  unlock  his  hands  upon  the 
return  to  the  mat  In  this  situation  we  have  two  separate  penalties.  (7-3-4) 
SITUATION  #26:  Would  the  following  situation  be  considered  as  locked  hands:  If 
you  are  on  the  left  side  of  your  opponent  and  you  place  your  left  hand  under  him. 
grasping  his  right  forearm,  and  then  take  your  right  hand,  put  it  over  your  opponent 
in  under  his  arm  and  grasp  your  own  wrisf 

RULING:  Anytime  you  have  your  arms  around  your  opponent  and  lock  on  your 
own  hands  or  arm  it  is  a  technical  violation.  This  would  be  very  similar  to  the  chest 
cradle  or  West  Point  ride  (7-3-4) 

SITUATION  #27:  During  competition  Wrestler  A1  indicates  to  the  referee  that  he 
has  lost  his  contact  lens  and  requests  the  match  be  stopped.  During  this  period  of 
time  IS  the  coach  of  B1  allowed  to  give  his  wrestler  instructions'? 
RULING:  Searching  for  a  contact  lens  is  counted  as  injury  time,  therefore,  the 
contestant  shall  not  receive  any  coaching  during  this  injury  timeout. 
COMMENTS:  Anytime  injury  time  is  used  a  contestant  cannot  receive  instructions- 
This  would  not  be  the  case  if  you  were  using  recovery  time  or  if  it  was  time-out  for 
bleeding

SITUATION  #20:  Team  A  has  a  throw-in  to  resume  play  following  the  1st  quarter 

intermission   Team  A  does  not  respond  and  the  official  properly  counts  a  5- 

second  violation  Thereafter.  Team  B  inbounds  the  ball  and  scores  a  goal  with 

Team  A  still  at  their  bench.  Following  B's  goal  the  official  immediately  charges 

Team  A  with  a  technical  loul  tor  delay  as  they  are  stiti  at  their  bench. 

RULING:  Proper  procedure  Once  Team  A  had  violated  in  this  situation  and  was 

again  responsible  for  putting  the  ball  into  play,  a  technical  is  charged  if  they  are  not 

ready  immediately  This  is  an  example  of  when  a  technical  foul  is  charged  even 

though  only  one  team  has  violated. 

SITUATION  #21:  A1  ts  pivoting  while  holding  the  ball  and  accidentally  touches 

one  knee  to  the  floor 

RULING:  A1  has  traveled  (4-29  Ques.  1) 

SITUATION  #22:  A 1  is  dribbling  when  he  or  she:  (a)  drops  to  a  position  with  a  knee 

on  the  floor  and  then  ends  the  dribble,  or  (b)  drops  one  knee  to  the  floor  and  then 

stands  again  while  continuing  the  dribble. 

RULING:  The  action  in  both  (a}  and  (b)  is  legal 

SITUATION  #23:  A1  loses  his  or  her  balance  while  holding  the  ball.  A1  then  places 

a  hand  on  the  floor  to  regain  it.  Has  Al  traveled'' 

RULING:  No.  The  basic  interpretation  is  that  the  player  holding  the  ball  must  touch 

the  floor  with  some  part  of  the  body  other  than  hand  or  foot  to  cause  a  traveling 

violation 

SITUATION  #24:  The  rosters  for  both  teams  have  been  submitted  properly  and 

starters  have  been  designated  as  required  prior  to  the  game  The  referee  is  about 

to  loss  the  ball  to  start  play  (a)  Before  the  referee  enters  the  center  )ump  circle,  or 

(b)  after  the  referee  enters  the  circle  and  is  preparing  to  toss  (he  bail,  umpire  is 

notified  by  the  scorer  that  A6  rather  than  A5,  who  was  designated,  is  on  the  floor. 

RULING:  A  technical  loul  is  charged  to  Team  A  in  both  (a)  and  (b)  If  the  infraction  is 

not  discovered  until  after  the  ball  becomes  alive,  then  A6has  become  a  player  and 

no  penalty  can  be  assessed  (iO-l-5b) 

SITUATION  #25:  Free  thrower  Al  is  handed  the  ball  by  the  administering  official 

Al  then  places  the  bail  on  the  floor,  (a)  behind,  or  (b(  in  front  ot  the  free  throw  line 

and  pulls  up  his  or  her  socks  Al  then  picks  the  ball  up  and  makes  the  attempt

RULING:  There  has  been  no  violation  in  (a)  or  (b).  Placing  the  ball  on  the  floor  is  no 

different  than  bouncing  the  ball  on  either  side  of  the  line  —  which  is  also  permitted.

RULING;  No,  it  certainly  wasn't  Once  the  ball  became  alive  on  the  throw-in  by 

Team  A.  even  though  a  mistake  was  made,  it  was  too  late  to  do  anything  about  it 

except  make  sure  B  gets  the  next  alternation  possession  throw-m    The  goal 

should  not  have  been  cancelled  and  the  clock  should  not  have  been  adjusted  In 

addition,  since  the  mistake  was  not  correctable,  the  time-out  remains  charged  to 

Team  B  (2-10.  5-8-4.  5.  5-9  Exp  4) 

SITUATION  #27:  Al    is  being  guarded  by  Bi   near  the  top  of  the  free  throw 

semicircle  Al  starts  to  drive  for  the  basket  and  BI  moves  quickly  to  maintain  good 

position  A2  has  set  a  legal  screen  behind  BI .  BI  does  not  see  the  screener  and  the

SITUATION  #29:  The  final  signal  has  |usi  sounded  to  end  the  halftime  intermission 

when  A6  reports  to  enter  The  scorer  advises  A6  that  it  is  too  late  to  enter  without 

being  charged  with  a  technical  foul  Team  A  requests  and  is  granted  a  time-out 

during  which  A6  reports  and  enters 

RULING:  Legal  procedure  It  may  be  argued  that  Team  A  has  used  a  time-out  to 

avoid  a  technical  foul,  but  the  interst  of  Team  B  has  been  protected  and  this  is  the 

purpose  of  the  requirement  (3-3-1,  10-2  Note  2) 

SITUATION  #30:  Al  is  fouled  during  an  unsuccessful  try  Before  the  administenng 

official  hands  Al  the  ball  for  (a)  the  first  attempt,  or  (b)  the  second  attempt,  the 

scorer  signals  and  advises  the  official  that  Al  is  not  listed  in  the  scorebook 


RULING:  In  both  (a)  and  (b)  Al  must  remain  m  the  game  to  attempt  the  free  throw(s). 

Al 's  name  and  number  must  be  entered  in  the  scorebook  and  a  technical  foul  is 

charged  to  Team  A.  Following  A1'sthrow(s)any  member  of  Team  B  may  shoot  the 

technical  foul  free  throws  and  Team  B  is  then  awarded  the  ball  for  a  division  line 

throw-m  This  situation  is  a  false  double  foul  (10-1 -5c) 

SITUATION  #31 :  Al  was  in  the  game  when  the  first  half  ended  After  a  minute  of 

play  in  the  3rd  quarter,  it  is  discovered  that  Al  changed  his  or  her  shirt  number 

during  the  intermission  without  reporting  the  change  to  the  scorer  and  an  official. 

RULING:  Al    is  charged  with  a  flagrant  technical  foul  and   is  immediately 

disqualified  (10-3-1) 

SITUATION  #32:  Following  a  time-out  both  teams  remain  at  their  benches  and  the 

administering  official  has  properly  charged  a  throw-m  violation  to  Team  A  and 

then  to  Team  B.  What  is  the  procedure  at  this  point  after  both  teams  have  violated? 

RULING:  The  procedure  which  has  been  adopted  to  prevent  delays  dictates  that 

once  both  teams  have  violated  any  further  delay  by  either  team  is  a  technical  foul. 

In  this  situation.  Team  A  must  now  have  a  player  available  for  the  throw-m  with 

teammates  on  the  court  and  Team  B  must  be  on  court  ready  to  play  also  If  either 

team  or  both  teams  are  not  in  compliance  immediately,  a  technical  foul  shall  be 

charged   The  violations  were  actually  the  team  "warning"  prior  to  assessing  a 

technical  foul  for  any  further  delay  If  both  teams  are  charged  with  a  technical  foul. 

two  free  throws  would  be  attempted  on  both  ends  and  an  alternating  possession 

throw-in  would  follow 

SITUATION  #33:  While  the  dock  is  running  and  the  game  is  in  progress,  substitute 

A6  rises  from  the  bench  and  proceeds  to  the  locker  room.  Is  this  an  infraction  that 

should  be  penalized  with  a  technical  fouf 

RULING:  No    The  purpose  and  intent  of  the  rule  is  to  keep  substitutes  from 

standing  while  watching  game  action  The  restriction  does  not  prevent  them  from 

changing  positions  on  the  bench,  going  through  the  substitution  procedures,  or 

from  going  to  the  locker  room  for  equipment  repairs,  etc  (10-4-1g) 

SITUATION  #34:  (a)  To  start  the  game:  or  (b)  to  start  the  2nd  half,  one  team  remains 

in  its  huddle  at  the  sidelines  even  though  all  signals  have  been  sounded  by  the 

timer  and  the  referee 

RULING:  In  (a)  a  technical  foul  is  charged  to  the  team  which  is  delaying  In  (b)  the 

procedure  for  resuming  play  after  a  time-out  or  intermission  is  put  into  effect  ln(b) 

unless  there  is  a  legitimate  reason  why  a  team  is  unable  to  resume  play  as 

scheduled,  the  procedure  is  used  In  rare  instances,  a  delay  of  less  than  a  minute  is 

permitted  without  penalty  in  both  (a)  and  (b).  (10-1-3a) 

SITUATION  #35:  Al  is  dribbling  in  frontcourt  when  the  ball  bounces  away.  The 

ball,  (a)  IS  rolling  toward  the  sideline,  or  (b)  rolls  into  A's  backcourt  In  both  (a)  and 

(b)A1  requests  a  time-out. 

RULING:  The  time-out  should  be  granted  in  both  (a)  and  (b).  The  two  situations  are 

examples  of  Team  A  using  a  time-out  to  prevent  a  violation  of  B  gaining  control. 

SITUATION  #36:  If  Al  s  dribble  in  A's  frontcourt  is  "interrupted,"'  is  it  a  violation  if 

he  or  she  touches  the  (a)  sideline,  or  (b)  division  line,  in  attempting  to  continue  the 

dnbble'' 

RULING:  Yes  m  (a),  but  no  in  (b)  (9-2  Ques ) 

SITUATION  #37:  Al  jumps  from  behind  the  3-point  line  and  while  in  the  air  (a) 

catches  a  pass  and  releases  the  ball  on  a  try,  or  (b)  secures  a  rebound  and 

releases  the  ball  on  a  try  In  both  situations,  Al  returns  to  the  floor  in  the  2-point 

area  and  the  ball  goes  through  the  basket 

RULING:  In  both  (a)  and  (b),  Al 's  location  is  determined  by  where  he  or  she  last  had 

contact  with  the  floor  In  both  cases  the  location  is  behind  the  3-poin1  line,  thus 

resulting  in  3  points  for  the  successful  try.  The  plane  of  the  line,  whether  Al  had 

control  in  the  3-point  area,  and  whether  or  not  the  try  started  behind  the  3-point 

Imeare  not  factors  m  this  ruling  (4-23,  5-2-1) 

SITUATION  #38:  If  the  procedure  for  resuming  play  is  used  for  an  alternating 

possession  throw-m.  what  happens  if  Team  A  does  not  throw  the  ball  in  within  5 

seconds 

RULING:  The  violation  means  it  is  B's  ball  for  a  throw-in.  In  addition,  the  arrow  is 

immediately  pointed  toward  B's  basket  and  B  will  have  the  next  opportunity  to 

make  an  alternating  possession  throw-m  (6-3-5,  9-3-3) 

SITUATION  #39:  Al  dribbles  into  As  frontcourt  and  four  teammates  then  form  a 

circle  around  him  or  her  so  defensive  players  are  unable  lo  get  to  the  ball.  Al 

hands  the  ball  to  A2  who  holds  it  for  4  seconds  and  then  hands  it  to  A3,  etc  During 

this  action  Bl  and  B2  are  trying  to  get  the  ball  but  are  unable  to  as  the  A  players 

have  their  backs  turned  to  them 

RULING:  A  violation  will  be  called  in  5  seconds.  The  action  described  is  similar  to 

using  a  boundary  or  screening  teammates  lo  prevent  the  opponents  from  getting 

to  the  ball  (9-11-2)

RULE  INTERPRETATION  #11:  in  the  last  sentence  the  reference  is  to 
advancement  points  only. 
RULE  INTERPRETATION  #12;  This  interpretation  should  be  deleted, 

SITUATION  #17:  Team  A  has  no  contestant  for  the  1 45-pound  weight  class  in  dual 
meet  competition.  Wrestler  B  approaches  the  mat  m  the  following  circumstances: 
a)  wearing  the  proper  uniform  with  warm-up  lacket,  carrying  his  headgear:  b) 
wearing  street  clothes,  c)  wearing  a  proper  uniform  with  a  full  warm-up  suit-  fwlay 
he  receive  a  forfeit  under  the  above  conditions'' 

RULING:  In  both  (a)  and  (c)  Wrestler  Bis  ready  to  compete  as  soon  as  he  removes 
his  warm-up  jacket  or  warm-up  suit.  In  (b)  he  is  not  in  proper  uniform  but  would  be 
allowed  the  opportunity  to  correct  this  situation  if  he  can  do  so  in  the  allotted  two 
minutes  time.  He  cannot  receive  a  forfeit  wearing  street  clothes  (5-3-5) 
SITUATION  #18:  In  the  second  round  of  a  tournament  Wrestler  A  is  rendered 
unconscious  as  the  result  of  a  slam  by  Wrestler  8.  Wrestler  A  feels  that  he  is  ready 
to  wrestle  after  using  up  approximately  one  and  one-half  minutes  of  recovery  time, 
but  there  is  no  physician  present.  What  is  the  correct  procedure  to  follow'' 
RULING:  Wrestler  A  cannot  continue  until  he  has  been  checked  by  a  physician, 
therefore  Wrestler  A  would  be  declared  the  winner  of  the  contest  by  default. 
COMMENTS:  Prior  to  Wrestler  A  competing  again  in  the  tournament  it  would  be 
necessary  that  he  be  checked  by  a  physician  If  they  were  competing  in  a  multiple 
dual-type  event  the  same  ruling  would  be  in  effect.  In  order  to  continue  in 
whatever  event  was  taking  place  Wrestler  A  must  be  given  the  approval  to 
contmue  by  a  physician  (8-2-4) 

SITUATION  #19:  In  the  finals  of  wrestling  tournament  the  two  contestants  are  both 
disqualified  from  the  match  because  of  a  double  stalling  call  How  would  this  effect 
the  results  of  team  scoring  for  the  tournament? 

RULING:  If  an  individual  qualifies  for  the  finals  of  a  tournament  he  will  receive  the 
placement  points  for  second  place  as  long  as  he  is  not  disqualified  from  the 
tournament  In  this  situation  the  two  individuals  are  disqualified  from  the  match  but 
it  is  not  a  tournament  disqualification,  therefore,  they  would  both  receive  second 
place  points  for  the  tournament  If  this  happens  in  the  first  round  of  a  tournament 
there  would  be  no  advancement.  In  dual  meet  competition  if  this  same  situation 
would  occur  there  would  be  no  points  earned  by  either  contestant  (9-2-2) 
SITUATION  #20:  During  the  third  period  with  the  score  9  to  6  with  Wrestler  A  m  the 
lead,  a  flurry  of  moves  takes  place  Wrestler  B  gets  a  two-point  takedown  and  a 
two-point  near  fall  Wrestler  A  reverses,  and  then  at  the  buzzer.  Wrestler  B 
escapes  The  match  appears  to  end  in  a  draw  Wrester  As  coach  questions  the 
score.  Both  the  referee  and  the  assistant  referee  agree  on  what  happened  and  the 
wrestlers  begin  the  overtime  period  Wrestler  B  defeats  Wrestler  A  in  the  overtime 
Wrestler  As  coach  again  questions  the  scoring  for  the  regulation  match  and 
points  out  that  the  scoresheet  shows  that  Wrestler  A  had  won  during  the  regular 
match  Both  officials,  for  the  first  time,  review  the  scoresheet  and  conclude  that  the 
scoresheet  had  been  marked  incorrectly.  How  would  this  effect  the  conlcusion  of 
the  match? 

RULING:  This  would  be  considered  as  a  correctable  error  because  the  offended 
contestant  has  not  left  the  mat  area;  therefore  Wrestler  A  would  be  declared  the 
winner  of  the  regular  match  and  the  overtime  would  be  negated  (6-6-3) 
SITUATION  #21:  A  triangular  meet  is  being  conducted  on  one  mat  In  the  185- 
pound  match  between  Teams  A  and  B  a  three-point  near  fall  is  awarded  near  the 
end  of  the  match  to  Team  B,  This  does  not  get  recorded  by  either  scorer  Wrestler  A 
wins  the  match  by  a  score  of  18-15,  The  endof-match  procedure  takes  place  and 
both  wrestlers  leave  the  mat.  The  next  match  begins  involving  Teams  A  and  C  The 
coach  of  Team  B  then  remembers  that  his  wrestler  should  have  earned  a  tie 
because  of  the  last  three-point  near  fall  He  calls  this  to  the  attention  of  the  referee. 
After  consultation  with  the  two  scorers,  the  referee  agrees  that  a  near  fall  was 
awarded  but  not  recorded,  however,  he  denies  correcting  the  scores  since  the 
wrestlers  have  left  the  mat,  the  next  bout  has  started,  and,  m  his  interpretation  of 
the  rules,  there  is  no  longer  a  correctable  error  The  coach  ot  Team  B  maintains 
that  although  the  next  match  has  started,  it  did  not  involve  his  team  and  the  next 
match  in  his  case  has  not  started  and  the  error  could  be  corrected 
RULING:  The  Wrestling  Rule  Book  makes  no  reference  to  any  kind  of  multiple  dual 
event  and  has  reference  only  to  dual  meets  and  tournament  competition  The 
above  error  is  categorized  as  a  correctable  error  simply  because  it  is  an  error 
between  the  referee  and  the  scorer  Rule  6-6-3  makes  reference  to  how  a 
correctable  error  can  be  corrected  If  it  is  m  a  dual  meet,  it  must  be  corrected  prior 
tothestartof  a  subsequent  match,  if  It  IS  in  a  tournament,  it  must  be  corrected  prior 
to  the  offended  contestant  leaving  the  mat  In  both  the  dual  and  tournament 
situations  described,  the  intent  of  the  rule  is  that  the  correction  must  be  made  prior 
to  the  next  match  starting.  In  the  triangular  meet  described,  as  soon  as  the  next 
match  starts  between  Teams  A  and  C  you  would  no  longer  be  able  to  correct  the 
error  Just  because  something  falls  under  the  correctable  error  category,  does  not 
mean  it  can  be  corrected  at  any  time  (6-6-3) 

SITUATION  #22:  If  a  contestant  is  injured  and  this  injury  results  m  a  nosebleed  or 
some  other  type  of  bleeding,  how  long  should  the  match  be  stopped  to  correct  this 
situation? 

RULING:  There  is  no  set  amount  of  time  set  aside  by  rule  as  to  how  long  a  match 
should  be  delayed  because  of  a  bleeding  problem  This  is  left  up  to  the  discretion 
of  the  referee  and  if  he  feels  that  it  is  causing  a  hardship  on  the  other  contestant 
and  considers  it  as  unnecessarily  delaying  the  contest,  he  does  have  the  option  of 
defaulting  the  match.  If  the  referee  makes  a  decision  to  default  the  match,  then  that 
weight  class  would  be  concluded  and  you  would  then  move  on  to  the  next  match 


SITUATION  #23:  The  following  sequence  of  events  takes  place  As  the  horn 
sounds  to  end  the  third  period,  with  the  score  A-7,  B-3.  the  two  wrestlers  are  on 
their  feet  with  Wrestler  A  behind  Wrestler  B  with  his  hands  locked  around  Wrestler 
B's  waist.  Wrestler  A  then  picks  Wrestler  B  up,  brings  him  back  over  his  head  and 
slams  him  to  the  mat  with  unnecessary  force  What  is  the  correct  call  for  the 
referee  to  make'' 

RULING:  This  action  clearly  occurs  after  the  horn  sounds  and  the  referee  would 
call  either  unsportsmanlike  conduct  or  flagrant  misconduct.  This  is  a  judgement 
call  by  the  referee  If  the  referee  rules  flagrant  misconduct  there  would  be  no 
winner  of  the  match  and  Wrestler  A  would  be  removed  from  the  premises, 
eliminated  from  further  competition  and  1  team  point  deducted.  If  the  referee  rules 
unsportsmanlike  conduct  Wrestler  A  would  be  the  winner  of  the  match  and  there 
would  be  1  team  point  deducted  from  Team  A 

SITUATION  #24:  In  a  tournament  match  the  score  is  tied  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
third  period  During  the  mterval  between  the  regular  match  and  the  overtime 
match,  one  of  the  wrestlers  commits  an  unsportsmanlike  act.  Would  this  be 
considered  a  match  point  or  a  team  pomf 

RULING:  If  an  unsportsmanlike  act  is  committed  between  the  regular  match  and 
the  overtime  match,  it  would  be  considered  as  a  team  point  and  would  only  effect 
the  results  of  the  overtime  match  if  the  criteria  was  used  Unsportsmanlike  conduct 
by  a  wrestler  prior  to  or  after  the  conclusion  of  wrestling  is  a  team  point.  If  the 
unsportsmanlike  conduct  call  occurs  during  the  match,  it  is  a  match  point,  (5-4-1. 
8-1-2  &3,  10-4-4) 

SITUATION  #25;  Wrestler  A  is  attempting  an  escape  when  Wrestler  B  locks  his 
hands  around  the  waist  of  Wrestler  A  and  pulls  him  back  Wrestler  A  works  to  his 
feet  to  escape  and  Wrestler  8  also  stands  keeping  his  hands  locked  around  the 
waist  for  several  seconds  as  Wrestler  A  attempts  to  break  the  lock  Wrestler  A 
drops  to  the  mat  in  an  attempt  to  escape  or  reverse  but  is  stopped  by  Wrestler  B 
who  still  has  his  hands  locked  beyond  reaction  time.  It  is  obvious  the  escape  or 
reversal  cannot  be  made  and  the  referee  stops  the  match.  What  is  the  correct 
penalty  to  assess"? 

RULING:  In  this  situation  we  have  two  different  circumstances  where  the  hands  of 
the  wrestler  are  locked  during  an  escape  attempt.  The  first  occurs  on  the  first 
sit-out  by  Wrestler  A,  and,  when  he  comes  to  his  feet,  we  no  longer  have  locked 
hands  The  second  locked  hands  occurs  when  Wrestler  A  returns  to  the  mat  in 
another  attempt  to  escape  from  Wrestler  B.  who  did  not  unlock  his  hands  upon  the 
return  to  the  mat.  In  this  situation  we  have  two  separate  penalties.  (7-3-4) 
SITUATION  #26:  Would  the  following  situation  be  considered  as  locked  hands  If 
you  are  on  the  left  side  of  your  opponent  and  you  place  your  left  hand  under  him, 
grasping  his  right  forearm,  and  then  take  your  right  hand,  put  it  over  your  opponent 
in  under  his  arm  and  grasp  your  own  wrisf 

RULING;  Anytime  you  have  your  arms  around  your  opponent  and  lock  on  your 
own  hands  or  arm  it  is  a  technical  violation.  This  would  be  very  similar  to  the  chest 
cradle  or  West  Point  nde  (7-3-4) 

SITUATION  #27;  During  competition  Wrestler  A1  indicates  to  the  referee  that  he 
has  lost  his  contact  lens  and  requests  the  match  be  stopped  During  this  period  of 
time  is  the  coach  of  B1  allowed  to  give  his  wrestler  instructions? 
RULING:  Searching  for  a  contact  lens  is  counted  as  injury  time,  therefore,  the 
contestant  shall  not  receive  any  coaching  during  this  injury  timeout 
COMMENTS:  Anytime  injury  time  is  used  a  contestant  cannot  receive  instructions. 
This  would  not  be  the  case  if  you  were  using  recovery  time  or  if  it  was  time-out  for 
bleeding

inlermission    Team  A  does  not  respond  and  the  oHicial  properly  counts  a  5- 

second  violation  Thereafter,  Team  B  mbounds  the  ball  and  scores  a  goal  with 

Team  A  still  ai  their  bench   Following  B's  goal  the  official  immediately  charges 

Team  A  with  a  technical  foul  for  delay  as  they  are  still  at  their  bench 

RULING:  Proper  procedure  Once  Team  A  had  violated  in  this  situation  and  was 

again  responsiblefor  putting  the  ball  into  play,  a  technical  is  charged  if  they  are  not 

ready  immediately  This  is  an  example  of  when  a  technical  foul  is  charged  even 

though  only  one  team  has  violated. 

SITUATION  #21:  Al  is  pivoting  while  holding  the  ball  and  accidentally  touches 

one  knee  to  the  door 

RULING:  Al  has  traveled  (4-29  Ques  1) 

SITUATION  #22:  Al  is  dribbling  when  he  or  she:  (a)  drops  to  a  position  with  a  knee 

on  the  floor  and  then  ends  the  dribble;  or  (b)  drops  one  knee  to  the  floor  and  then 

stands  again  while  continuing  the  dribble 

RULING:  The  action  in  both  (a)  and  (b)  is  legal 

SITUATION  #23:  Al  loses  hisor  her  balance  while  holding  the  ball  Al  then  places 

a  hand  on  the  floor  to  regain  it.  Has  Al  traveled'' 

RULING:  No  The  basic  interpretation  is  that  the  player  holding  the  ball  must  touch 

the  floor  with  some  part  of  the  body  other  than  hand  or  foot  to  cause  a  traveling 

violation. 

SITUATION  #24:  The  rosters  for  both  teams  have  been  submitted  properly  and 

starters  have  been  designated  as  required  prior  to  the  game  The  referee  is  about 

to  toss  the  ball  to  start  play  (a)  Before  the  referee  enters  the  center  |ump  circle,  or 

(b)  after  the  releree  enters  the  circle  and  is  preparing  to  toss  the  ball,  umpire  is 

notified  by  the  scorer  that  A6  rather  than  A5,  who  was  designated,  is  on  the  floor. 

RULING:  A  technical  foul  is  charged  to  Team  A  m  both  (a)  and  (b)  If  the  infraction  is 

not  discovered  until  after  the  ball  becomes  alive,  then  A6  has  become  a  player  and 

no  penalty  can  be  assessed  (10-1 -5b) 

SITUATION  #25:  Free  thrower  Al  is  handed  the  ball  by  the  administering  official. 

Al  then  places  the  ball  on  the  floor,  (a)  behind,  or  (b)  m  front  of  the  free  throw  line 

and  pulls  up  his  or  her  socks  Al  then  picks  the  ball  up  and  makes  the  attempt 

within  the  allowable  time  limit. 

RULING:  There  has  been  no  violation  in  (a)  or  (b).  Placing  the  ball  on  the  floor  is  no 

different  than  bouncing  the  ball  on  either  side  of  the  line  —  which  is  also  permitted 

(10-1-3,  7) 

SITUATION  #26:  The  alternating  possession  arrow  is  pointing  towards  Team  B's 

basket  when  a  held  ball  is  called  The  officials  award  the  ball  to  Team  A  and  they 

promptly  score  a  3- point  goal  Team  B  puts  the  ball  in  play,  but  the  scorer  alerts  the 

officials  that  the  coach  of   Team   B  has  requested  a  time-out  to  discuss  an 

alternating  possession  mistake  Following  a  brief  discussion  the  goal  is  cancelled, 

the  elapsed  time  involved  is  put  back  on  the  clock  and  Team  Bis  given  the  ball  for  a 

throw-m  where  they  should  have  had  it  originally.  Was  the  situation  administered

RULING:  No,  it  certainly  wasn't.  Once  the  ball  became  alive  on  the  throw-in  by 

Team  A,  even  though  a  mistake  was  made,  it  was  loo  late  to  do  anything  about  it 

except  make  sure  B  gets  the  next  alternation  possession  ihrow-m   The  goal 

should  not  have  been  cancelled  and  the  clock  should  not  have  been  adjusted  In 

addition,  since  the  mistake  was  not  correctable,  the  time-out  remains  charged  to 

Team  B  (2-10   5-8-4,  5.

SITUATION  #27;  Al  is  being  guarded  by  Bl  near  the  top  of  the  free  throw

SITUATION  #29:  The  final  signal  has  just  sounded  to  end  the  halffime  intermission 

when  A6  reports  to  enter  The  scorer  advises  A6  that  it  is  too  late  to  enter  without 

being  charged  with  a  technical  foul  Team  A  requests  and  is  granted  a  time-out 

during  which  A6  reports  and  enters 

RULING:  Legal  procedure  It  may  be  argued  that  Team  A  has  used  a  time-out  to 

avoid  a  technical  foul,  but  the  mterst  of  Team  B  has  been  protected  and  this  is  the 

purpose  of  the  requirement  (3-3-1.  10-2  Note  2)

SITUATION  #32:  Following  a  time-out  both  teams  remain  at  their  benchesand  the 

administering  official  has  properly  charged  a  throw-in  violation  to  Team  A  and 

then  to  Team  B  What  is  the  procedure  at  this  point  after  both  teams  have  violated'' 

RULING:  The  procedure  which  has  been  adopted  to  prevent  delays  dictates  that 

once  both  teams  have  violated  any  further  delay  by  either  team  is  a  technical  foul.

RULING:  In  (a)  a  technical  foul  is  charged  to  the  team  which  is  delaying  In  (b)  the 

procedure  for  resuming  play  after  a  time-out  or  intermission  is  put  into  effect.  In  (b) 

unless  there  is  a  legitimate  reason  why  a  team  is  unable  to  resume  play  as 

scheduled,  the  procedure  IS  used  In  rare  instances,  a  delay  of  less  than  a  minute  is 

permitted  without  penalty  in  both  (a)  and  (b)  (10-1-3a) 

SITUATION  #35:  Al  is  dribbling  in  frontcourt  when  the  ball  bounces  away  The 

ball:  (a)  is  rolling  toward  the  sideline,  or  (b)  rolls  into  A's  backcourt  In  both  (a)  and 

(b)  Al  requests  a  time-out 

RULING:  The  time-out  should  be  granted  in  both  (a)  and  (b).  The  two  situations  are 

examples  of  Team  A  using  a  time-out  to  prevent  a  violation  of  B  gaining  control. 

SITUATION  #36:  If  Als  dribble  in  A's  frontcourt  is  "interrupted."  is  it  a  violation  if 

he  or  she  touches  the  (a)  sideline,  or  (b)  division  line,  m  attempting  to  continue  the 

dribble'' 

RULING:  Yes  m  (a),  but  no  in  (b).  (9-2  Ques ) 

SITUATION  #37:  Al  jumps  from  behind  the  3-point  line  and  while  in  the  air:  (a) 

catches  a  pass  and  releases  the  ball  on  a  try.  or  (b)  secures  a  rebound  and 

releases  the  ball  on  a  try  In  both  situations,  Al  returns  to  the  floor  in  the  2-point 

area  and  the  ball  goes  through  the  basket 

RULING:  In  both  (a)  and  (b),  Al 's  location  is  determined  by  where  he  or  she  last  had 

contact  with  the  floor  In  both  cases  the  location  is  behind  the  3-point  line,  thus 

resulting  in  3  points  for  the  successful  try  The  plane  of  the  line,  whether  Al  had 

control  in  the  3-point  area,  and  whether  or  not  the  try  started  behind  the  3-point 

line  are  not  factors  m  this  ruling  (4-23,  5-2-1) 

SITUATION  #38:  If  the  procedure  for  resuming  play  is  used  for  an  alternating 

possession  throw-in,  what  happens  if  Team  A  does  not  throw  the  ball  in  within  5 

seconds 

RULING:  The  violation  means  it  is  B's  ball  for  a  throw-m  In  addition,  the  arrow  is 

immediately  pointed  toward  B's  basket  and  B  will  have  the  next  opportunity  to 

make  an  alternating  possession  throw-m  (6-3-5.  9-3-3) 

SITUATION  #39:  Al  dribbles  into  As  frontcourt  and  four  teammates  then  form  a 

circle  around  him  oi  her  so  defensive  players  are  unable  to  get  to  the  ball.  Al 

hands  the  ball  to  A2  who  holds  it  for  4  seconds  and  then  hands  it  to  A3,  etc.  During 

this  action  Bl  and  B2  are  trying  to  get  the  ball  but  are  unable  to  as  the  A  players 

have  theif  backs  turned  to  them. 

RULING:  A  violation  will  be  called  in  5  seconds.  The  action  described  is  similar  to 

using  a  boundary  or  screening  teammates  to  prevent  the  opponents  from  getting 

to  the  ball  (9-11-2)

Steroids  Have  Bad  Side  Effects

The  use  and  abuse  of  anabolic  steroids  is  one  of  the  most  controversial  topics  in  sport  today.  Athletes  often  refer  to  these  drugs 
as  the  "breakfast  of  champions,"  which  shows  how  prevalent  and  innocent  athletes  feel  their  use  is. 

The  non-therapeutic  use  of  these  drugs  by  athletes  of  all  ages  in  conjunction  with  weightlifting  to  enhance  physique  has 
reached  epidemic  proportions.  These  users  are  served  by  a  black  market  that  was  estimated  recently  at  $100  million  annually. 

There  seems  to  be  a  continuing  argument  as  to  whether  or  not  anabolic  steroids  increase  muscle  mass  and  strength.  Some  feel 
that  anabolic  steroids  were  put  on  the  banned  substance  list  not  because  they  enhance  performance,  but  because  their  effects  can 
be  dangerous  to  the  health  of  the  user. 

This  confusion  and  the  conflicting  signals  that  physicians  have  given  athletes  about  steroid  use  in  the  last  few  years  has  caused 
physicians  to  lose  some  of  their  credibility  with  athletes.  Many  times,  when  trying  to  educate  athletes  against  anabolic  steroid  use,  I 
have  been  told  "Doc,  why  should  I  believe  all  that  stuff  about  bad  side  effects  now,  when  years  ago  you  told  me  that  the  juice  didn't 
work  and  that  my  increased  muscle  mass  and  strength  was  due  to  placebo  effect  and  the  fact  that  I  trained  harder?" 

The  truth  is  that  anabolic  steroids  do  increase  lean  muscle  mass  and  secondary  strength  when  used  in  conjunction  with  training, 
but  they  also  have  serious  short-term  and  long-term  side  effects. 

If,  in  fact,  these  drugs  increase  muscle  mass  and  strength,  then  their  use  in  sport  constitutes  unfair  competition  and  an  unfair 
predicament  for  the  athlete  who  must  face  the  ultimate  decision  to  use  these  drugs  in  order  to  maintain  a  competitive  edge. 

In  his  1983  article  "The  Making  of  a  Champion:  Chemistry  or  Coaching,"  Dr.  Andrew  Pipe  says  "The  fundamental  issue  here  is 
the  issue  of  cheating,  lying,  manipulation  and  deception.  These  issues  are  larger  and  more  basic  than  the  question  of  'steroids'  or 
'no  steroids'  and  are  central  to  any  discussion  or  consideration  of  the  use  of  drugs  in  sport." 
Side  Effects 

There  are  today  only  a  few  specific  and  uncommon  medical  uses  for  anabolic  steroids  in  legitimate  medical  practice.  These 
include  stimulation  of  the  bone  marrow  in  certain  patients  with  rare  anemia,  stimulation  of  sexual  development  in  hypogonadal 
males,  treatment  of  certain  types  of  breast  cancer  and  treatment  of  a  certain  condition  known  as  Angioedema. 

Even  when  taken  under  a  physician's  supervision,  however,  these  drugs,  which  may  be  taken  orally  or  injected,  can  cause  an 
abundance  of  dangerous  side  effects.  They  can  cause  premature  fusion  of  the  epiphysis  (growth  center)  of  long  bones  in  young 
children,  liver  dysfunction  and  tumors,  testicular  atrophy,  lowered  sperm  count,  enlargement  of  male  breasts  and  nipples,  and 
lowered  high  density  lipoprotein  cholesterol  levels  which  my  result  in  cardiovascular  disease. 

Women  gain  masculine  features  such  as  facial  hair,  baldness,  deepening  of  the  voice,  shrinkage  of  breast  size,  enlargement  of 
the  clitoris,  uterine  atrophy  and  irregularity  of  menstruation  cycle.  Psychological  effects  may  include  aggressive  behavior,  mood 
swings  and  increased  libido  This  list  is  by  no  means  complete.  More  recently,  there  have  been  recorded  cases  of  criminal 
behavior  while  on  anabolic  steroids. 

More  important  even  than  health  risks  is  the  recent  evidence  that  anabolic  steroids  increase  aggression  and  violence. 
Researchers  have  reported  not  only  increased  aggressiveness  among  male  and  female  athletes  taking  steroids,  but  also 
occasional  psychotic  episodes  believed  to  be  induced  by  heavy  use  of  steroids. 

Some  athletes  call  these  episodes,  which  can  resemble  a  prolonged  temper  tantrum,  "roid  rage."  In  a  recent  study  of  health  club 
athletes  who  had  used  steroids  for  a  mean  of  3.5  years  (74%  stacked  two  or  more  steroids),  90  percent  confessed  to  episodes  of 
over-aggressiveness  and  violent  behavior  that  they  believed  were  induced  by  steroids. 

There  are  several  cases  involving  violent  criminal  behavior  by  individuals  "high"  on  anabolic  steroids.  The  first  legal  case 
addressing  the  question  of  whether  steroids  can  induce  criminal  behavior  and  whether  use  of  them  can  be  a  legal  defense 
occurred  in  a  Prince  George  County  Court,  Maryland.  The  judge  ruled  "that  the  offender  was  suffering  from  an  organic  personality 
syndrome  caused  by  toxic  levels  of  anabolic  steroids  taken  to  enhance  his  ability  to  win  a  body-building  contest."  He,  therefore, 
ruled  the  athlete  in  a  diminished  capacity  due  to  steroid  toxicity.  Increases  in  sexual  libido  and  aggressiveness  in  both  males  and 
females  taking  anabolic  steroids  is  well  documented. 

Recent  evidence  that  prolonged  steroid  use  can  lead  to  addiction  has  had  little  attention  to  date.  A  public  statement  by  the  coach 
of  a  Division  I  football  player  who  tested  positive  for  anabolic  steroids  used  prior  to  a  1 987  bowl  game  is  a  good  example  of  the 
naivete  that  exists  regarding  the  addictive  potential  of  steroids.  He  stated  that  he  was  relieved  that  his  player  tested  positive  for 
anabolic  steroids  and  not  for  another  drug  like  marijuana  or  cocaine. 

Anecdotal  experience  with  steroid-using  athletes  demonstrates  that,  in  order  to  simply  maintain  the  muscular  hypertrophy  and 
strength  that  they  have  achieved,  the  athletes  must  continue  to  use  the  steroids.  Otherwise,  they  tend  to  return  to  their  normal 
weight  in  spite  of  continued  training.  This  results  in  an  irresistible  desire  to  continue  use,  and  constitutes  a  high  risk  for  habituation 
and  addiction.

January  23,  1988 


The  Board  of  Control  of  ffie  Kentucky  Higfi  Sctiool  Atfiletic 
Association  met  at  the  Executive  East,  Louisville,  Kentucky, 
on  Saturday  morning,  January  23,  1988.  The  meeting  vi^as 
called  to  order  by  President  Frank  Welch  at  9:00  a.m.  Present 
were  all  Board  members.  Commissioner  Tom  Mills,  Executive 
Assistant  Billy  Wise,  Assistant  Commissioners  Brigid  DeVries 
and  Louis  Stout  and  Sports  Information  Director  Julian 
Tackett.  Mr.  Harry  Loy,  representing  the  State  Department  of 
Education  was  also  present.  The  mvocatlon  was  given  by  Mr. 
Sam  Chandler. 

Tom  Buchanan  made  a  motion  that  the  minutes  of  the 
November  27-28,  1 987,  meeting  be  approved.  Sam  Chandler 
seconded  the  motion,  which  carried  unanimously. 

Sam  Chandler  moved,  seconded  by  Grant  Talbott,  that  the 
bills  of  the  Association  for  the  period  November  1  through 
December  31  be  approved.  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

President  Welch  called  on  Tom  Buchanan,  Chairman  of  the 
All-Sports  Committee  for  his  report. 

1)  Track  Alignment:  The  track  alignment  was  set  up 
according  to  new  enrollment  figures,  geographical  location 
and  comments/requests  from  participating  schools.  Also, 
two-day  sectional  events  will  be  scheduled  since  all  events 
cannot  be  scheduled  into  a  one-day  time  frame.  Chairman 
Buchanan  made  a  motion  that  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  with  regard  to  the  new  track  alignment  be 
accepted.  Huston  DeHaven  seconded  the  motion  which 
carried  unanimously.  (The  new  track  alignment  will  be 
published  In  the  January  Issue  of  the  "Athlete".) 

2)  Spring  Sports  Season  Extended:  The  Committee 
recommends  that  a  proposal  be  presented  to  the  Delegate 
Assembly  which  would  allow  spring  sports  to  begin  the  first 
Monday  of  the  week  following  the  last  state  basketball 
tournament.  This  proposal  will  effect  all  spring  sports 
beginning  with  the  1988-89  school  year.  Chairman  Buchanan 
made  a  motion  that  the  Board  accept  the  Committee's 
recommendation.  Bill  Case  seconded  the  motion  which 
passed  by  a  vote  of  9  In  favor  of  the  motion  and  one  opposed. 

3)  State  Basl<etball  Tournament  Expenses:  Following  a 
study  of  the  present  distribution  of  basketball  tournament 
expenses,  the  Committee  made  the  following  recommen- 
dations to  the  Board.  Reduce  the  advance  expense  check 
from  $1500  to  $1000;  pay  for  28  participants  (21  players, 
managers,  coaches  plus  6  cheerleaders  and  one  sponsor); 
pay  for  the  losing  teams  to  stay  through  lunch  on  Saturday. 
The  four  semi-final  teams  will  receive  expenses  through 
breakfast  on  Sunday.  Chairman  Buchanan  made  a  motion 
that  the  Board  accept  the  Committee's  report.  Charlie  Miller 
seconded  the  motion  which  carried  unanimously. 

President  Welch  then  called  on  Charlie  Miller,  Chairman  of 
the  Football  Committee  for  his  report. 

1)  It  Is  recommended  that  the  State  Football  Playoff  Final 
games  be  played  the  second  weekend  following  Thanks- 
giving. 

2)  It  IS  also  recommended  that  the  rescheduling  of  games  (If 
necessary)  between  now  and  the  end  of  the  present 
classification  period  be  left  up  to  the  Individual  schools. 

Chairman  Miller  made  a  motion  that  the  Board  accept  the 


Committee's  report.  Sam  Chandler  seconded  the  motion.  The 
motion  passed  unanimously. 

Commissioner  Mills  then  discussed  with  Board  members 
several  proposals  to  be  considered  by  the  1988  Delegate 
Assembly.  He  explained  that  he  would  provide  the  members 
of  the  Board  with  a  complete  copy  of  the  proposals  during  the 
March  meeting  of  the  Board.  Tony  dinger  made  a  motion, 
seconded  by  Grant  Talbott,  that  Mr.  Mills  present  the 
proposals  to  the  Delegate  Assembly. 

Following  a  discussion  by  Board  members  who  had 
received  several  requests  to  move  the  Annual  Delegate 
Assembly  Meeting  back  one  week.  Grant  Talbott  made  a 
motion,  seconded  by  Tom  Buchanan,  that  the  Delegate 
Assembly  Meeting  be  held  on  Friday,  April  22,  1988.  The 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

Executive  Assistant  Wise  reported  that  $335,822.00  in 
ticket  sales  has  been  received  through  this  date  for  the  Boys 
State  Basketball  Tournament.  This  figure  is  approximately 
$56,000.  under  the  amount  received  for  this  same  date  In 
1987.  Advanced  ticket  sales  for  the  Girls  State  Basketball 
Tournament  has  netted  $20,682.  approximately  $13,000. 
ahead  of  last  year's  receipts  at  this  time. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  Commissioner  Mills,  Ken 
Tippett  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Grant  Talbott,  that  the 
Commissioner  be  empowered  to  grant  each  team  that 
participated  In  the  football  playoffs  $1,200.00  to  help  defray 
expenses.  The  motion  carried  by  a  vote  of  9  in  favor.  Sam 
Chandler  abstained. 

Commissioner  Mills  advised  the  Board  that  he  had 
received  a  letter  from  Madison  Central  High  School  re- 
questing a  change  In  football  classification  due  to  the  fact 
their  enrollment  is  being  divided  with  a  new  school--Madison 
Southern  High  School  Following  a  discussion  of  their 
request  and  due  to  the  fact  that  more  information  is  needed, 
the  request  will  be  referred  to  the  Football  Committee. 

Commissioner  Mills  reported  to  the  Board  the  status  of  the 
court  proceedings  regarding  University  Heights  Academy. 
Following  his  report.  Grant  Talbott  made  a  motion  that  the 
Board  direct  the  Commissioner's  Office  to  investigate  Uni- 
versity Heights  Academy's  program  as  It  relates  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Kentucky  High  School  Athletic 
Association.  Charlie  Miller  seconded  the  motion,  which 
passed  unanimously. 

Commissioner  Mills  discussed  the  receipt  of  a  $6,000 
federal  grant  from  the  State  Department  of  Education  for  the 
Target  Program  Training  Project.  The  Target  Program  is  a 
chemical  awareness  program  for  drug  related  problems.  The 
K.H.S.A.A.  will  be  working  with  the  Department  of  Human 
Resources  and  the  State  Department  of  Education  on  this 
project 

Executive  Asst.  Wise  recommended  to  the  Board  that 
officials  for  the  district  and  regional  basketball  tournaments 
be  assigned  In  the  same  manner  as  for  1987--that  being  that 
officials  will  officiate  within  their  region  for  the  district 
basketball  tournaments  but  will  go  outside  their  region  for  the 
regional  tournaments,  except  in  instances  where  the  Local 
Policy  Board  requests  otherwise. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Control  will  be  in  Frankfort 
on  Friday,  March  25,  1988,  at  8:30  a.m.  The  location  of  the 
meeting  will  be  posted  in  the  lobby  of  the  Capital  Plaza  Hotel.

The  Board  of  Control  of  the  Kentucky  High  School  Athletic 
Association  met  at  the  Executive  Inn  in  Louisville,  Kentucky 
on  Friday  afternoon,  January  22,  1988,  for  the  purpose  of 
hearing  appeals.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
President  Frank  Welch  at  1:00  p.m.  Present  were  all  Board 
members,  CommissionerTom  Mills,  Executive  Assistant  Billy 
Wise,  Assistant  Commissioners  Brigid  DeVries  and  Louis 
Stout  and  Sports  Information  Director  Julian  Tackett.  Mr. 
Harry  Loy,  representing  the  Stale  Department  of  Education 
was  also  present.  The  invocation  was  given  by  Mr.  Sam 
Chandler. 

President  Welch  welcomed  Mr.  Harry  Loy,  who  is  the  new 
State  Department  of  Education  representative. 

President  Welch  called  on  Mr.  Phillip  Johnson,  Principal  of 
Virgie  High  School  who  was  representing  Autumn  Damron. 
Autumn's  parents  were  also  present.  Commissioner  Mills  had 
ruled  Autumn  ineligible  to  participate  in  interscholastic 
athletics  due  to  the  fact  that  she  had  withdrawn  from  school 
due  to  a  medical  problem  resulting  in  needed  surgery. 
According  to  the  KH.S.A.A.  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  a 
student  is  not  allowed  to  withdraw  from  school  for  any  reason 
and  still  maintain  athletic  eligibility.  Following  Mr.  Johnson's 
appeal  and  a  discussion  thereof  by  the  Board  members, 
Charlie  Wilson  made  a  motion  that  the  Board  waive  the 
preceeding  semester  rule  to  allow  Autumn  to  play  and  give 
her  a  semester  for  medical  reasons.  Sam  Chandler  seconded 
the  motion  which  passed  by  a  vote  .of  6  in  favor  of  the  motion 
and  4  opposed  to  the  motion.

Principal  Marvin  Denison  had  requested  a 
hearing  for  Corey  before  the  Board  to  appeal  the  decision  of 
the  Commissioner  as  it  relates  to  By-Laws  6,  Transfer  Rule.

Heights  Academy  and  was  subject  to  the  Transfer  Rule.

REMINDER  TO  FOOTBALL  SCHOOLS  AND  OPEN  DATES 

The  first  playing  date  for  football  in  1988  is  August  19.  At  its  regular 
meeting  in  January,  the  Board  of  Control  voted  to  set  the  playoff  championships 
games  for  football  as  the  second  Friday  and  Saturday  following  Thanksgiving 
Day,  thereby  moving  the  starting  and  all  subsequent  playing  dates  of  the 
football  season  back  one  week  in  accordance  to  the  Limitation  of  Seasons.  The 
Board  then  voted  to  waive  the  starting  date  limitation  for  three  years  allowing 
the  schools  to  begin  regular  season  play  on  the  same  dates  as  was  previously 
published  until  the  end  of  the  classification  period.  Beginning  in  1991,  the 
first  playing  date  will  again  be  eleven  weekends  prior  to  the  first  round  of 
the  playoffs.  This  means  that  the  football  playing  schools  have  twelve 
possible  playing  weeks  for  the  next  three  seasons,  but  are  still  limited  to 
eleven  contests. 

Pads  is  defined  as  any 
football  equipment,  including  but  not  limited  to,  the  helmet,  shoulder  pads, 
hip  pads,  girdle  pads,  knee  pads,  thigh  pads  and  padded  uniform  pants.

SANCTIONS  FOR  CONTESTS  INVOLVING  OUT  OF  STATE  TEAMS 

Many  questions  arise  when  a  member  school  attempts  to  schedule  a  game 
against  a  team  from  another  state.  Remember  that  the  contest  must  go 
through  the  proper  administrative  channels  to  be  considered  a  legal 
contest.  The  following  can  serve  as  a  simple  guide  to  athletic  directors 
and  principals  -- 

If  a  game  involves  only  one  Kentucky  school  and  one  out  of  state 
school,  and  the  other  state  adjoins  Kentucky,  no  state  Association 
or  National  Federation  sanction  is  necessary; 

If  a  meet  or  tournament  involves  one  or  more  teams  from  outside  the 
host  state,  and  the  invited  teams  are  from  adjoining  state(s), 
National  Federation  sanction  is  not  necessary.  However  the  event 
must  be  sanctioned  by  the  state  Associations  involved.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  principal  of  the  host  school  to  initiate  the 
sanction  procedure; 

In  all  other  cases,  both  state  Association  and  National  Federation 
sanction  is  required.  If  you  are  the  host  school,  contact  the 
Kentucky  High  School  Athletic  Association  to  obtain  the  sanction 
forms  and  begin  the  sanction  process.  The  sanction  process  must  be 
completed  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  event.

THE  RESPONSIBILITIES  OF  THE  CHEERLEADERS 

Since  the  cheerleaders  are  the  chosen  representatives  of  the 
student  body  they  have  an  unusual  opportunity  and  a  significant 
responsibility  for  promoting  good  sportsmanship.  Cheerleaders 
should  be  chosen  who  are  respected  by  fellow  students.  The  most 
aggressive  and  vocal  individual  does  not  necessarily  make  the  best 
cheerleader  By  setting  a  good  example  the  cheerleaders  can 
influence  and  help  control  the  reactions  of  student  spectators 

Cheerleaders  should: 
1-  Establish  standards  of  desirable  behavior  for  the  cheerleaders 

and  pep  club 

2  Select  positive  cheers  which  praise  their  own  team  without  anta- 
gonizing their  opponents 

3  Use  discretion  in  selecting  when  to  cheer.  Give  the  opposing 
team  equal  opportunity  to  execute  their  cheers 

4  Give  encouragement  to  Injured  players  and  recognition  to  out- 
standing performances  for  either  team. 

5  Serve  as  hosts  to  the  visiting  cheerleaders.  Meet  them  upon  ar- 
rival and  if  time  permits  introduce  them  to  friends  and  show  them 
the  school.  Visit  at  half-time 

6.  Hold  a  series  of  well-planned  pep  meetings  in  which  students  are 
reminded  that  the  reputation  of  the  school  depends  largely  upon 
the  behavior  of  its  students  at  athletic  contests.  It  should  be 
emphasized  that  no  derogatory  remarks,  or  booing  should  be 
made  at  any  time. 

7.  For  desired  spectator  response,  cheers  should  be  executed  with 
precision  and  ease 

8  Develop  a  large  repertoire  of  desirable  and  timely  cheers  which 
may  be  called  upon  at  appropriate  moments 

9.  Always  maintain  enthusiasm  and  composure  especially  intrying 
circumstances,  remembering  your  responsibilities  for  leader- 
ship.

SITUATION  #1 :  With  R1  on  first  and  one  out,  the  next  pitch  to  B2  is  called  ball  four, 
but  R1  not  knowing  it  is  ball  four  attempts  to  steal  second  base.  R1  overslides  the 
base  and  is  tagged.  Is  R1  out? 

RULING:  R1  is  entitled  to  second  base  because  of  the  base  on  balls  to  B2, 
However,  upon  oversliding  second  base,  he  forfeited  his  right  to  the  base. 
Therefore,  he  would  be  out  if  tagged  by  the  defense,  8-4-2-e 
SITUATION  #2:  After  the  line-up  has  been  presented  at  the  pre-game  conference, 
but  before  the  first  pitch,  the  coach  substitutes  Si  for  B1 . 

RULING:  Legal  provided  81  is  not  listed  as  the  pitcher.  If  81  is  withdrawn,  he  has 
been  in  the  game  even  though  he  has  not  participated.  3-1-1 
SITUATION  #3:  As  Si  prepares  to  pitch  to  the  first  batter,  the  batter  informs  the 
umpire  that  the  sweatband  worn  on  the  wrist  of  F1  's  pitching  hand  is  distractive. 
The  coach  of  Fl  contends  that  the  sweatband  is  neither  white  nor  gray,  and 
therefore  should  be  permitted. 

RULING:  The  pitcher  would  not  be  permitted  to  wear  a  gray  or  white  sweatband. 
However,  the  pitcher  may  wear  a  sweatband  on  the  wrist  of  his  pitching  hand, 
provided  the  umpire  does  not  feel  that  it  is  distracting.  Each  situation  is  different 
and  the  judgment  of  each  umpire  is  likely  to  vary.  Neverthe  less,  the  umpire  has  the 
final  say  as  to  whether  a  sweatband,  other  than  white  or  gray  can  be  worn.  1-1-5 
SITUATION  #4:  On  a  batted  ball  to  F6,  Rl  maliciously  runs  over  F2  before  R2 
interferes  with  F6  as  he  tries  to  field  the  ball. 

RULING:  Dead  ball  immediately.  Rl  is  out  for  interference  and  ejected.  The  umpire 
may  award  the  double  play  if  he  feels  the  play  would  have  been  completed 
successfully.  If  the  second  out  is  not  awarded,  R2  would  return  to  base  occupied  at 
the  time  of  interference  by  Rl .  8-2-6.  3-3-1  -g 

SITUATION  #5:  With  two  strikes  B1  steps  out  without  being  granted  time  and  the 
pitch  hits  him. 

RULING:  Batter  is  out  and  the  ball  is  dead  immediately.  6-2-4-d  Note 
SITUATION  #6:  If  a  right  handed  pitcher,  in  the  stretch,  in  a  slow  and  deliberate 
manner,  raises  his  leg  and  throws  to  first,  has  he  committed  a  balk? 
RULING:  No.  If  the  motion  is  continuous  no  balk  is  committed.  6-1-3 
SITUATION  #7:  Wfth  Rl  on  third  and  Rs  on  first,  Fl  balks.  Each  runner  advances 
one  base.  It  is  then  discovered  that  R2  is  an  illegal  substitute  {player  with  no 
eligibility)  What's  the  call? 

RULING:  The  play  stands.  R2  is  ejected  and  replaced  with  a  legal  substitute.  3-1-1 
SITUATION  #8:  Starter  Fl  is  replaced  by  81.  Later  in  the  game,  Fl  enters  the  game 
defensively  for  F7,  Has  a  violation  occurred? 
RULING:  Yes,  If  Si  remains  in  the  game.  3-2-3 

SITUATION  #9:  While  in  the  batter's  box,  the  batter  leans  over  home  plate.  The 
catcher's  and  umpire's  viston  is  not  obstructed  The  play  is  to  prevent  the  catcher, 
on  a  left  handed  batter,  from  seeing  the  runner  at  first  as  he  starts  to  steal. 
RULING:  The  batter's  position  has  not  caused  interference.  If  the  batter  holds  that 
position  and  the  catcher  attempts  a  play,  then  mlerference  could  be  called-  7-3-5 
SITUATION  #10:  Can  a  pitcher,  while  in  the  stretch  position,  feint  a  throw  to  third 
and  then  throw  or  feint  a  throw  to  first'' 

RULING:  A  pitcher  may  not  femt  a  throw  lo  first  if  his  foot  is  in  contact  with  the 
pitcher's  plate.  However,  if  his  foot  comes  off  of  the  pitcher's  plate  when  feinting  a 
throw  to  third,  he  may  feint  or  throw  to  first.  It  is  legal  to  feint  to  third  and  then  throw 
to  first.  6-2-4-a 

SITUATION  #11:  Smith  is  listed  as  the  starling  pitcher  on  the  line-up  card 
presented  to  the  umpire-in-chief.  However.  Jones  starts  instead,  while  Smith  sits 
on  the  bench.  In  the  fourth  inning,  Jones  is  having  difficulty  finding  the  strike  zone. 
His  coach  wants  to  substitute  Smith  for  Jones.  The  coach  of  the  other  team  informs 
the  umpire  of  the  infraction  and  says  he  will  protest  if  Smith  is  allowed  to  pitch 
RULING;  Because  Smith  was  listed  as  the  starting  pitcher,  he  was  to  have  faced 
the  first  batter.  Since  he  did  not  meet  his  requirement,  he  cannot  pitch  the  rest  of 
the  game.  He  is  allowed  to  enter  the  game,  which  shall  count  as  his  re-entry,  and 
he  shall  be  allowed  to  play  any  position  other  than  pitcher.  Jones  shall  be  ejected 
because  he  was  an  illegal  player,  3-1-1 

SITUATION  #12:  On  a  hit  and  run,  the  pitcher  pitches  out.  The  batter  attempts  to  hit 
the  pitch,  but  steps  out  of  the  batter's  box.  Has  he  committed  interference? 
RULING:  If  he  interferes  with  the  catcher's  throw,  B1  has  committed  interference. 
However.  Bl's  foot  must  be  entirely  outside  the  line  for  him  to  be  considered  out  of 
the  box,  7-3-5 

SITUATION  #13:  Can  a  coach  have  a  rule  book  in  the  coach's  box? 
RULING:  Yes.  3-3-1-h 


SITUATION  #14:  With  the  bases  loaded,  Rl  on  third  is  obstructed  while  in  a  run 

down.  On  the  overthrow.  Rl  breaks  for  home  but  maliciously  runs  over  the 

catcher. 

RULING:  Malicious  contact  supercedes  obstruction.  The  penalty  for  interference 

is  enforced.  3-3-1  -g  Penalty 

SITUATION  #15:  During  a  game  in  which  speed  up  rules  are  being  used,  81  is  hit 

by  the  pilch.  Upon  reaching  first  base,  B1  is  replaced  with  a  courtesy  runner.  The 

coach  of  the  defensive  team  informs  the  umpire  (a)  before  the  next  pitch  or  (b)  after 

a  pitch  has  been  delivered  that  the  courtesy  runner  is  illegal, 

RULING:  In  (a)  and  (b)  the  courtesy  runner  is  replaced  with  a  legal  substitute  or  the 

proper  player.  3-1  -l 

SITUATION  #16:  With  runners  at  first  and  second  and  no  outs,  B1  bunts  a  ball  in 

the  air  to  F3.

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Alcohol/Drugs  No.  1  Problem 


The  use  and  abuse  of  other  drugs  now  commands  center  stage  as  the  foremost  problem  affecting  young  people  in  America 
today,  according  to  community  leaders,  grantmakers  and  prevention  experts  surveyed  by  Louis  Harris  and  Associates.  More  than 
90  percent  ranked  alcohol  and  drugs  ahead  of  other  youth  problems  including  teen  pregnancy,  crime,  suicide,  school  dropouts, 
unemployment  and  cigarette  smoking. 

The  survey,  which  polled  2,100  community  leaders,  grantmakers  and  national  prevention  experts,  was  the  first  of  its  kind  and 
focused  on  the  most  promising  program  strategies  for  youth,  sources  of  potential  funding  and  on  the  key  elements  of  a  successful 
prevention  campaign. 

"Boys  Clubs  of  America,  in  its  role  as  advocate  for  youth,  especially  the  14  million  children  in  America  living  at  or  below  the 
poverty  level,  commissioned  this  survey  to  gauge  the  extent  of  support  and  leadership  for  community-based  prevention  efforts," 
said  Jeremiah  Milban,  president.  Boys  Clubs  of  America.  "This  survey  should  help  to  spark  a  national  dialogue  among  community 
leaders,  prevention  experts  and  grantmakers  on  which  works,  where  the  support  is  and  who  will  join  in  the  fight  against  substance 
abuse." 

Other  findings  include: 

•  The  use  and  abuse  of  alcohol  and  other  drugs  is  widely  perceived  as  a  major  contributing  factor  to  other  youth  problems 
including  crime,  suicide,  pregnancy,  auto  accidents,  youth  employment,  dropping  out  of  school  and  hospital  admissions. 

•  Liquor  and  beer  are  seen  as  the  principal  substances  abused  by  youth,  followed  by  marijuana. 

•  Peer  pressure  from  other  youth  (71  %)  and  negative  parental  role  models  (64%)  are  seen  as  major  reasons  that  young  people 
turn  to  drugs  and  alcohol.  Very  few  see  alcohol  and  drug  use  as  a  temporary  phase  or  rite  of  passage. 

•  The  family  is  expected  to  take  the  dominant  role  in  dealing  with  drug  and  alcohol  use  and  abuse  among  young  people. 
Roughly  three-fourths  of  all  groups  surveyed  give  the  family  dominant  responsibility  in  this  area.  Equally  large  numbers  give 
the  family  an  abysmally  low  performance  rating  in  this  area. 

•  There  is  a  great  deal  of  optimism  about  prevention  since  95  percent  of  each  group  surveyed  say  they  believe  that  alcohol 
and  drug  use  can  be  reduced  by  effective  programs.  Moreover,  84  percent  of  all  those  surveyed  say  they  are  willing  to 
contribute  time,  talent  and  money  to  a  first-class  campaign. 

•  Parental  involvement,  good  information  on  what  works  and  more  severe  penalties  for  drug  dealers  are  considered  absolutely 
essential  to  effective  prevention.  More  than  80  percent  surveyed  feel  that  these  programs  should  begin  by  the  age  of  1 0.  Many 
prevention  experts  say  these  programs  should  begin  by  age  six. 

•  Total  giving  by  grantmakers  to  alcohol  and  drug  related  prevention  programs  could  rise  substantially  if  programs  include 
parental  involvement  and  good  information  on  what  works.

Study  Reveals  Steroid  Use  Can  Lead  To  Heart  Disease 

A  six -month  study  of  body  builders  shows  that  unsupervised,  excessive  use  of  anabolic  steroids  can  lead  to  heart  disease 
and  a  decrease  in  the  body's  ability  to  fight  off  illnesses,  a  research  team  said  recently. 

"We  as  a  society  have  a  tremendous  desire  to  gain  a  competitive  edge,  and  people  are  willing  to  put  themselves  at 
tremendous  risk  to  achieve  it,"  said  Dr.  Leonard  H.  Calabrese,  chair  physician  of  clinical  immunology  at  the  Cleveland  Clinic. 

Calabrese  was  part  of  a  five-member  research  team  that  studied  the  diet  and  physical  well-being  of  35  body  builders  in  the 
first  half  of  1986. 

Conclusions  of  their  study  are  now  in  manuscript  form,  and  parts  of  it  soon  may  be  published  in  various  medical  journals, 
the  Associated  Press  reported. 

The  subjects  were  volunteers,  all  consuming  similar,  high-calorie  diets.  Of  the  35  participants,  1 8  were  voluntarily  taking 
high  doses  of  anabolic  steroids,  a  synthetic  version  of  the  male  hormone  testosterone.  Body  builders  and  other  athletes  use 
the  steroids  to  gam  weight  and  strength. 

Calabrese  said  the  drug  users  in  the  study  obtained  the  drug  on  their  own  and  were  advised  of  the  potential  dangers. 

"We  had  people  who  cooperated  with  the  study.  It  was  a  situation  in  which  as  long  as  they  were  going  to  use  steroids 
anyway,  we  wanted  to  be  able  to  study  the  effects,"  he  said. 

Susan  M  Kleiner,  a  Case  Western  Reserve  University  nutrition  researcher,  studied  the  unsupervised  diets  of  the  body 
builders  and  determined  that  the  normal  diet  involved  excessively  high  fat  intake,  creating  potential  for  heart  disease. 

She  said  blood  tests  revealed  that  the  fatty  style  of  nutrition  common  among  the  body  builders  tended  to  put  the  drug  users 
at  greater  risk. 

Dangerously  high  levels  of  cholesterol  were  noted  in  44  percent  of  the  steroid  users,  compared  with  24  percent  of  the 
drug-free  body  builders. 

Calabrese  said  there  has  been  little  reported  in  medical  journals  about  the  effect  of  anabolic  steroids  on  the  body's  immune 
system. 

A  summary  of  the  study  said  that  blood  tests  of  the  steroid  users  revealed  evidence  that  use  of  the  drug  "significantly 
suppresses  the  immune  response,  lowering  the  body's  ability  to  fight  infection  and,  possibly,  reducing  its  ability  to  provide 
surveillance  against  the  development  of  malignancy."

A.C.T.  TEST  DATES  FOR  1987-88,  and  1988-89 


With  the  implementation  of  the  NCAA  Minimum  Eligibility  Guidelines,  it  is 
important  to  keep  up  with  the  test  dates  for  the  American  College  Testing 
Assessment  (ACT  test).  For  the  remainder  of  the  1987-88  school  year  and  for 
the  1988-89  school  year,  the  schedule  is  as  follows:

REMINDER  TO  FOOTBALL  SCHOOLS  AND  OPEN  DATES 

The  first  playing  date  for  football  in  1988  is  August  19.  At  its  regular 
meeting  in  January,  the  Board  of  Control  voted  to  set  the  playoff  championships 
games  for  football  as  the  second  Friday  and  Saturday  following  Thanksgiving 
Day,  thereby  moving  the  starting  and  all  subsequent  playing  dates  of  the 
football  season  back  one  week  in  accordance  to  the  Limitation  of  Seasons.  The 
Board  then  voted  to  waive  the  starting  date  limitation  for  three  years  allowing 
the  schools  to  begin  regular  season  play  on  the  same  dates  as  was  previously 
published  until  the  end  of  the  classification  period.  Beginning  in  1991,  the 
first  playing  date  will  again  be  eleven  weekends  prior  to  the  first  round  of 
the  playoffs.  This  means  that  the  football  playing  schools  have  twelve 
possible  playing  weeks  for  the  next  three  seasons,  but  are  still  limited  to 
eleven  contests. 

The  first  legal  date  for  practice  in  pads  is  August  1.  Pads  is  defined  as  any 
football  equipment,  including  but  not  limited  to,  the  helmet,  shoulder  pads, 
hip  pads,  girdle  pads,  knee  pads,  thigh  pads  and  padded  uniform  pants.  Please 
remember  to  inform  the  Association  office  as  to  open  dates  and  to  contact  this 
office  when  you  fill  an  open  date.

SANCTIONS  FOR  CONTESTS  INVOLVING  OUT  OF  STATE  TEAMS 

Many  questions  arise  when  a  member  school  attempts  to  schedule  a  game 
against  a  team  from  another  state.  Remember  that  the  contest  must  go 
through  the  proper  administrative  channels  to  be  considered  a  legal 
contest.  The  following  can  serve  as  a  simple  guide  to  athletic  directors 
and  principals  -- 

If  a  game  involves  only  one  Kentucky  school  and  one  out  of  state 
school,  and  the  other  state  adjoins  Kentucky,  no  state  Association 
or  National  Federation  sanction  is  necessary; 

If  a  meet  or  tournament  involves  one  or  more  teams  from  outside  the 
host  state,  and  the  invited  teams  are  from  adjoining  state(s), 
National  Federation  sanction  is  not  necessary.  However  the  event 
must  be  sanctioned  by  the  state  Associations  involved.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  principal  of  the  host  school  to  initiate  the 
sanction  procedure; 

In  all  other  cases,  both  state  Association  and  National  Federation 
sanction  is  required.  If  you  are  the  host  school,  contact  the 
Kentucky  High  School  Athletic  Association  to  obtain  the  sanction 
forms  and  begin  the  sanction  process.  The  sanction  process  must  be 
completed  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  event.

The  Business  meeting  of  the  Delegate  Assembly  of  the 
Kentucky  High  School  Athletic  Association  will  be  held  on 
Friday,  April  22,  1988  at  11:00  a.m.  at  the  K.H.S.A.A.  Office 
Building,  560  East  Cooper  Drive,  Lexington,  Kentucky. 

As  provided  in  Article  IX,  Section  1,  of  the  K.H.S.A.A. 
Constitution,  the  following  proposals  for  changes  in  the  rules 
of  the  Association,  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting, 
are  hereby  submitted  to  all  members  of  the  K.H.S.A.A.  for  their 
information.  No  proposals  other  than  these  may  be  con- 
sidered at  the  Annual  Meeting,  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  delegates. 

PROPOSAL  I 

Principal  James  E.  Stevens,  Madisonville  North  Hopkins 
High  School  and  Principal  David  Points,  Montgomery  County 
High  School  proposes  that  the  first  paragraph  of  By-Law  6, 
Transfer  Rule  be  changed  to  read  as  follows:  "Any  student 
both  foreign  and  domestic  being  enrolled  in  grades  9  through 
12  who  changes  school  shall  be  ineligible  for  36  school 
weeks."  (The  remainder  of  By-Law  6  shall  remain  the  same.) 

PROPOSAL  II 

Principal  Peter  Flaig,  Trinity  High  School  (Louisville) 
proposes  to  amend  By-Law  24,  Nos.  1 .  (5),  2.  (5),  3.  (5),  4.  (5),  5. 
(5),  6.  (5),  7.  (5),  8.  (5),  9.  (5),  10.  (5),  11.  (5)  and  12.  (5).  "The 
season  ends  at  all  levels  of  play  (grades  9-12)  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  varsity  team's  last  regular  season  contest.." 
to  read  as  follows:  "The  season  ends  at  all  levels  of  play 
(grades  9-12)  on  the  Saturday  preceding  the  first  K.H.S.A.A. 
Tournament  (District,  Region,  or  State). 

PROPOSAL  III 

Principal  Bill  VanWinkle,  Owensboro  High  School  pro- 
poses that  By-Law  25,  Limitation  of  Seasons,  Section  1 
through  12  (Section  #5  under  each  sport)  be  changed  to 
read  as  follows:  "The  season  ends  at  all  levels  of  play  (grades 
9  through  12)  at  the  conclusion  of  the  varsity  team's  last 
regular  season  contest,  with  the  exception  that  the  varsity 
team  (or  team  member)  may  play  through  its  elimination  from 
K.H.S.A.A.  state  championship  competition.  There  shall  be  no 
further  practice  or  play  until  the  designated  date  for  start  of 
practice  in  the  next  academic  year. 

RATIONALE:  This  would  eliminate  the  practice  of  member 
schools  sending  their  football,  basketball,  baseball,  etc. 
teams  to  team  camps  during  the  summer  where  they  practice 
and  play  games  as  a  unit.  This  would  also  eliminate  the  need 
for  athletes  to  give  up  summer  jobs  and  for  coaches  having  to 
coach  in  the  summer  with  or  without  pay.  The  purpose  is  to 
eliminate  the  team  camp,  but  in  no  way  would  this  affect 
individual  camps. 

PROPOSAL  IV 

Principal  Tom  Swartz,  Pikeville  High  School  proposes  that 
the  following  section  be  added  to  By-law  25,  Limitation  of 
Seasons  -  Basketball:  "Eighth  grade  females  who  participate 
in  a  fall  junior  high  school  basketball  season  may  play  on  the 
high  school  (grade  9-12)  team(s)  during  the  regular  season. 

PROPOSAL  V 

Principal  Ken  Cox,  Tates  Creek  High  School  proposes  that 
By-Law  5,  Section  1 .,  Continual  Progress  be  changed  to  read 
as  follows:  "A  contestant  must  have,  for  the  current  academic 
school  year  up  to  the  last  mid-term  grade  report  or  end  of 
semester  grade  report,  a  passing  average  in  each  of  at  least 
four  full  credit  high  school  subjects  or  their  equivalent  in  units 
of  credits  accepted  for  graduation." 


RATIONALE:  As  a  result  of  the  above  change  student 
athlete's  academic  progress  would  be  checked  only  at  times 
when  teachers  had  grades  averaged  and  readily  available.  A 
student  athlete's  eligibility  or  in-eligibility  would  remain  in 
effect  from  one  grading  period  to  the  next  regularly  scheduled 
mid-term  or  end  of  semester  grade  report. 


PROPOSAL  VI 

The  K.H.S.A.A.  Board  of  Control  proposes  that  By-Law  25, 
Limitation  of  Season  be  changed  to  permit  season  play  in  all 
spring  sports  to  begin  the  first  Monday  of  the  week  following 
the  completion  of  the  last  basketball  tournament  beginning 
with  the  1 988-89  school  year.  The  present  beginning  date  is 
April  1. 

PROPOSAL  VII 

Principal  Kay  Lancaster,  Christian  County  High  School  and 
Principal  William  F.  Baker,  Boone  County  High  School 
propose  that  By-Law  25,  Limitation  of  Seasons  -  Football  be 
changed  to  read  as  follows:  "Organized  practice  in  pads  shall 
not  begin  more  than  30  calendar  days  prior  to  the  Friday  of  the 
first  weekend  that  member  schools  may  schedule  a  varsity 
game." 

RATIONALE  FOR  CHANGE: 

1 .  Impossible  for  coaches  to  properly  prepare  a  team  for 
competition  under  the  present  rule.  Under  the  present 
rule,  practice  in  pads  would  begin  August  1  and  the 
first  game  could  be  scheduled  for  August  19.  Also, 
most  coaches  would  try  to  work  in  two  scrimmage 
games. 

2.  Athletes  may  be  placed  in  a  more  dangerous  situation 
under  the  present  rule  (August  1  beginning  date)  due  to 
the  fact  coaches  will  more  than  likely  conduct  longer  and 
more  physically  demanding  practice  sessions  due  to  so 
few  days  to  prepare  for  first  game.  Danger  of  heat 
problems  more  likely  to  surface. 

3.  If  a  football  team  were  to  practice  every  day  between 
August  1  and  August  1 9,  they  could  get  in  only  1 8  days  of 
practice.  All  other  sports  are  given  at  least  40  days  of 
practice  under  the  present  limitation  of  seasons  rules. 
Why  shouldn't  football  be  treated  more  equally? 

4.  Under  the  present  rule,  coaches  will  have  even  less 
time  to  prepare  a  team  during  the  1989  and  1990 
seasons.

Page  57  —  Rule  9-5-2  —  Change  "one-inch"  to  "1  /2-inch"  in  fourth  line. 
SITUATION  #1 :  There  is  a  three-way  tie  for  third  place  at  6'4"  in  a  regional  meet  in 

which  (our  qualitiers  are  to  be  advanced  for  state  final  competition.  Following  the 
tie-breaking  procedure,  each  of  the  three  competitors  are  allowed  one  more 
attempt  at  6'4"  A1  successfully  clears  the  bar  and  is  awarded  third  place  after  Bl 
and  01  miss.  An  additional  try  at  6'4"  is  awarded  to  Bl  andCl  since  the  tie  must  be 
resolved  to  find  the  fourth  qualifier.  81  is  successful  and  CI  misses.  The  coach  of 
Cl  appeals  on  the  basis  that  the  second  trial  should  have  been  at  the  next  lower 
height 

RULING:  Unless  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  state  meet  series  specifically 
states  "no  more  than  four  qualifiers  may  advance  and  ties  for  qualifying  places  in 
the  lumping  events  will  follow  the  tie-breaking  procedures  listed  m  7-3-17  and 
7-4-25  including  items  (d)  1",  A1,  Bl  and  Cl  all  would  advance,  because  the 
tie-breaking  procedure  is  specified  only  to  break  a  tie  for  first  place. 

If  the  |ump-off  is  specified,  Bl  and  Cl  would  be  allowed  only  one  trial  at  6'4" 
before  the  bar  was  lowered  following  their  misses,  and  the  appeal  should  be 
honored  (7-3-17d  1  and  2) 

SITUATION  #2:  There  are  two  competitors  remaining  in  the  girls  high  jump.  A1 
clears  the  bar  at  5'8"  on  her  first  attempt,  but  after  leaving  the  pit.  the  crossbar  falls 
off  the  standards  The  judge  rules  it  as  a  successful  trial.  81  clears  the  bar  on  her 
third  attempt  The  bar  is  moved  to  5'9"  When  both  A1  and  Bl  miss  all  three 
attempts,  A2  is  awarded  first  place  on  the  basis  of  fewer  misses  The  coach  of  Bl 
protests  to  the  referee  that  A1  's  trial  at  5'8"  should  have  been  declared  a  failed  trial 
because  the  bar  (ell  into  the  pit  When  the  referee  confronts  the  )udge,  the  judge 
admits  he  (elt  it  was  a  successful  trial  as  long  as  A1  had  left  the  pit  before  the  bar 
fell  The  referee  rules  it  as  an  unsuccessful  trial  and  declares  Bl  the  winner  The 
coach  of  Team  A  protests  that  A 1  should  have  been  granted  two  additional  trials  at 
5'8"  if  her  first  attempt  was  in  fact  ruled  a  failed  trial.  The  referee  rules  that  her  miss 
at  5'8"  coupled  with  the  first  two  misses  at  5'9"  put  her  out  of  the  competition. 
RULING:  The  judge  and  the  referee  are  both  m  error.  When  Al  was  permitted  to 
advance  to  the  succeeding  height,  her  mark  at  5'8"  must  stand.  {7-3- 1 6a;  S.R.  73. 
16C} 

COMMENT:  If  the  judge  confirms  that  Al  did  touch  the  crossbar  in  her  attempt  and 
this  touching  provided  the  impetus  for  the  bar  to  eventually  become  dislodged,  it 
should  have  been  ruled  as  a  tailed  trail  regardless  of  where  she  was  when  the  bar 
fell.  If  the  protest  had  been  lodged  before  the  bar  had  been  raised  to  the  next 
height,  it  should  have  been  honored  on  the  basis  of  a  misapplication  of  a  rule  and 
Al  given  two  more  attempts  at  that  height. 

SITUATION  #3:  Team  A  reports  to  the  clerk  of  course  for  the  4  x  100  relay.  The 
clerk  observes  that  three  members  are  wearing  plain  blue  shorts,  while  A4  is 
wearing  (a)  blue  shorts  with  a  wing  fool  design  amid  a  large  letter  "P",  or  (b)  plain 
blue  shorts  with  two  white  stripes  on  the  sides. 

RULING:  While  some  judgment  is  involved,  it  would  appear  that  the  uniforms  are 
not  of  the  same  design  and  A4  would  be  required  to  secure  a  pair  of  plain  blue 

COMMENTS:  It  is  important  to  understand  the  rationale  behind  the  rule  and  that  is 
to  avoid  any  confusion  on  the  part  of  the  meet  officials  in  identifying  teammates  in  a 
relay  race.  Obviously,  if  the  wing  foot  or  even  the  letter  "P"  was  fairly  small  or 
almost  inconspicuous  at  a  distance,  most  officials  would  not  rule  the  shorts  as 
illega  The  same  would  go  for  striping  if  there  are  some  shorts  with  a  quarter-inch 
stripe  and  others  with  a  half- inch  stripe,  or  some  with  one  stripe  and  the  others  two 
stripes,  they  should  be  considered  of  the  "same  design  " 

SITUATION  #4:  Cross  country  course  is  marked  with  a  directional  line  with  few,  if 
any,  directional  flag  markings  to  indicate  turns.  The  question  arises  as  to  how 
close  a  runner  must  run  to  the  line  marked  on  the  ground  to  designate  the  race 

RULING:  All  turns  should  be  designated  with  either  a  red  or  yellow  flag  and  all 
runners  must  run  to  the  outside  of  such  marking.  In  the  absence  ol  a  directional 

flag  at  a  turn,  the  runners  must  consider  the  ground  marking  the  same  as  a  lane 
line  and  while  running  around  a  curve  or  negotiating  a  turn,  may  not  take  more 
than  two  consecutive  steps  inside  the  course  marking.  (9-1,  5-10-1) 
SITUATION  #5:  In  the  4  x  400  meter  relay,  out-going  runner  A2  is  positioned  inside 
the  exchange  zone  with  his  hand  extending  outside  ol  the  exchange  zone  as  Al 
approaches,  or  has  one  toot  on  the  track  inside  the  outgoing  end  of  the  exchange 
zonewhiletheotherfootisinlheairoff  the  track  with  his  receiving  hand  inside  the 
exchange  zone 

RULING:  The  position  of  the  feet  at  the  moment  the  baton  is  exchanged,  i.e.,  on  the 
track,  off  the  track,  inside  or  outside  the  exchange  zone,  is  immaterial  The 
determining  factor  in  a  legal  exchange  is  "the  position  of  the  baton."  When  the 
baton  IS  passed  (exchanged),  the  baton  must  be  within  the  20  meter  exchange 
zone  Thus,  the  out-going  runner  could  have  both  feet  on  the  track  beyond  the 
exchange  zone,  as  long  as  the  had  that  receives  the  baton  from  the  in-coming 
runner  is  within  the  vertical  plane  of  the  limits  of  the  exchange  zone  when  the  pass 
is  completed.  (5-9-6:5-9-7) 


SITUATION  #6:  In  a  district,  regional  or  sectional  track  meet,  which  is  a  qualifying 

meetforthe  state  final  meet.  Al  is  disqualified  in  the  long  jump  for  unsportsmanlike 
conduct.  Prior  to  this  disqualification,  Al  placed  second  in  the  400  meter  dash  and 
qualified  for  advacement  to  the  state  final  meet. 

RULING:  In  the  absence  of  any  special  terms  and  conditions  of  the  state  meet 
series  established  by  the  state  high  school  association,  Al  would  be  eligible  to 
compete  in  the  400-meter  dash,  an  event  Al  qualified  for  prior  to  the 
disqualification  in  the  long  jump,  but  would  not  be  eligible  to  compete  in  the  long 
jump  at  the  state  final  meet,  even  if  he  or  she  did  have  a  mark  prior  to  the 
disqualification  that  would  have  qualified  him  or  her. 

COMMENT:  The  track  and  field  rules  are  not  written  to  include  advancement 
procedures  from  qualifying  meets  to  the  state  final,  and  therefore,  state 
associations  are  free  to  adopt  their  own  policies  or  "terms  and  conditions"  of 
competition  that  address  such  things  as  advancement,  participation  limitations, 
scratches,  relay  entries,  etc. 

The  above  ruling  is  based  on  the  penalty  for  Rule  4-5-1 ,  i.e.,  disqualification  from 
further  participation  in  the  meet.  The  rule  book  does  not  consider  a  qualifying 
meet  held  at  one  site  on  one  particular  date  to  be  the  same  meet  (or  competition)  as 
a  subsequent  meet  that  my  be  pari  of  a  senes  of  one  or  more  meets  leading  to  a 
state  final. 

SITUATION  #7:  Al  is  entered  in  three  individual  events  and  two  relays.  After 
competing  in  the  preliminary  trials  of  three  individual  events.  Al  participates  in  two 
relay  events.  When  meet  management  discovers  that  the  4  x  400  meter  relay  is.  in 
fact.  Al 's  fifth  event,  they  disqualify  Team  A  from  that  relay. 
RULING:  Al  has  violated  the  participation  limitations  and  must  forfeit  any  places 
or  points  earned  m  individual  events,  and  both  the  relay  teams  that  Al  was  a 
member  of  shall  be  disqualified.  (4-2-1,  4-2-2) 

COMMENT:  The  fact  that  the  individual  events  and /or  the  relays  were  preliminary 
heats,  does  not  effect  the  situation  nor  the  penalty.  Situation-rulings  4.2.1A  and 
4.2.2B  clearly  indicate  that  a  competitor  has  "participated"  in  an  event  when  they, 
or  a  relay  team  of  which  they  are  a  member,  report  to  the  clerk  of  course  or  the 
judge  of  a  field  event  m  which  they  are  entered. 

SITUATION  #8:  The  4  x  200  meter  relay  is  run  m  two  sections  and  timed  by 
hand- held  digital  watches  that  record  times  in  1  /100th  of  a  second.  Team  A  wins 
the  first  heat  in  1:36.02  and  Team  B  wins  the  second  heat  in  1:36.03.  I^eet 
management  decides  (a)  to  declare  Team  A  the  winners,  or  (b)  to  round  off  the 
times  to  the  next  slower  tenth  (1  36  1)  and  declare  Team  A  and  B  tied  for  first,  but 
give  Team  A  the  first  place  trophy  based  on  the  faster  time  recorded  in  hundredths 
of  a  second. 

RULING:  Illegal  m  (a).  In  (b),  meet  management  has  followed  the  correct  procedure 
in  rounding  up  both  times  to  the  next  lenth  of  a  second  and  declaring  a  tie  for  first 
place  According  to  rule,  both  times  are  considered  identicia  but  the  method  of 
determining  which  team  gets  the  first  or  second  place  awards  (i.e.,  give  identical 
awards,  flip  a  com  to  determine  which  team  will  get  the  first  and  which  team  the 
second  place  awards,  or  award  the  higher  place  award  to  the  team  that  has  the 
faster  time  as  recorded  on  a  hand-held,  digital  watch  measuring  in  one- 
hundredths  of  a  second),  is  up  to  meet  management. 

COMMENT:  The  rationale  behind  Rule  3-8-5  is  quite  valid.  It  must  be 
acknowledged  that  the  reaction  time  betw/een  timers,  and  even  the  same  timers  in 
two  different  races  could  not  be  as  close  as  one-hundreth  of  a  second.  There  may 
be  situations  where  it  is  expedient  to  run  some  races  in  sections  against  time,  but 
often  you  have  to  pay  a  price  (or  placing  runners  according  to  time  versus 
head-to-head  competition,  and  the  above  situation  is  a  good  example. 
SITUATION  #9:  At  a  championship  meet,  it  is  determined  there  will  be  a  starter  and 
two  assistant  starters  on  each  race  Prior  to  the  meet,  the  three  officials  agree  on 
the  following  procedure.  If  a  false  start  is  detected  in  any  race,  the  three  starters 
will  confer;  and  if  two  of  the  three  agree  a  false  start  was  committed,  then  the 
competitor  will  be  disqualified.  If  only  one  has  seen  a  false  start,  then  there  will  be 
no  disqualification 

RULING:  There  is  no  rule  support  for  such  an  agreement.  Just  as  a  "rose  is  a  rose, 
is  a  rose,  is  a  rose,"  a  false  start  is  a  false  start,  etc..  no  matter  whether  one  official 
sees  It,  or  three  officials  see  it.  (5-7-4) 

COMMENT:  II  is  quite  common  for  some  assistant  starters,  especially  when  there 
IS  more  than  one,  to  focus  on  some  runners  (or  lanes)  while  other  runners  or  lanes 
are  assigned  to  another  starter.

NEW  CHANGES  AND  CLARIFICATIONS  FOR  NCAA  PROPOSITION  48  (By-Law  5-1- (j)) 

Students  entering  NCAA  Division  I  institutions  as  freshmen  in  the  fall  of  1988 
must  meet  the  following  requirements  to  be  eligible  to  participate  and  to 
receive  athletically  related  financial  aid  --  1)  Present  a  2.00  grade  point 
average  (based  on  a  4.00  scale)  in  a  successfully  completed  core  curriculum  of 
at  least  11  academic  courses  including  at  least  three  years  in  English,  two 
years  in  Mathematics,  and  two  years  in  Natural  and  Physical  Science  (including 
at  least  one  laboratory  class,  if  offered  by  the  high  school)  at  the  time  of 
graduation  from  high  school  as  certified  on  the  high  school  transcript  or  by 
official  correspondence;  and  2)  Score  a  minimum  of  700  on  the  SAT  (verbal  and 
math  combined)  or  a  minimum  of  15  composite  on  the  ACT. 

For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  core-course  requirement,  the  course  is  defined  as 
a  recognized  academic  course  that  offers  fundamental  instructional  components  in 
a  specified  area  of  study.  Courses  taught  at  a  level  below  the  high  school's 
regular  academic  instruction  level  (e.g.  remedial,  special  education,  or 
compensatory)  will  not  be  considered  regardless  of  course  content. 

In  addition,  effective  with  courses  taken  during  the  1987-88  academic  year  and 
thereafter,  at  least  75%  of  the  instructional  content  of  a  course  must  be  in  one 
or  more  of  the  required  areas,  and  "statistics"  as  referred  to  in  the 
mathematics  section,  must  be  advanced  (algebra-based). 

The  NCAA  Council  has  approved  the  use  of  a  procedure  for  certifying  the 
eligibility  of  prospective  student  athletes  who  will  be  entering  NCAA  Division  I 
or  II  member  institutions  as  freshmen  during  the  1988-89  academic  year  and 
thereafter.  This  procedure  was  developed  by  the  NCAA  in  cooperation  with  the 
National  Association  of  Secondary  School  Principals  in  order  to  move  the 
responsibility  of  calculating  the  prospective  student  athlete's  core-curriculum 
grade  point  average  from  the  prospective  student-athlete's  high  school  to  the 
certifying  college  institution.  Under  this  procedure,  you  are  asked  only  to 
identify  the  courses  offered  at  your  school  that  meet  the  definition  of  a  core 
course  under  By-Law  5-l-(j). 

The  forms  for  use  in  this  procedure  are  available  from  any  NCAA  member 
institution  or  by  writing  the  NCAA  at  P.O.  Box  1906,  Shawnee  Mission,  KS, 
66201.  Also,  the  NCAA  Guide  to  College  Freshman  Eligibility  Requirements  has 
been  revised.  Copies  are  available  (for  a  small  fee)  from  the  NCAA  office.

NCAA  CHANGES  IN  ALL-STAR  GAME  REQUIREMENTS

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^ELE/^SE  WRESTLING  RULE  CHANGES 

ANNOUNCED  FOR  1988-89  SEASON 

KANSAS  CITY,  MO  (March  29,  1988)  —  The  new  13  weight  classes  established  last  year  by  the  National  Federation  Wrestling 
Rules  Committee  will  be  instituted  as  planned  beginning  with  the  1988-89  season. 

In  Its  March  22-23  meeting  in  Kansas  City,  the  committee  affirmed  its  decision  of  a  year  ago  to  increase  the  number  of  classes 
from  12  to  13  and  to  have  more  classes  in  the  middle  weights. 

The  new  classes,  optional  by  state  adoption  this  past  season,  that  will  take  effect  next  year  are:  103, 112, 1 19, 125, 130. 135, 140, 
145,  152,  160.  171.  189  and  275. 

The  committee  also  affirmed  its  decision  of  a  year  ago  to  delete  the  rule  which  allowed  a  two-pound  growth  allowance  on 
December  25.  another  pound  allowance  on  February  1  and  an  additional  pound  on  March  1.  This  change,  which  also  was  optional 
this  past  season,  becomes  affective  in  1988-89. 

"The  questionnaires  we  received  this  year  supported  the  committee's  decision  to  change  the  weight  classes."  said  Fritz 
McGinness,  editor  of  the  National  Federation  rules  and  assistant  director  of  the  National  Federation.  "Many  of  the  states 
implemented  these  changes  this  past  season  and  we  look  for  the  remaining  states  to  follow  suit  next  year.  Most  of  the  comments 
have  been  very  positive." 

Although  the  committee  did  not  make  a  large  number  of  rules  changes  this  year,  one  of  the  more  noticeable  next  year  will  be  one 
regarding  overtime. 

Rule  10-4  now  will  state  that  the  overtime  is  an  extension  of  the  regular  match,  meaning  all  penalties,  warnings,  cautions  and 
injury  time  will  be  carried  over  to  the  overtime  In  the  past,  the  overtime  was.  in  essence,  a  separate  match.  Effective  with  the 
1988-89  season,  the  overtime  will  simply  be  a  continuation  of  the  first  six  minutes. 

Another  major  change  was  made  in  the  number  of  team  points  earned  for  a  technical  fall.  Beginning  next  season,  a  fall  will  earn 
one  more  team  point  than  a  technical  fall.  A  fall  will  be  worth  six  team  points,  and  a  technical  tall  will  bring  five  team  points.  In  the 
past,  both  earned  six  team  points. 

"Originally,  the  rule  was  implemented  because  the  belief  was  that  a  match  should  not  be  terminated  without  allowing  a 
contestant  to  score  the  maximum  number  of  points."  McGinness  said.  "The  committee  now  believes  that  if  an  individual  cannot  be 
pinned  and  his  opponent  can  gam  a  15-point  advantage,  then,  quite  possibly,  he  is  not  able  to  pin  his  opponent." 

Two  changes  also  were  made  in  Rule  7.  The  Back  Row  was  added  to  Rule  7-1  -5  as  another  specific  example  of  an  illegal  hold.  In 
addition,  a  change  in  Rule  7-6-1  no  longer  will  allow  the  referee  the  option  of  a  five -second  count  preceding  a  stalling  or  stalemate 
call. 

Rule  8-1-5  was  rewritten  to  agree  with  the  definition  of  a  match.  A  flagrant  misconduct  call  now  will  be  a  two-point  team 
deduction  instead  of  one. 

In  addition,  the  committee  affirmed  its  change  of  a  year  ago  requiring  red  and  green  armbands  for  officials,  effective  with  the 
1 988-89  season.  This  year,  the  committee  determined  that  the  red  arm  band  must  be  worn  on  the  left  wrist  and  the  green  arm  band 
on  the  right  wrist.  McGinness  said  this  decision  was  made  in  an  effort  to  have  uniformity  among  officials 

Wrestling  is  the  fifth-most  popular  sport  among  high  school  boys  with  251 ,281  participants  in  8,426  schools  competing  on  the 
varsity  level.

RELEASE    CH'^NGES  throw-in  count  for  1988-89  SEASON 


KANSAS  CITY,  MO  (March  31, 1988)  —  Beginning  with  the  1988-89  high  school  basketball  season,  the  five-second,  throw-in 
count  will  end  on  the  release  of  the  ball  rather  than  when  the  ball  is  touched  by  a  player  on  the  court. 

This  rule  change  was  one  of  12  significant  changes  made  by  the  National  Federation  Basketball  Rules  Committee  at  its  March 
29-30  meeting  in  Kansas  City. 

Dick  Schindler.  editor  of  the  National  Federation  basketball  rules  and  assistant  director  of  the  National  Federation,  said  the 
change  in  Rule  9-3-3  was  mainly  an  administrative  one  to  aid  officials. 

"With  this  change,  the  official  closest  to  the  player  throwing  in  the  ball  will  know  definitely  when  the  five-second  count  ends," 
Schindler  said.  "Previously,  it  was  difficult  to  administer  for  officials  when  long  passes  were  made  by  the  out-of-bounds  player.  It  is 
now  an  easier  rule  to  administer." 

In  another  change  in  throw-in  procedures,  the  committee  altered  Rule  9-9  to  allow  an  airborne  player  to  jump  from  frontcourt  to 
catch  a  throw-in  pass  and  land  in  backcourt.  Previously,  this  would  have  been  a  backcourt  violation. 

Schindler  said  that  more  and  more  throw-ins  were  occurring  at  the  division  line  because  of  the  alternating-possession  rule. 
The  committee  believes  that  the  implementation  of  this  rule  will  help  eliminate  a  situation  which  inadvertently  resulted  in  a 
violation. 

Although  no  changes  were  made  in  Rule  1 0-5  regarding  bench  decorum,  the  committee  agreed  to  allow  states  to  experiment 
with  the  rule  by  allowing  coaches  to  stand  within  a  specified  six-foot  area  during  the  game  for  the  sole  purpose  of  coaching 
players.  Requests  by  state  associations  must  be  approved  by  the  National  Federation. 

The  current  rule  requires  coaches  to  remain  seated  on  the  bench  while  the  clock  is  running  or  stopped  except  to  confer  with 
bench  personnel  and  players,  rise  and  stand  to  signal  players  to  request  a  timeout,  confer  with  personnel  at  the  scorer's  table, 
attend  an  injured  player,  replace  or  remove  a  disqualified  or  injured  player  or  to  react  spontaneously  to  an  outstanding  play. 

"The  committee  wants  to  gather  data  from  states  that  experiment  as  to  whether  this  procedure  will  assist  coaches  in 
communicating  with  players  without  increasing  sportsmanship  problems,"  Schindler  said.  "This  is  strictly  an  experimental 
procedure  which  may  be  granted  to  states;  the  rule  has  not  been  changed." 

In  other  rules  changes  for  1 988-89.  the  committee  voted  to  prohibit  players  from  wearing  tights  or  undergarments  that  extend 
below  the  uniform  shorts,  as  well  as  prohibiting  the  use  of  any  replay  or  television-monitoring  equipment  to  help  in  making  any 
decision  relating  to  the  game.  Both  of  these  changes  were  made  in  response  to  growing  problems  in  each  of  those  areas. 

The  implementation  of  the  three-point  field  goal  last  year  brought  about  change  this  year  in  Rule  4- 1-2  regarding  the  definition  of 
"ending  a  try." 

Beginning  next  season,  legal  touching  of  the  ball  will  not  end  a  try.  Legal  touching  of  the  ball  by  a  player  will  no  longer  be  a  part  of 
the  definition  of  ending  a  try. 

"When  the  three-point  field  goal  was  implemented,  we  had  a  difference  in  the  definition  and  interpretation  of  a  try,"  Schindler 
said.  "The  rule  was  in  conflict  with  the  interpretation,  so  the  'touching'  part  of  the  rule  was  deleted." 

The  committee  also  authorized,  by  state  association  adoption,  the  use  of  artificial  limbs  for  players.  The  limb,  in  the  state's 
opinion,  must  not  be  more  dangerous  to  players  than  the  corresponding  human  limb  and  must  not  place  an  opponent  at  a 
disadvantage. 

Two  changes  were  made  in  Rule  5.  Rule  5-3-3a  now  will  allow  an  airborne  player  in  possession  of  the  ball  to  call  a  timeout.  In 
addition,  a  note  will  be  added  to  Rule  5-2-1  to  allow  each  state  association  to  determine  whether  the  three-point  field  goal  will  be 
used  in  junior  high  competition. 

In  other  rules  changes,  the  committee  deleted  the  part  of  Rule  1 0-6  that  automatically  awarded  two  free  throws  for  a  blocking  foul 
committed  against  an  airborne  shooter.  Also,  changes  were  made  in  Rules  7-5- 1 , 3  and  9- 1  -1 2  to  delete  all  references  to  taking  the 
ball  to  the  free-throw  line  extended  for  a  throw-in.  In  the  future,  the  ball  will  be  put  into  play  closest  to  the  spot  where  a  violation 
occurs. 

The  word  "abbreviation"  was  added  to  Rule  3-4-2  to  state  that  one  identifying  name  or  abbreviation  may  be  placed  horizontally 
or  vertically  on  either  or  both  the  front  and  back  of  the  shirt. 

After  one  year  of  emphasizing  a  new  procedure  for  resuming  play,  the  rules  committee  adopted  the  procedure  as  an  official  rule. 
If  teams  are  not  in  place  following  a  timeout  or  intermission  after  the  procedure  process,  a  violation  occurs.  Schindler  said  this 
procedure  worked  well  last  year  and  helped  keep  games  going  at  the  intended  pace. 

The  committee  selected  three  concerns  for  "Points  of  Emphasis  "  this  year.  Those  areas  of  concern  are  enforcement  of  the 
principle  of  verticality.  conduct  and  sportsmanship  by  teams  and  fans,  and  the  general  philosophy  of  rules  enforcement. 

Schindler  said  that  officials  are  there  to  enforce  rules,  not  to  make  decisions  on  which  rules  to  enforce.  Additionally,  coaches 
should  teach  players  to  play  within  the  rules. 

National  Federation  playing  rules  are  used  by  approximately  1 7,000  high  schools  and  more  than  500.000  participants  in  boys 
basketball  as  well  as  more  than  1 6,000  schools  that  offer  girls  programs  for  400,000  participants.  From  the  standpoint  of  school 
programs,  basketball  is  the  most  popular  high  school  sport.

SITUATION  #19:  Team  As  relay  team  reports  to  the  clerk  of  course  weanng 
bodysuits  under  the  traditional  track  shorts.  The  clerk  informs  Team  A  that  without 
the  school-issued  jersey,  the  uniforms  fail  to  meet  the  rule  requirements.  The 
coach  of  Team  A  protests 

RULING:  The  protest  will  be  denied  In  previous  years,  bodysuits  were,  by 
interpretation,  legal  if  the  traditional  track  shorts  were  worn  over  them,  implying 
that  the  top  of  the  bodysuit  could  be  worn  in  lieu  of  the  traditional  jersey  As 
clarified  in  the  1 987  Points  of  Special  Emphasis,  "Team  Uniforms, "  it  stated  in  pari, 
"until  and  unless  Rule  4-3-1  is  changed,  bodysuits  and  leotards  do  not  meet  the 
rule  specifications  and  therefore,  cannot  be  substituted  for  the  traditional  shorts 
and  jersey. " 

SITUATION  #20:  In  a  district  or  invitational  meet,  the  games  committee  announces 
that  no  measurements  will  be  made  in  the  shot  put  unless  they  meet  or  exceed  a 
specified  minimum  distance. 

RULING:  Legal  The  games  committee  has  broad  authority  to  establish  reasonable 
terms  and  conditions  pertaining  lo  meet  administration  While  a  reasonable 
minimum  distance  (standard)  may  be  established  based  on  previous  per- 
formances by  competitors  in  the  field,  a  more  practical  procedure  may  be  to  set  a 
conservatively  low  standard  and  then  adjust  to  a  greater  distance  after  the  first  or 
second  round  of  trials,  keeping  m  mind  that  a  competitor's  second  best 
performance  may  be  needed  to  break  a  tie  (3-2-1) 

SITUATION  #21 :  In  a  regional  meet  to  determine  four  qualifiers  for  the  state  final,  a 
three-way  tie  occurs  for  third  place  According  lo  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
regional  meet,  ties  for  qualifying  places  must  be  resolved  and  m  the  high  |ump. 
Rule  7-3-17  (d)  will  apply  The  official  gives  contestants  Ai,  BI  and  Cl  an 
additional  try  at  6'4"  and  only  AI  is  successful  The  official  announces  that  BI  and 
CI  will  have  one  more  try  at  6'4",  whereupon  BI  clears  the  height,  Cl  misses  and 
BI  IS  awarded  the  fourth  qualifying  place  The  coach  of  Cl  complains  that  the  bar 
should  have  been  lowered  since  both  Bl  and  Cl  missed  their  additional  attempt  at 
6'4- 

RULING:  The  appeal  should  be  honored 

COMMENT:  Even  though  Rule  7-3-17(d)-1  only  applies  to  breaking  ties  for  first 
place,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  meet  stipulate  that  this  rule  will  be  used  to 
break  ties  for  qualifying  places,  and  the  official  has,  in  fact,  set  aside  the  rule 
SITUATION  #22:  There  are  three  qualifying  heats  in  the  100  meter  dash  and  it  is 
announced  that  the  first  two  places  in  each  heal,  plus  the  two  fastest  thirds  will 
qualify  for  the  finals  During  the  third  heat,  the  fully  automatic  liming  system 
malfunctions  and  the  places  are  manually  timed. 

RULING:lndetermining  the  two  fastest  thirds,  manual  times  shall  be  compared  for 
all  three  heats  (3-8-4,  5-5-3) 

COMMENT:  It  IS  important  to  record  manual  times  for  all  heats  whenever  time  will 
be  a  factor  in  determining  advancement 

SITUATION  #23:  AI,  who  is  leading  by  10  yards,  falls  just  prior  to  the  finish  line  and 
rolls  across  the  line  without  breaking  the  tape  or  interfering  with  any  other 
competitor 

RULING:  If  AI 's  torso  reaches  the  finish  line  before  any  other  competitor.  A 1  will  be 
considered  the  winner  (5-8-1.  5-8-2)

SITUATION  #43:  81  lines  a  double  into  left  field  As  the  ball  is  being  returned  lo  Fl . 

the  coach  of  the  team  at  bat  questions  the  size  of  F5's  givoe.  After  a  close 

examination  by  the  umpire,  the  glove  is  ruled  illegal. 

RULING:  If  the  illegal  glove  was  not  involved  in  a  play,  F5  simply  has  to  secure  a 

legal  glove.

RULING:  Illegal  in  (a),  (c)  and  (d)  because  the  objects  are  hard  and  could  result  in 

injury  to  other  players  if  there  was  contact  Furthermore,  the  objects  could  cause 

injury  to  that  player  when  sliding,  1-1-6  NOTE,  10-2-3-g 

SITUATION  #46:  Team  A's  best  pitcher  pitched  seven  mningslhe  first  game  of  the 

double  header  In  Ihe  fifth  mning  of  the  second  game  his  coach  decides  to  use  him 

in  relief  Two  days  later  the  same  player  pitches  a  similar  number  of  innings.  Do 

National  Federation  rules  restrict  the  number  of  innings  a  pitcher  may  pitch  in  a 

given  period  ot  time'' 

RULING:  No  State  associations  have  the  freedom  lo  adopt  their  own  pitching 

limitations.  State  associations  that  do  not  have  pitching  limitations  are  encouraged 

to  consider  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  pitching  limitation  which  would  be 

appropriate  for  their  state.

WHITE  HOUSE  CONFERENCE  AIMS  FOR  DRUG-FREE  SOCIETY 


Editor's  Note:  The  White  House  Con- 
ference for  a  Drug-Free  America  was 
held  February  28-March  3.  1988  in 
Washington,  D.C.  Six  regional  con- 
ferences had  previously  been  held 
throughout  the  United  States. 

"We  need  to  review  the  Nation's  pro- 
gress against  drugs  and  to  reinvigorate 
our  national  strategy  to  stop  ttieir  use. 
We  need  to  share  successful  strategies 
and  programs  offered  in  all  aspects  of 
American  life.  In  short,  each  one  of  you 
has  a  crucial  piece  of  the  puzzle.  The 
Conference  is  designed  to  help  you  put 
the  complete  picture  together." 

-President  Ronald  Reagan, 
November  1987 

The  White  House  Conference  for  a 
Drug-Free  America  was  mandated  by 
the  United  States  Congress  and  admin- 
istered by  the  Executive  Office  of  the 
President.  It  was  charged  with  the  re- 
sponsibility of  exploring  the  causes  of 
illicit  drug  use  in  this  country  and 
evaluating  potential  solutions. 

The  framers  of  the  conference  deter- 
mined that  the  most  effective  way  to 
consider  the  opportunities  to  end  illicit 
drug  use  would  be  to  examine  every 
aspect  of  American  life.  Each  of  the  six 
regional  meetings  involved  10  separate 
panels  covering  the  work  place,  edu- 
cation, prevention,  law  enforcement, 
international  concerns,  transportation, 
media/entertainment,  public  housing, 
treatment  and  sports. 

Sports  was  included  because  of  its 
impact  on  our  culture.  Athletes  are  role 
models  and  opinion  makers.  They  often 
are  viewed  as  leaders  from  grade  school 
to  the  professional  ranks. 

Dorothy  E.  Mclntyre,  fVISHSL  Asso- 
ciate Director  and  Ora  Buchanan,  Girls 
Athletics,  IVIankato,  attended  the  regional 
conference  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio  and  were 
appointed  to  serve  as  National  Advisors 
to  the  Sports  Panel.  Their  letter  of 
appointment  said,  "Among  the  many  fine 
people  who  participated  in  our  regional 
meetings,  you  have  been  selected  as  one 
of  the  few  whose  unique  commitment 
and  dedicated  efforts  stand  out  as  an 
important  weapon  in  the  battle  against 
Illicit  drug  use." 


Mclntyre,  Buchanan  and  eighteen 
other  advisors  met  in  Washington,  DC. 
on  February  1 1  - 1 2,  1 988  to  develop  the 
report  to  the  Conference.  The  Sports 
Panel  understood  that  amateur  and 
professional  sports  was  not  a  single 
faceted,  monolithic  entity  which  could  be 
scrutinized  in  a  shallow  manner.  Sports 
had  to  be  properly  considered  at  all  age 
and  competitive  skill  levels,  from 
younger  leagues  to  the  major  leagues.  It 
was  realized  that  those  who  participate 
in  sports  at  these  various  levels  must  be 
considered  first  as  individuals  and 
second  as  athletes. 

Representatives  were  included  from 
professional  sports,  amateur  sports, 
college  sports,  high  school  sports,  youth 
sports,  representatives  of  player  manage- 
ment, intercollegiate  administration,  rule 
enforcement  and  player  unions. 

The  report  of  the  Sports  Panel  was 
presented  to  the  Sports  Commission  at 
the  White  House  Conference  for  a  Drug- 
Free  America  in  Washington,  D.C,  on 
IVIarch  1.  It  covered  a  variety  of  areas 
which  includes  institutional  responsi- 
bilities; role  modeling  of  parents, 
coaches,  and  athletes;  codes  of  conduct, 
drug  testing,  and  future  considerations: 

1.  The  term  "institution"  includes  the 
entire  age  and  skills  spectrum,  from 
youth  sports  through  professional 
sports.  Helping  athletes  fight  illicit  drug 
use  and  become  proper  role  models  is  a 
responsibility  which  is  mutually  shared. 
This  should  include  comprehensive 
substance  abuse  education,  training  and 
counseling  programs.  Coping,  decision- 
making and  general  life  skills,  from 
elementary  school  through  college, 
should  find  a  place  within  existing 
curriculum.  Ethical  and  spiritual  value 
formation  should  be  encouraged. 

2.  Athletes  are  role  models  by  choice 
or  by  circumstance.  Each  has  the 
responsibility  to  remain  drug  free  and  to 
help  other  members  of  the  athletic 
community  to  stay  drug  free.  No  athlete 
should  ever  be  used  to  promote  or 
facilitate  the  illegal  sale  or  illegal  con- 
sumption of  alcohol. 


3.  Parents,  as  role  models,  need  to 
keep  in  close  contact  by  attending  and 
participating  in  pre-season  meetings, 
parent  communication  networks,  drug 
education  programs  and  by  exhibiting 
responsible  parental  behavior. 

4.  Coaches,  as  role  models,  should 
demonstrate  responsible  behavior, 
should  participate  in  educational  pro- 
grams on  chemical-health  issues  and 
conduct  preseason  meetings  to  talk 
about  drug-related  issues. 

5.  A  code  of  conduct  is  a  definite  set  of 
expectations  designed  for  the  develop- 
ment of  a  healthy  lifestyle  and  the 
preservation  of  the  integrity  of  the  sports 
program.  These  expactations,  or  rules, 
need  to  be  flexible,  achievable  and 
should  be  applicable  for  the  entire 
school  year. 

6.  Drug  testing  is  not  perceived  as  a 
panacea  but  as  one  method  of  a  compre- 
hensive drug-free  program.  It  should  be 
reliable,  accurate,  confidential  and 
handled  with  dignity,  and  respect  for  the 
individual.  The  test  results  must  be 
handled  properly. 

7.  Future  considerations  need  to  be 
given  to  women  athletes  who  become 
involved  with  drug  abuse  and  related 
eating  disorders.  Also,  research  is 
needed  on  athletes  and  non-athletes 
regarding  the  causes  of  illicit  drug  use 
and  the  problems  which  result.

The  Board  of  Control  of  the  Kentucky  High  School  Athletic 
Association  met  at  the  K.H.S.A.A.  Office  Building  in  Lexington, 
Kentucky,  on  Thursday,  April  21,  1988.  The  meeting  was 
called  to  order  at  1;00  p.m.  by  President  Frank  Welch.  All 
Board  Members,  Commissioner  Tom  Mills,  Executive 
Assistant  Billy  V.  Wise,  Assistant  Commissioners  Brigid  L. 
DeVries  and  Louis  Stout  and  Sports  Information  Director 
Julian  Tackett  were  present.  Mr.  Harry  Loy  was  present 
representing  the  State  Department  of  Education.  Mr.  Welch 
called  upon  Mr.  Sam  Chandler  to  give  the  invocation. 

President  Welch  called  on  Coach  Don  Rice,  Ninth  &  0 
Baptist,  who  was  representing  Sherry  Cline.  Sherry's  mother, 
Mary  Austin,  was  also  present.  Coach  Rice  had  requested  a 
hearing  before  the  Board  to  appeal  the  decision  of  the 
Commissioner  as  it  relates  to  By-Law  3,  Age  Rule.  Sherry  had 
been  ruled  ineligible  to  participate  in  athletics  for  the  1988-89 
school  year  due  to  the  fact  she  will  attain  the  age  of  nineteen 
on  September  7.  Following  Coach  Rice's  appeal  and 
questions  to  him  and  to  Mrs.  Austin  by  the  Board  members, 
Sam  Chandler  made  a  ^notion  that  the  Board  nottake  action  in 
this  case  until  more  inrormation  could  be  ascertained.  Charlie 
Wilson  seconded  the  motion  which  passed  unanimously. 

The  next  appeal  was  requested  by  Jason  Burkhardt's 
father,  John  Burkhardt.  Jason  had  transferred  from  Holy 
Cross  High  School  to  Valley  High  School  and  had  been  ruled 
ineligible  to  participate  in  interscholastic  athletics  under  the 
provisions  of  By-Law  6,  Transfer  Rule.  Following  Mr. 
Burkhardt's  appeal  and  a  discussion  thereof  by  the  Board 
members.  Bill  Case  made  a  motion  that  the  Board  uphold  the 
Commissioner's  ruling  in  this  case.  Sam  Chandler  seconded 
the  motion  which  carried  by  a  vote  of  8-1, 

President  Welch  then  called  on  Brad  Jenkins,  a  student  at 
Central  High  School  who  had  requested  a  hearing  before  the 
Board  to  appeal  his  ineligibility  to  participate  in  athletics 
during  the  1987-88  school  year.  Coach  Ed  Portman  was  also 
present  with  Brad.  Following  Brad's  presentation,  Sam 
Chandler  made  a  motion  that  the  ruling  of  the  Commissioner 
be  waived  in  this  case.  Charlie  Miller  seconded  the  motion 
which  passed  by  a  vote  of  6-3. 

Tom  Buchanan  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Charlie 
Wilson,  that  the  minutes  of  the  March  meeting  of  the  Board  be 
approved.  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Charlie  Wilson  moved  that  all  bills  of  the  Association  for  the 
period  beginning  March  1  and  ending  March  31.  1988  be 
allowed.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Sam  Chandler  and 
carried  unanimously.

The  71st  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Kentuc(<y  High  School 
Athletic  Association  was  held  on  Friday,  April  22, 1 988,  at  the 
K.H.S.A.A.  Office  Building,  560  East  Cooper  Drive,  Lexington. 
The  invocation  was  given  by  Sam  Chandler. 

President  Frank  Welch  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  1 1 :00 
a.m.  Sixty-four  elected  delegates  or  alternates  answered  the 
roll  call. 

Commissioner  Tom  IVIills  then  presented  a  report  on  the 
activities  of  the  Association  during  the  1987-88  school  year. 
Jerry  Jenkins  moved,  seconded  by  Alvis  Johnson,  that  the 
report  be  accepted.  The  motion  carried  unanimously.  (The 
Commissioner's  report  is  printed  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of 
the  "Athlete.) 

Commissioner  Ivlills  introduced  newly  elected  members  on 
the  Board  of  Control  to  the  Delegate  Assembly  as  follows: 
Alexandra  "Sandy"  Allen  -  Principal,  Ballard  High  School, 
Representing  Regions  1-8;  Charles  Henry  -  Principal, 
Paducah  Tilghman  High  School,  Representing  Regions  1-8; 
Pearl  Ray  Lefevers  -  Principal,  Bell  County  High  School, 
Representing  Regions  13-14;  f\/larvin  IVIoore  -  Principal, 
Rowan  County  High  School,  Representing  Regions  15-16; 
Elizabeth  Trabandt  -  Asst.  Principal,  Russell  High  School, 
Representing  Regions  9-16. 

President  Welch  stated  that  presentation  of  proposals  was 
the  next  order  of  business. 

PROPOSAL  FROM  THE  FLOOR 

Dale  Kirk  moved,  seconded  by  Wilton  Gant  that  the  Board 
of  Control  be  granted  permission  to  present  a  proposal  from 
the  floor.

The  Board  of  Control  presented  the  following  proposal: 

Item  number  3  under  By-Law  25,  Section  4,  Football,  be 
changed  to  read  as  follows:  The  first  game  shall  not  take 
place  prior  to  twelve  (1 2)  weekends  prior  to  the  weekend  of 
the  first  round  of  the  state  play-offs  through  the  remainder  of 
the  current  period  of  classification  (through  the  1 990  season). 
Beginning  with  the  1991  football  season,  the  rule  shall  again 
stipulate  that  the  first  game  shall  not  take  place  prior  to  eleven 
(1 1 )  weekends  prior  to  the  weekend  of  the  first  round  of  the 
state  play-offs. 

Paul  Young  moved,  seconded  by  Phil  Back,  that  the  Board 
Proposal  be  adopted.  The  motion  passed  unanimously. 

PROPOSAL  I 

Principal  James  E.  Stevens,  Ivladisonville  North  Hopkins 
High  School  and  Principal  David  Points,  fvlontgomery  County 
High  School  proposes  that  the  first  paragraph  of  By-Law  6, 
Transfer  Rule  be  changed  to  read  as  follows:  "Any  student 
both  foreign  and  domestic  being  enrolled  in  grades  9  through 
12  who  changes  school  shall  be  ineligible  for  36  school 
weeks."  Jack  Smoot  moved,  seconded  by  Phil  Back,  that 
Proposal  I  be  adopted.  The  motion  passed  by  a  vote  of  58-4. 

PROPOSAL  II 

Principal  Peter  Flaig,  Trinity  High  School  (Louisville) 
proposes  to  amend  By-Law  24,  Nos.  1 .  (5),  2.  (5),  3.  (5),  4.  (5),  5. 
(5),  6.  (5),  7.  (5),  8.  (5),  9.  (5),  10.  (5),  11.  (5)  and  12.  (5).  "The 
season  ends  at  all  levels  of  play  (grades  9-12)  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  varsity  team's  last  regular  season  contest..." 
to  read  as  follows:  "The  season  ends  at  all  levels  of  play 
(grades  9-12)  on  the  Saturday  preceding  the  first  K.H.S.A.A. 
Tournament  (District,  Region,  or  State)".  Paul  Young  moved, 
seconded  by  William  Hardin  that  Proposal  II  be  adopted.  The 
motion  failed  by  a  vote  of  36-24. 


PROPOSAL  III 

Principal  Bill  VanWinkle,  Owensboro  High  School  pro- 
poses that  By-Law  25,  Limitation  of  Seasons,  Section  1 
through  1 2  (Section  #5  under  each  sport)  be  changed  to  read 
as  follows:  "The  season  ends  at  all  levels  of  play  (grades  9 
through  1 2)  at  the  conclusion  of  the  varsity  team's  last  regular 
season  contest,  with  the  exception  that  the  varsity  team  (or 
team  member)  may  play  through  its  elimination  from 
K.H.S.A.A.  state  championship  competition.  There  shall  be  no 
further  practice  or  play  until  the  designated  date  for  start  of 
practice  in  the  next  academic  year.  John  W.  McCarley  moved, 
seconded  by  Joe  Dan  Gold  that  Proposal  III  be  adopted.  The 
motion  failed  by  a  vote  of  14-45. 

PROPOSAL  IV 

Principal  Tom  Swartz,  Pikeville  High  School  proposes  that 
the  following  section  be  added  to  By-Law  25,  Limitation  of 
Seasons  -  Basketball:  "Eighth  grade  females  who  participate 
in  a  fall  junior  high  school  basketball  season  may  play  on  the 
high  school  (grade  9-12)  team(s)  during  the  regular  season. 

George  Horton  moved  that  Proposal  IV  be  amended  by 
changing  the  word  females  to  students.  Phil  Back  seconded 
the  motion  and  it  passed  by  a  vote  of  50-0. 

Grant  Robinson  then  moved  that  Proposal  IV  be  amended 
by  adding  "students  who  participate  in  a  fall  junior  high 
school  season  or  on  other  league  teams  may  play  on  the  high 
school  (grade  9-12)  team(s)  during  the  regular  season". 
Danney  Haney  seconded  the  motion.  The  motion  to  amend 
failed  by  a  vote  of  3-52. 

James  Walker  moved,  seconded  by  Sherrill  Slone,  that 
Proposal  IV  be  adopted  as  amended.  The  motion  failed  to 
receive  the  necessary  2/3  votes  for  passage.  The  vote  was 
42-18. 

Dudley  Hilton  moved  that  Proposal  IV  be  reconsidered.  Bill 
Van  Winkle  seconded  the  motion  which  passed  by  a  vote  of 
46-18. 

Claude  Guidroz  moved,  seconded  by  Phil  Back,  that 
Proposal  IV  be  adopted  as  amended.  The  motion  passed  by  a 
vote  48-15. 

PROPOSAL  V 

Principal  Ken  Cox,  Tates  Creek  High  School  proposes  that 
By-Law  5,  Section  1  ,  Continual  Progress  be  changed  to  read 
as  follows:  "A  contestant  must  have,  for  the  current  academic 
school  year  up  to  the  last  mid-term  grade  report  or  end  of 
semester  grade  report,  a  passing  average  in  each  of  at  least 
four  full  credit  high  school  subjects  or  their  eqivalent  in  units 
of  credits  accepted  for  graduation."  Sherrill  Slone  moved, 
seconded  by  John  McCarley,  that  Proposal  V  be  adopted. 
The  motion  failed  by  a  vote  of  9-54. 

PROPOSAL  VI 

The  K.H.S.A.A.  Board  of  Control  proposes  that  By-Law  25, 
Limitation  of  Season  be  changed  to  permit  season  play  in  all 
spring  sports  to  begin  the  first  f^onday  of  the  week  following 
the  completion  of  the  last  basketball  tournament  beginning 
with  the  1988-89  school  year.  The  present  beginning  date  is 
April  1 .  Phil  Back  moved,  seconded  by  Frankie  Francis,  that 
Proposal  VI  be  adopted.  The  motion  passed  by  a  voteof59-4. 

PROPOSAL  VII 

Principal  Kay  Lancaster,  Christian  County  High  School  and 
Principal  William  F.  Baker,  Boone  County  High  School 
propose  that  By-Law  25,  Limitation  of  Seasons  -  Football,  be 
changed  to  read  as  follows:  "Organized  practice  in  pads  shall 
not  begin  n^ore  than  30  calendar  days  prior  to  the  Friday  of  the 
first  weekend  that  member  schools  may  schedule  a  varsity 
game."  Art  Douglas  moved,  seconded  by  Dale  Kirk,  that 
Proposal  VII  be  adopted.  The  motion  passed  53-4. 

Jimmie  F.  Staton  moved,  seconded  by  Frankie  Francis,  that 
the  meeting  be  adjourned.  The  motion  passed  unanimously. 
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1987-88  ANNUAL  REPORT 

(Presented  to  Delegate  Assembly) 


Two  hundred  ninety-one  schools  joined  the  Association 
for  the  1987-88  school  year.  Seven  of  these  schools  enroll 
girls  only  and  five  have  only  boys.  In  1986-87  there  were  293 
schools,  in  1985-86  there  were  294. 

There  were  200  schools  involved  in  Football.  Classes  A, 
AA,  AAA  and  AAAA  championship  games  were  played  at  the 
Fairgrounds,  Louisville.  Attendance  was  approximately 
14,335  and  gross  receipts  were  $71,899.50.  Expenses 
involved  in  conducting  the  state  football  playoffs  were 
$32,438.22.  The  approximate  gross  receipts  from  the  Football 
District,  Regional  and  Sectional  Playoff  games  were 
$313,748.00  with  expenses  of  conducting  these  games 
reported  as  $86,084.36.  Paid  attendance  at  the  53  games 
reporting  (out  of  a  total  of  60)  was  approximately  101,148.  All 
profits  from  the  District,  Regional  and  Sectional  football 
playoff  games  are  divided  among  the  participating  schools 
with  no  monies  being  received  by  the  Kentucky  High  School 
Athletic  Association. 

The  number  of  schools  competing  in  Volleyball  was  sixty- 
three.  The  K.H.S.A.A.  sanctioned  tournament  was  held  at 
Fairdale  High  School,  Louisville,  Kentucky  on  October  30-31 , 
1987.  Expenses  incurred  were  $4,216.66  with  receipts  of 
$4,596.00. 

In  Cross  Country  188  boys'  teams  entered  twenty-four 
regional  meets.  One  hundred  seventy-seven  girls'  teams 
entered  all  three  classes  in  twenty-three  regionals.  The 
expenses  incurred  in  sponsoring  this  sport  were  $14,584.66 
and  the  receipts  were  $5,061 .00.  Classes  A,  AA  and  AAA  were 
held  in  Lexington  at  the  Kentucky  Horse  Park. 

There  were  102  schools  competing  in  Soccer.  The  State 
Tournament  was  held  in  Lexington  from  November  2-7, 1 987. 
The  receipts  were  $19,278.00  and  expenses  incurred  were 
$11,802.56. 

There  were  fifty  schools  competing  in  Wrestling  in  eight 
districts  and  four  regions  with  the  winner  and  runner-up  in 
each  weight  class  advancing  to  the  state  finals  The 
championship  tournament  was  held  at  Atherton  High  School. 
Expenditures  incurred  were  $12,589.13.  The  receipts  were 
$13,675.00. 

In  Swimming  seventy  girls'  teams  and  seventy-one  boys' 
teams  competed  for  the  championships.  The  meets  were  held 
at  Memorial  Coliseum,  University  of  Kentucky,  Lexington, 
Kentucky  on  March  4-5,  1988.  The  receipts  were  $3,480.00 
and  the  expenses  were  $8,389.31. 

The  approximate  gross  receipts  from  the  boys'  and  girls' 
district  Basketball  tournaments  were  approximately 
$508,636.00  while  the  regional  tournaments  took  in  approx- 
imately $601,818.00  for  a  total  of  $1,110,454.00.  All  profits 
from  the  District  and  Regional  Basketball  Tournaments  are 
divided  among  the  participating  schools  with  no  monies 
being  received  by  the  Kentucky  High  School  Athletic 
Association.  Ticketed  attendance  at  the  Boys'  State  Tourna- 
ment was  approximately  135,866  as  compared  to  140,266  for 
last  year.  The  gross  ticket  receipts  this  year  for  the  tourna- 
ment are  estimated  at  $768,546.00  with  expenditures  of 
approximately  $221,053.58. 

Attendance  at  the  Girls'  State  Basketball  Tournament  was 
30,825  compared  to  27,976  for  last  year.  The  gross  ticket 
receipts  were  $131,358.00  with  expenditures  of  approx- 
imately $90,61 6.87.  A  complete  report  will  appear  in  the  audit. 

In  the  other  sports  that  are  to  follow,  272  Baseball  teams  will 
compete  in  sixty-three  districts  and  sixteen  regions;  211 
Softball  teams  will  compete  in  twelve  regions;  208  girls'  and 
210  boys'  Track  teams  will  compete  in  twelve  regions  each; 
1 53  girls'  and  202  boys'  Golf  teams  will  play  in  1 9  regions;  21 2 
girls'  and  205  boys'  Tennis  teams  will  play  in  twelve  regions. 
State  championship  meets  will  be  held  in  Baseball  at 


Elizabethtown;  Softball  in  Louisville;  Track  at  the  University  of 
Kentucky;  girls' Golf  at  Elizabethtown  Country  Club,  Elizabeth- 
town;  boys'  Golf  at  Lincoln  Trails  Country  Club  Golf  Course, 
Vine  Grove;  Tennis  at  the  University  of  Kentucky.

Sonny 
was  the  unanimous  choice  of  the  Kentucky  High  School 
Athletic  Association  Game  Guy  Award  Committee  for  the 
1988  trophy. 

Sonny  is  a  senior  at  Logan  County  High  School  in 
Russellville,  where  he  plays  football.  He  is  also  active  in  other 
school  clubs  and  organizations.  Sonny  was  stricken  with 
cancer  in  1986,  his  sophomore  year.  He  had  to  undergo 
surgery  and  a  series  of  radiation  treatments  before  returning 
to  school.  After  this  time,  doctors  diagnosed  the  cancer  as 
being  in  remission.  In  September  of  1987,  the  doctors  found 
that  the  cancer  had  returned.  By  October  1  st  he  was  forced  to 
resume  taking  medication  and  chemotherapy  treatments.  He 
is  presently  completing  a  cycle  of  chemotherapy  treatments 
which  will  continue  through  May,  1 988.  Sonny  was  honored 
for  his  continued  effort  and  support  by  receiving  the  110% 
Award.

Frank  Welch  presented  the  recommendations  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Grant  Talbott  made  a  motion  that  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee's Report  be  accepted.  Sam  Chandler  seconded  the 
motion,  which  carried  unanimously. 

Commissioner  Mills  discussed  a  communique  he  had 
received  from  Dr.  Quin  Bailey  and  the  Kentucky  Medical 
Association.  Dr.  Bailey  had  requested  financial  assistance  in 
printing  and  distributing  a  brochure  entitled  "Athlete  Drug 
Problems".  Commissioner  Mills  advised  the  Board  that  the 
Association  is  in  the  planning  stages  of  providing  a  drug 
awareness  program  to  all  students  in  grades  5-12.  This 
program  is  in  conjunction  with  the  National  Federation's 
Target  Program.  Following  a  discussion  of  this  drug  program, 
Tom  Buchanan  made  a  motion  that  the  Commissioner  be 
authorized  to  proceed  with  the  Target  Drug  Awareness 
Program.  Charlie  Wilson  seconded  the  motion  which  passed 
unanimously.  On  the  subject  of  assisting  the  Kentucky 
Medical  Association  with  their  request,  the  K.H.S.A.A.  will 
continue  to  assist  in  the  distribution  of  their  brochures. 

A  discussion  ensued  regarding  requests  received  by 
Commissioner  Mills  from  Bath  County  and  Powell  County  to 
change  their  basketball  districts.  Bath  County  requested  to 
move  from  Region  10,  District  40  to  Region  16,  District  61. 
Powell  County  had  requested  to  move  from  Region  14, 
District  56  to  Region  10,  District  40.  Charlie  Miller  made 
motion  seconded  by  Charlie  Wilson,  that  these  schools  be 
granted  permission  to  make  these  moves.  The  motion  carried 
by  a  vote  of  eight  in  favor  of  the  motion  and  one  opposed. 

The  next  item  of  discussion  concerned  a  request  from 
Madison  Southern  to  be  placed  in  Class  A,  Region  II,  District  II 
and  the  reclassification  of  Madison  Central  High  School  into 
Class  AAA,  Region  II,  District  II  for  the  1989  football  season. 
Following  a  discussion  of  these  requests,  Charlie  Wilson 
made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Tony  dinger,  thatthese  schools 
be  placed  as  requested.  The  motion  carried  by  a  vote  of  8  in 
favor  and  1  opposed. 

Following  a  lengthy  discussion  regarding  the  procedure 
for  accepting  bids  for  the  Boys  and  Girls  State  Basketball 
Tournaments  in  1990-91,  Sam  Chandler  made  a  motion, 
seconded  by  Tony  dinger  that  Commissioner  Mills  be 
authorized  to  advertise  for  bids  to  host  these  tournaments. 
The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Grant  Talbott  moved,  seconded  by  Tom  Buchanan  that  the 
Board  continue  to  provide  catastrophic  insurance  for 
member  schools.  In  order  to  maintain  the  deductible  at 
$3,500,  the  Board  will  absorb  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  this 
service.  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Following  a  discuss'on  of  whether  to  shorten  the  length  of 
the  Coaches  Box  (Rule  10-5  which  was  put  into  effect  during 
the  1987-88  basketball  season)  Ken  Tippett  made  a  motion, 
seconded  by  Charlie  Miller,  that  the  Board  continue  with  the 
same  box  length  as  is  now  being  used.  The  motion  passed 
unanimously. 

Executive  Asst.  Wise  then  presented  a  proposal  which 
would  increase  the  fees  of  football  and  basketball  officials  to 
$35.00/game  plus  .15/mile.  Commissioner  Stout  recom- 
mended to  the  Board  that  baseball  officials'  fees  be  increased 
to  $45.00  for  a  doubleheader  plus  .15/mile  for  all  mileage 
over  50  miles.  The  fee  for  a  single  game  will  remain  at  $22.50. 
Huston  DeHaven  made  a  motion  that  these  recommendations 
be  accepted.  Charlie  Wilson  seconded  the  motion  which 
passed  unanimously. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Control  is  scheduled  to  be 
held  at  Lake  Berkley  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  July  29-30. 

Huston  DeHaven  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Tony 
dinger,  that  Outgoing  President  Frank  Welch  and  Outgoing 
Vice  President  Tom  Buchanan  be  named  Delegate  and 
Alternate  respectively  to  the  forthcoming  69th  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  National  Federation  to  be  held  in  Kansas  City, 
Missouri,  beginning  July  5, 1988. 

There  being  no  further  business,  Grant  Talbott  made  a 
motion  the  meeting  be  adjourned.  Bill  Case  seconded  the 
motion  which  carried  unanimously. 


KIDS  NEED  SUMMER 

(The  following  article  appeared  in  the  Wisconsin  Inter- 
scholastic  Activities  Association  Bulletin.) 


It's  summer  again! 

Summer — that  great  time  of  the  year,  particularly  for  school 
people,  when  things  aren't  quite  as  hectic  as  the  other  nine 
months  on  the  calendar. 

True,  it  isn't  a  total  time  for  relaxation  and  revitalization. 
There  are  annual  meetings  and  budget  battles  for  many  of  our 
administrators,  and  there  are  teacher  layoffs  being  sweated 
out  by  coaches.  There  even  is  a  significant  amount  of 
classroom  activity  in  the  majority  of  our  school  districts  in  the 
summer. 

But  the  pace  isn't  quite  the  same  in  the  summer  as  the  rest 
of  the  year. 

Summer  really  should  be  "summer"  for  our  young  athletes. 
It  should  be  a  time  for  "fun  and  games,"  for  fishmg  and 
families  and  picnics  and  trips.  It  should  be  a  time  to  rest  from 
the  demands  and  the  disciplines  of  sports. 

Not  all  coaches,  not  all  parents  let  their  kids  have  a 
"summer."  A  lot  of  them  think  they  are  doing  their  boys  and 
girls  a  big  favor  by  keeping  them  involved  in  the  routines  of 
their  sport.  They  give  all  sorts  of  reasons  in  defense  of  their 
positions,  all  the  way  to  using  that  well  worn  out  question: 
"Wouldn't  you  rather  have  kids  wrestling  or  in  basketball 
camp  than  smoking  pot  or  something  like  that?" 

To  tell  the  truth,  "Yes,  we'd  rather  have  them  in  sports,  even 
in  the  summer,  than  in  drugs  or  whatever."  But,  we'd  also 
rather  have  them  doing  something  other  than  organized 
wrestling  or  going  to  basketball  camp  in  the  summer.  We'd 
like  to  have  them  left  alone  a  little  bit  as  far  as  organized  sports 
activity  IS  concerned  —  left  alone  to  do  what  they  want  to  do 
for  awhile.  How  about  letting  those  kids  only  worry  about 
whether  or  not  they  can  find  enough  other  kids  to  make  up  a 
slow  pitch  Softball  team? 

If  high  school  age  boys  and  girls  really  want  to  stay  deeply 
involved  in  their  particular  sport  during  the  summer,  they 
should  not  be  denied  that  opportunity.  But  it  is  important  that  it 
be  their  own  decision.  The  coach  should  not  be  pushing  them 
in  any  way,  subtle  or  otherwise,  and  administrators  should 
impress  this  point  on  their  coaches.  Parents  push  kids,  too, 
but  that's  something  school  people  can't  control.  They  can 
reason  with  them  and  recommend  to  them  but  that's  as  far  as 
they  can  go. 

Summer  is  such  a  short  time.  It's  too  short.  It  doesn't  even 
start  until  June  is  well  underway,  and  before  it's  two  months 
old,  it's  all  over.  By  the  first  part  of  August,  we're  back  at  it 
again,  getting  ready  for  another  school  year  of  sports. 

Boys  and  girls  spend  nearly  75  per  cent  of  their  first  18 
years  going  to  school,  and  a  great  many  of  them  spend  nearly 
75  per  cent  of  those  school  years  involved  in  some  kind  of 
organized  athletic  program  That's  a  lot  of  regimentation  for  a 
growing  child.  That's  a  lot  of  time  not  to  have  time  to  do 
something  just  for  the  fun  of  it. 

We  shouldn't  do  anything  that  cheats  our  kids  out  of 
summer.  They  need  that  time.  They  want  that  time.  They 
especially  need  and  want  that  time  because  they're  kids.  The 
opportunities  summer  affords  kids  never  will  knock  at  their 
door  once  their  school  days  are  over.  Let's  not  do  anything 
that  would  prevent  them  from  opening  that  door.

REMINDER  TO  FOOTBALL  SCHOOLS  AND  OPEN  DATES 

The  first  playing  date  for  football  in  1988  is  August  19.  The  Football  Playoff 
Championships  games  will  be  the  second  Friday  and  Saturday  following 
Thanksgiving  Day.  The  Board  of  Control  has  voted  to  waive  the  starting  date 
limitation  for  three  years  allowing  the  schools  to  begin  regular  season  play  on 
the  same  dates  as  was  previously  published  until  the  end  of  the  current 
classification  period.  This  decision  was  then  affirmed  by  a  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Delegate  Assembly  at  its  meeting  on  April  22.  Beginning  in  1991,  the  first 
playing  date  will  again  be  eleven  weekends  prior  to  the  first  round  of  the 
playoffs.  This  means  that  the  football  playing  schools  have  twelve  possible 
playing  weeks  for  the  next  three  seasons,  but  are  still  limited  to  eleven 
contests. 

The  first  legal  date  for  practice  in  pads  is  July  20.  Pads  is  defined  as  any 
football  equipment,  including  but  not  limited  to,  the  helmet,  shoulder  pads, 
hip  pads,  girdle  pads,  knee  pads,  thigh  pads  and  padded  uniform  pants.  Please 
remember  to  inform  the  Association  office  as  to  open  dates  and  to  contact  this 
office  when  you  fill  an  open  date.

NEW  CHANGES  AND  CLARIFICATIONS  FOR  NCAA  PROPOSITION  48  (By-Law  5-l-(j)) 

Students  entering  NCAA  Division  I  institutions  as  freshmen  in  the  fall  of  1988 
must  meet  the  following  requirements  to  be  eligible  to  participate  and  to 
receive  athletically  related  financial  aid  --  1)  Present  a  2.00  grade  point 
average  (based  on  a  4.00  scale)  in  a  successfully  completed  core  curriculum  of 
at  least  11  academic  courses  including  at  least  three  years  in  English,  two 
years  in  Mathematics,  and  two  years  in  Natural  and  Physical  Science  (including 
at  least  one  laboratory  class,  if  offered  by  the  high  school)  at  the  time  of 
graduation  from  high  school  as  certified  on  the  high  school  transcript  or  by 
official  correspondence;  and  2)  Score  a  minimum  of  700  on  the  SAT  (verbal  and 
math  combined)  or  a  minimum  of  15  composite  on  the  ACT. 

For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  core-course  requirement,  the  course  is  defined 
as  a  recognized  academic  course  that  offers  fundamental  instructional 
components  in  a  specified  area  of  study.  Courses  taught  at  a  level  below  the 
high  school's  regular  academic  instruction  level  (e.g.  remedial,  special 
education,  or  compensatory)  will  not  be  considered  regardless  of  course 
content. 

In  addition,  effective  with  courses  taken  during  the  1987-88  academic  year  and 
thereafter,  at  least  75%  of  the  instructional  content  of  a  course  must  be  in' 
one  or  more  of  the  required  areas,  and  "statistics"  as  referred  to  in  the 
mathematics  section,  must  be  advanced  (algebra-based). 

The  NCAA  Council  has  approved  the  use  of  a  procedure  for  certifying  the 
eligibility  of  prospective  student  athletes  who  will  be  entering  NCAA  Division 
I  or  II  member  institutions  as  freshmen  during  the  1988-89  academic  year  and 
thereafter.  This  procedure  was  developed  by  the  NCAA  in  cooperation  with  the 
National  Association  of  Secondary  School  Principals  in  order  to  move  the 
responsibility  of  calculating  the  prospective  student  athlete's  core-curriculum 
grade  point  average  from  the  prospective  student-athlete's  high  school  to  the 
certifying  college  institution.  Under  this  procedure,  you  are  asked  only  to 
identify  the  courses  offered  at  your  school  that  meet  the  definition  of  a  core 
course  under  By-Law  5-l-(j). 

The  forms  for  use  in  this  procedure  are  available  from  any  NCAA  member 
institution  or  by  writing  the  NCAA  at  P.O.  Box  1906,  Shawnee  Mission,  KS, 
66201.  Also,  the  NCAA  Guide  to  College  Freshman  Eligibility  Requirements  has 
been  revised.

NCAA  CHANGES  IN  ALL-STAR  GAME  REQUIREMENTS 

At  its  regular  meeting  in  January,  the  NCAA  voted  to  change  the  limitations  on 
students  participating  in  All -Star  Contests.  The  NCAA  will  no  longer  certify 
these  games  but  will  leave  that  certification  process  to  the  State  High  School 
Associations.  The  ruling  means  that  if  a  game  is  approved  by  a  State 
Association,  it  will  be  considered  not  to  affect  the  future  eligibility  of  a 
student  athlete  inasmuch  as  NCAA  rules  are  concerned.  The  NCAA  did  agree 
however,  to  maintain  the  limit  of  two  All -Star  games  for  senior  participants 
between  the  end  of  the  eligible  sports  season  and  the  conclusion  of  the 
academic  school  year,  with  no  limit  on  the  number  of  games  which  may  be  played 
after  the  conclusion  of  the  school  year.

SANCTIONS  FOR  CONTESTS  INVOLVING  OUT  OF  STATE  TEAMS 

Many  questions  arise  when  a  member  school  attempts  to  schedule  a  game  against  a 
team  from  another  state.  Remember  that  the  contest  must  go  through  the  proper 
administrative  channels  to  be  considered  a  legal  contest.  The  following  can 
serve  as  a  simple  guide  to  athletic  directors  and  principals  -- 

If  a  game  involves  only  one  Kentucky  school  and  one  out  of  state  school,  and 
the  other  state  adjoins  Kentucky,  no  state  Association  or  National  Federation 
sanction  is  necessary; 

If  a  meet  or  tournament  involves  one  or  more  teams  from  outside  the  host 
state,  and  the  invited  teams  are  from  adjoining  state(s).  National  Federation 
sanction  is  not  necessary.  However  the  event  must  be  sanctioned  by  the  state 
Associations  involved.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  principal  of  the  host 
school  to  initiate  the  sanction  procedure; 

In  all  other  cases,  both  state  Association  and  National  Federation  sanction 
is  required.  If  you  are  the  host  school,  contact  the  Kentucky  High  School 
Athletic  Association  to  obtain  the  sanction  forms  and  begin  the  sanction 
process.  The  sanction  process  must  be  completed  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to 
the  event.

MOST  VALUABLE  PLAYER  AWARD 


Richie  Farmer,  Clay  County 

Inaugurated  in  1981,  the  Lexington  Herald-Leader  annually 
presents  the  Most  Valuable  Player  Awards  to  the  participant 
in  the  Boys  and  Girls  tournaments  who  is  voted  most  valuable 
by  a  panel  of  media  representatives  and  the  participating 
coaches  In  the  tournaments.  Unofficial  Most  Valuable  Player 
recognition  had  been  given  by  various  sources  prior  to  1 981 . 

The  Most  Valuable  Player  for  the  1 988  Boys'  Sweet  Sixteen 
Tournament  was  Clay  County's  Richie  Farmer.  In  winning  the 
award.  Farmer  becomes  the  first  person  selected  as  the  Most 
Valuable  Player  in  consecutive  slate  tournaments.  Farmer 
also  had  the  unique  distinction  of  being  selected  as  the  M.V.P. 
while  participating  on  the  runner-up  team.  It  is  doubtful  that 
anyone  who  witnessed  the  championship  game,  or  the 
Tigers'  other  three  tournament  games  would  argue  with  his 
selection,  particularly  after  he  scored  51  points  while 
collaring  7  rebounds  and  had  6  assists.  Farmer's  scoring  and 
rebounding  paced  Bobby  Keith's  club  to  a  berth  In  the 
championship  game  for  the  third  time  In  four  years.  For  the 
tournament.

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REDUCING  HEAD  AND  NECK  INJURIES  IN  FOOTBALL 

Frederick  O.  Mueller 


Head  and  neck  injuries  in  football  have  been  dramatically 
reduced  since  the  late  1960's.  Several  suggestions  for 
continued  reduction  are  as  follows; 

1  Preseason  physical  exams  for  all  participants.  Identify 
during  the  physical  exam  those  athletes  with  a  history  of 
previous  head  or  neck  injuries.  If  the  physician  has  any 
questions  about  the  athlete's  readiness  to  participate  the 
athlete  should  not  be  allowed  to  play. 

2.  A  physician  should  be  present  at  all  games.  If  it  is  not 
possible  for  a  physician  to  be  present  at  all  games  and 
practice  sessions,  emergency  measures  must  be  provided. 
The  total  staff  should  be  organized  in  that  each  person  will 
know  what  to  do  in  case  of  a  head  or  neck  injury  in  game  or 
practice.  Have  a  plan  ready  and  have  your  staff  prepared  to 
implement  that  plan.  Prevention  of  further  injury  is  the  main 
objective. 

3.  Athletes  must  be  given  proper  conditioning  exercies 
which  will  strengthen  their  necks  so  that  participants  will  be 
able  to  hold  their  heads  firmly  erect  when  making  contact. 
Strong  neck  muscles  may  help  prevent  neck  injuries. 

4.  Coaches  should  drill  the  athletes  in  the  proper  execution 
of  the  fundamentals  of  football  skills,  particularly  blocking 
and  tackling.  KEEP  THE  HEAD  OUT  OF  FOOTBALL. 

5.  Coaches  and  officials  should  discourage  the  players 
from  using  their  heads  as  battering  rams.  The  rules  pro- 
hibiting spearing  should  be  enforced  in  practice  and  in 
games.  The  players  should  be  taught  to  respect  the  helmet  as 
a  protective  device  and  that  the  helmet  should  not  be  used  as 
a  weapon. 

6.  All  coaches,  physicians,  and  trainers  should  take  special 
care  to  see  that  the  players'  equipment  is  properly  fitted, 
particularly  the  helmet. 

7.  Strict  enforcement  of  the  rules  of  the  game  by  both 
coaches  and  officials  will  help  reduce  serious  injuries. 

8  When  a  player  has  experienced  or  shown  signs  of  head 
trauma  (loss  of  consciousness,  visual  disturbances,  head- 
ache, inability  to  walk  correctly,  obvious  disorientation, 
memory  loss)  he  should  receive  immediate  medical  attention 
and  should  not  be  allowed  to  return  to  practice  or  game 
without  permission  from  the  proper  medical  authorities. 

Heat  Stress  and  Athletic  Participation 

Early  fall  football,  cross  country,  soccer  and  field  hockey 
practice  are  conducted  in  very  hot  and  humid  weather  in 
many  parts  of  the  United  States.  Due  to  the  equipment  and 
uniform  needed  in  football,  most  of  the  heat  problems  have 
been  associated  with  football.  Under  such  conditions  the 
athlete  is  subject  to: 

Heat  Cramps  -  painful  cramps  and  spasms  of  active 
muscles  -  most  common  of  the  calf  muscle  -  caused  in 
intense,  prolonged  exercise  in  the  heat  and  depletions  of 
water  and  salt  due  to  sweating. 

Heat  Fatigue  -  feeling  of  weakness  and  tiredness  caused 
by  depletions  of  water  and  salt  due  to  sweating  and 
exercise  in  the  heat. 

Heat  Exhaustion  -  characterized  by  extreme  weakness, 
exhaustion,  headache,  dizziness,  profuse  sweating  and 
sometimes  unconsciousness  caused  by  extreme  de- 
pletion of  water  and  salt.  Key  feature  that  is  different  in 
heat  exhaustion  from  heat  stroke  is  the  sweating  skin. 
Heat  Strolte  -  an  acute  medical  emergency  caused  by 
overheating  from  a  breakdown  of  the  thermoregulatory 
mechanism.  Associated  with  high  rectal  tempeiature,  lack 
of  sweating,  disorientation,  seizures  and  possible  un- 
consciousness or  coma.  It  may  also  occur  suddenly 
without  being  preceded  by  any  of  the  other  clinical  signs. 
The  individual  is  usually  unconscious  with  a  hot,  dry  skin 
and  a  rising  rectal  temperature. 


It  is  felt  that  the  above  heat  stress  problems  can  be 
controlled  provided  certain  precautions  are  taken.  The 
following  practices  and  precautions  are  recommended: 

1 .  Each  athlete  should  have  a  physical  examination  with  a 
medical  history  when  first  entering  a  program  and  an  annual 
health  history  update.  History  of  previous  heat  illness  and 
type  of  training  activities  before  organized  practice  begins 
should  be  included.  State  high  school  associations  recom- 
mendations should  be  followed. 

2.  It  is  clear  that  top  physical  performance  can  only  be 
achieved  by  an  athlete  who  is  in  top  physical  condition.  Lack 
of  physical  fitness  impairs  the  performance  of  an  athlete  who 
participates  in  high  temperatures.  Coaches  should  know  the 
PHYSICAL  CONDITION  of  their  athletes  and  set  practice 
schedules  accordingly. 

3.  Along  with  physical  conditioning  the  factor  of  acclima- 
tization to  heat  is  important.  Acclimatization  is  the  process  of 
becoming  adjusted  to  heat  and  it  is  essential  to  provide  for 
GRADUAL  ACCLIIVIATION  TO  HOT  WEATHER  ACTIVITIES.  It 
is  necessary  for  an  athlete  to  exercise  in  the  heat  if  he  is  to 
become  acclimatized  to  it.  It  is  suggested  that  a  graduated 
physical  conditioning  program  be  used  and  that  80% 
acclimatization  can  be  expected  to  occur  after  the  first  7-10 
days.  Final  stages  of  acclimatization  to  heat  are  marked  by 
increased  sweating  and  reduced  salt  concentration  in  the 
sweat 

4.  The  old  idea  that  water  should  be  withheld  from  athletes 
during  workouts  has  NO  SCIENTIFIC  FOUNDATION.  The 
most  important  safeguard  to  the  health  of  the  athlete  is  the 
replacement  of  water.  Water  must  be  on  the  field  and  readily 
available  to  the  athlete  at  all  times.  It  is  recommended  that  a 
minimum  10-minute  water  break  be  scheduled  for  every  half 
hour  of  heavy  exercise  in  the  heat.  Athletes  should  rest  in  a 
shaded  area  during  the  break.  WATER  SHOULD  BE 
AVAILABLE  IN  UNLIMITED  QUANTITIES.  Check  and  be  sure 
athletes  are  drinking  the  water.  Cold  water  is  preferable. 
Taking  ample  water  before  practice  or  games  has  also  been 
found  to  aid  performance  in  the  heat. 

5.  Salt  should  be  replaced  daily.  Modest  salting  of  foods 
after  practice  or  games  will  accomplish  this  purpose.  Salt 
tablets  and  glucose-electrolyte  solution  are  not  recom- 
mended ATTENTION  MUST  BE  DIRECTED  TO  REPLACING 
WATER  -  FLUID  REPLACEMENT  IS  ESSENTIAL. 

6.  Know  both  the  TEMPERATURE  and  HUMIDITY.  The 
greater  the  humidity  the  more  difficult  it  is  for  the  body  to  cool 
itself.  Use  of  a  sling  psychrometer  is  recommended  to 
measure  the  relative  humidity.  The  following  precautions  are 
recommended  when  using  wet-bulb  temperature: 

66   F   -   Safe   but   be   sure  to   observe   athletes   most 

susceptible  to  heat. 

66  -  78  F  -  Caution  -  unlimited  water  on  field  and  cold 

water  is  preferable. 

78  F  and  above  -  Danger  level  -  alter  practice  routine, 

mandatory    water    breaks   and    withhold    susceptible 

athletes. 

7.  Cooling  by  evaporation  is  proportional  to  the  area  of  skin 
exposed.  In  extremely  hot  and  humid  weather  reduce  the 
amount  of  clothing  covering  the  body  as  much  as  possible. 
NEVER  USE  RUBBERIZED  CLOTHING. 

8.  Athletes  should  weigh  each  day  before  and  after  practice 
and  WEIGHT  CHARTS  CHECKED.  Generally  a  3-percent 
weight  loss  through  sweating  is  safe  and  over  a  3-percent 
weight  loss  is  in  the  danger  zone.  Over  a  3-percent  weight 
loss  the  athlete  should  not  be  allowed  to  practice  in  hot  and 
humid  conditions.  Observe  them  closely  under  all  conditions.

9.  Watch  athletes  carefully  for  signs  of  trouble,  particularly 
athletes  who  lose  much  weight,  overweight  athletes,  and  the 
eager  athlete  who  constantly  competes  at  his  capacity.  Some 
trouble  signs  are  nausea,  incoherence,  fatigue,  weakness, 
vomiting,  cramps,  weak  rapid  pulse,  visual  disturbance  and 
unsteadiness. 

10.  Teams  that  encounter  hot  weather  during  the  season, 
through  travel  or  following  an  unseasonably  cool  period, 
should  be  physically  fit  but  will  not  be  environmentally  fit. 
Coaches  in  this  situation  should  follow  the  above  recom- 
mendations and  substitute  more  frequently  during  games. 

11.  Know  what  to  do  in  case  of  such  an  emergency.  Be 
familiar  with  immediate  first  aid  practice  and  prearranged 
procedures  for  obtaining  medical  care  including  ambulance 
service. 

Heatstroke:  THIS  IS  A   MEDICAL  EMERGENCY   - 

DELAY  COULD  BE  FATAL.  Immediately 
cool  body  while  waiting  transfer  to  a 
hospital.  Remove  clothing  and  use  cool 
water.  An  increasing  number  of  medical 
personnel  are  now  using  a  treatment  for 
heat  illness  that  involves  applying  either 
alcohol  or  cool  water  to  the  victim's  skin 
and  vigorously  fanning  the  body.  The 
fanning  causes  evaporation  and  cooling. 
(Source  -  The  First  Aider  -  September 
1987) 

Heat  Exhaustion:  OBTAIN  MEDICAL  CARE  AT  ONCE. 
Cool  body  as  you  would  for  heat  stroke 
while  waiting  for  transfer  to  a  hospital. 
Give  fluids  if  athlete  is  able  to  swallow 
and  is  conscious. 

Summary:  The    main    problem    associated    with 

exercising  in  hot  weather  is  water  loss 
through  sweating.  Water  loss  is  best 
replaced  by  allowing  the  athlete  to  drink 
as  much  water  as  he  likes,  whenever  he 
wishes.  The  small  amount  of  salt  lost  in 
sweat  is  adequately  replaced  by  salting 
food  to  individual  taste  at  mealtime.  Talk 
to  your  medical  personnel  concerning 
emergency  treatment  plans.

Federation 

Speaks  Out  On 

Cheerleading 


KANSAS  CITY,  MO  (April  26, 1988)  --  In  its  continuing  effort 
to  meet  the  needs  of  high  school  activities  participants,  the 
National  Federation  has  added  cheerleading  to  its  structure. 

Because  of  the  growth  and  development  of  cheerleading  in 
the  nation's  high  schools,  the  National  Federation  has 
adopted  recommended  guidelines  and  will  provide  services 
for  this  important  high  school  activity. 

Prior  to  1978,  the  National  Federation  provided  services 
only  for  high  school  athletics.  That  year,  however,  services  for 
speech  and  music  were  added  and,  in  1984,  programs  for 
chemical  health  were  started  which  led  to  the  creation  of 
TARGET. 

"With  the  growth  of  cheerleading  has  come  a  need  for 
unification  and  direction,"  said  Brice  Durbin,  executive 
director  of  the  National  Federation.  "We  believe  that  the 
philosophy  statement  and  recommended  guidelines  that 
have  been  developed  will  enhance  cheerleading  programs 
throughout  the  nation." 


The  National  Federation  Spirit  Committee  met  March  28-29 
at  the  National  Federation  to  establish  guidelines  and 
construct  a  statement  of  philosophy.  This  committee  also 
adopted  the  first  Cheerleading  Guide,  which  will  contain  the 
philosophy  statement,  recommended  safety  guidelines,  photo- 
graphs of  partner  stunts  which  are  permitted  and  which  are 
not  permitted,  suggestions  for  cheerleader  advisors/ 
coaches  and  guidelines  for  cheerleaders.  The  guide  will  be 
updated  annually  as  are  all  National  Federation  rule-related 
publications. 

Included  in  the  statement  of  philosophy  adopted  by  the 
Spirit  Committee  was  the  following:  "...Cheerleaders  shall 
serve  as  a  support  group  for  the  interscholastic  athletic 
programs  within  the  school,  and,  as  such,  play  a  very 
important  role  in  the  administration  of  athletics  contests.  Each 
squad  should  strive  to  boost  school  spirit,  promote  good 
sportsmanship,  develop  positive  crowd  involvement  and  help 
student  participants  and  spectators  achieve  the  most  worth- 
while educational  objectives  of  the  interscholastic  program." 

The  philosophy  statement  also  noted  that  cheerleading 
activities  should  center  on  leading  or  directing  the  cheers  of 
fans  and  that  performing  is  a  secondary  role  of  cheerleading. 

Following  are  the  recommended  cheerleader  safety  guide- 
lines that  were  adopted: 

1.  Adequate  warm-up  must  precede  all  activities. 

2.  Jewelry  is  prohibited  with  the  exception  of  religious,  or 
medical  medals.  If  such  medals  are  worn,  they  shall  be  taped 
to  the  body  and  be  under  the  uniform. 

3.  Cheerleaders  shall  wear  athletic-type  shoes  which  are 
appropriate  for  cheerleading  activities. 

4.  Tumbling  and  partner  stunts  should  not  be  performed  on 
wet  surfaces.  Tumbling,  partner  stunts  and  pyramids  should 
not  be  performed  on  concrete. 

5.  Use  of  mini-tramps,  spring  boards  or  any  apparatus  that 
increases  the  height  of  a  stunt  is  not  allowed. 

6.  All  pyramids  and/or  mounts  are  limited  to  two  persons 
high,  meaning  the  base(s)  is  in  direct  contact  with  the  floor  or 
ground. 

7.  Stunts  higher  than  a  shoulder  stand  (e.g.,  above-the- 
shoulder  extensions)  must  have  a  spotter(s) 

8.  Free-falling  flips  or  swan  dives  from  mounts,  pyramids  or 
basket  tosses  are  not  allowed. 

9.  The  catcher  must  have  continual  eye  contact  with  the  top 
person /flyer  throughout  the  entire  stunt.  The  top  person  must 
look  before  dismounting  backwards  to  a  cradle  catch. 

10.  Toe  and  thigh  pitches  are  not  permitted. 

11.  Knee  drops,  split  drops  and  tension  drops  are  not 
allowed. 

12.  Double-base,  split  catches  are  not  allowed. 

13.  Suspended  splits  are  permitted  provided  the  person 
performing  the  split  is  able  to  lower  his/her  own  weight  into 
the  spilt  position,  and/or  the  bases  provide  support  at  thigh 
level. 

14.  Basket  tosses  or  any  type  of  toss  must  be  performed 
from  ground  level  and  must  be  cradled  by  the  original  bases.  If 
there  are  only  two  bases,  there  must  be  a  spotter  at  the 
head/shoulder  area  when  the  top  person/flyer  is  caught. 

The  Spirit  Committee  noted  that  cheerleading  can  be 
dangerous,  and  that  responsibility  for  safety  rests  with  each 
high  school.  The  committee  said  that  each  school's  coach/ 
advisor  should  modify  the  above  recommendations  to  reflect 
the  age,  training,  experience  and  athletic  ability  of  the 
students  in  his/her  school.

VOLLEYBALL  COMMITTEE  MINUTES 

May  9,  1988 


The  Volleyball  Committee  met  at  the  Kentucky  HighSchool  Athletic  Association  Office  in  Lexington,  Kentucky,  on  IVIonday,  (Vlay 
9, 1 988.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  1 0:00  a.m.  by  Brigid  L.  DeVries,  Assistant  Commissioner.  Committee  members  present 
Included  MargI  IVIcKenna,  Joan  Mitchell,  Steve  Williams  and  Donna  Wolfe. 

The  first  Item  on  the  agenda  was  a  discussion  of  regional  tournaments  and  sites.  Ms.  DeVrles  advised  the  Committee  of  a  few 
changes  in  the  teams  In  each  region.  The  1987  regional  sites  were  discussed  and  committee  members  will  check  their  availability 
for  the  1988  tournaments.  Regional  tournaments  will  be  double  elimination  again  this  year. 

Donna  Wolfe  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Margi  McKenna,  that  the  teams  not  change  benches  for  the  1 988  season  Including 
regional  and  state  tournament  play.  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

The  Committee  then  discussed  the  items  on  the  Regional  Information  Sheet  and  made  some  corrections  for  the  coming  year. 

A  discussion  followed  regarding  the  site  for  the  1988  State  Volleyball  Tournament  to  be  held  October  28-29.  The  University  of 
Kentucky  submitted  a  proposal  to  host  the  tournament  at  Memorial  Coliseum  in  Lexington.  Falrdale  High  School  Is  not  interested  in 
hosting  the  1 988  tournament;  however,  Seneca  High  School  in  Louisville  has  expressed  an  interest.  The  site  will  be  determined  at  a 
later  date. 

The  State  Tournament  format  was  the  next  topic  of  discussion.  The  winner  and  runner-up  will  advance  from  the  Regional 
Tournaments.  Expenses  will  be  paid  for  the  winning  team  only. 

The  State  Tournament  Draw  was  conducted.  Winners  and  runners-up  from  the  same  region  were  placed  in  opposite  brackets. 
Only  Regional  winners  were  eligible  for  byes.  Following  a  discussion  of  the  State  Tournament  time  schedule,  it  was  decided  to 
leave  it  as  is  for  the  1 988  tournament.  Committee  members  thought  the  semi-final  schedule  on  Saturday  with  teams  playing  one 
after  the  other,  was  preferable  to  playing  simultaneously  as  was  done  In  the  past. 

The  next  item  on  the  agenda  was  the  officials  fees.  There  will  be  no  change  in  fees  for  the  1 987-88  school  year.  Umpires  and 
referees  will  receive  $1 8.00  per  match  for  regular  season  varsity  play.  Regional  tournament  fees  are  $20.00  and  State  Tournament 
fees  are  $25.00  per  match  plus  a  travel  expense. 

Ms.  DeVrles  announced  the  tentative  times  and  sites  for  the  Clinics.  A  brief  discussion  followed  regarding  the  1 988-89  National 
Federation  Volleyball  rules.  The  most  significant  change  was  In  rule  2-3-11  which  specifies  that  backboards  hanging  In  a  vertical 
position  over  a  playable  area,  are  out-of-bounds,  unless  in  the  judgment  of  the  official,  the  ball  would  have  remained  in  play,  if  the 
backboard  had  not  been  there. 

Following  a  discussion  regarding  the  Limitation  of  Seasons,  It  was  decided  that  some  clarification  was  needed  on  practice  and 
play  during  the  summer.  At  the  end  of  the  academic  school  year,  volleyball  teams  may  play  and  practice  In  non-school  related 
tournaments  and  activities.  It  is  also  permissible  for  their  high  school  coach(s)  to  work  with  them  at  this  time.  However,  a  member 
school  may  not  officially  start  practice  for  the  higti  school  season  until  July  15, 1988.  K.H.S.A.A.  catastrophic  insurance  coverage 
will  not  be  In  effect  until  this  date. 

By-Law  25  regarding  the  Limitation  of  Seasons  In  volleyball  states  that  the  season  ends  at  all  levels  of  play  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  varsity  teams  last  regular  season  contest,  and  there  should  be  no  further  practice  or  play  during  the  remainder  of  the  academic 
school  year.  This  applies  to  Involvement  by  the  head  coach  as  well  as  the  assistant  coach  of  member  schools. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned.
